But although much information 
may be obtained from both of theſe works, 
as well as from ſome other late publica- 
tions, there is ſtill much left for others to 
explain. Such is the effect of experience 
and oblervation, that farther adyantages 
daily accrue from the labours of indivi— 
duals in the treatment of this as well as of 
almoſt every other diſeaſe; and as this, I 


Hope, will in ſome degree appear from the

moſt important; and I flatter myſelf, that 


1 have given views concerning them, 


which, in practice, will be found to merit 


attention. The cure of Gonorrhœa by 


injections is no doubt practiſed by many;

entirely: The cauſe of this, ſo far as I 
know, has never hitherto been explained. 
Whether I may have conveyed an ade- 
quate idea of my opinion upon this point 


cannot poſitively lay; ; but the obſerva- 
tions upon which it is founded are ſuch, 


that all who pay attention to the ſubject 
may be enabled readily to aſcertain ſuch 
caſes as will yield to injections, as well as

from them.

tem. But, as there is cauſe to imagine 


that the two diſeaſes ariſe from different 
ſpecific contagions, and as the conduct of 
the cure muſt be influenced by one or 


other of theſe opinions being eſtabliſhed, 
it becomes a matter of importance to in- 
ſtitute an inquiry into this Paßt of our 


ſubject. 
Both diſeaſes are n in a ſimilar 


way; both, in the firſt inſtance, affect the 


genital organs; and they occaſionally ap- 
pear at the ſame time in the ſame patient: 
hence it has been conceived that they have 


a common origin, and one method of cure 


has been ſuppoſed applicable to either. 
The refuſal of ſome patients to ſubmit 

to the diſtreſs and inconveniency that fre- 

quently enſues from a protracted mercu- 


rial courſe, and who nevertheleſs recovered. 
from the uſual ſymptoms of Gonorrhcea, 
firſt ſuggeſted a doubt of the two diſeaſes 


being produced by the ſame contagion. 


It is well known, that Lues Venerea can

be certainly cured by mercury only; and 
the opinion reſpecting the exiſtence of a a 
ſpecific contagion in Gonorrheea, ariſing 
from this obvious and marked difference 
in the rte cure, appears to be fixed 
and eſtabliſned by the following facts: 
The ſymptoms and conſequences of | Go- - 
norrhœa are perfectly different from thofe 
witch take place in Lues Venerea. Both 
diſcafes have appeared at different pe- 
riods in the ſame countries; and, in ſuome 
inſtances, they have remained diſtinct and 
uncombined for a great length of time. 
That the ſymptoms of the two diſeaſes ; 
are different, is univerſally known, A 
particular detail of ſuch as are peculiar 
to each, will be given in the enſuing 
chapters. At preſent, it is only neceſſary 
Ito obſerve, that Gonorrhœa confiſts in a 
diſcharge of puri form matter from the 
urethra; which, even by thoſe who ſup- 
port the contrary opinion, is now admit- 
ted to be; in almoſt every inftance, a local 
affection, and that it very rarely contami- 
nates the general habit of body: while

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On Gonorrbœa Virulenta, Ch. . 
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Lues Venerea 3 is a diſeaſe of the conſtitu. 
tion, ariſing from the abſorption of vene- 
real virus from any part of the ſurface of 
the body, but moſt frequently from the 
genitals ; from which enſue buboes, ulcers 
in various parts, particularly 1 in the noſe 
and throat, pains and ſwellings in the 
bones, with a variety of other ſymptoms 
which it is not at preſent neceſſary to 
mention, 
The firſt appearance of Lues Vene. 
rea is, for the moſt part, in the form of a 
chancre or ſmall ulcer, in ſome part of 
the penis. It is univerſally admitted, 
that even the ſlighteſt degree of chance 
is apt to produce POX, or a general affec- 
tion of the ſyſtem; inſomuch, that no 
practitioner of experience will truſt the 
cure of this ſymptom to local remedies ſ 
If the fore be left to itſelf, it almoſt al 
ways becomes worſe. The matter whicl 
it affords is taken up by the abſorbents, 
and buboes, with the-other ſymptoms tha 
I have enumerated, very certainly enſue

cer of ſores produced by the venereal vi- 
rus; but they frequently occur where the 
ſkin remains entire; that is, abſorption of 
the venereal poiſon ofien takes place where 
no veſtige of ulceration is perceived: 
| This, indeed, is denied by many; but I 
have met with it in various inſtances, and 
it will be admitted by every practitioner 
of experience. Now this being eftabliſh- 
ed, in the application of the venereal virus 
to every other part of the body, if the 
matter of Gonorrhcea is of the ſame na- 
ture, why does it not, in almoſt every caſe 
of clap, enter the ſyſtem, and produce pox? 
So far as we know, the urethra 1s as plen- 
tifully ſupplied with abſorbents as other 
parts of the body ; the ſame kind of mat- 
ter, when applied to them here, ought 
therefore to be productive of ſimilar ef- 
fects: and hence Lues Venerea ought, per- 
haps in every inſtance, to be the conſe- 
| quence of Gonorrhcea, were the matter by 
which the two diſeaſes are produced the 
ſame.

As this is a ſtrong argument in favour 
of the two diſeaſes ariſing from different 
kinds of contagion, much ingenuity has 
been exerted by thoſe who ſupport the 
Contrary op nion, in endeavouring to ac- 
count for it. . 

In the firſt place, it Has been faid, that 
Gonorrhœa ſometimes terminates in pox, 
and, therefore, that this of itſelf is a ſuf. 
ficient proof of the two diſeaſes being the 
lame. 

Mere it certain that this ever - ha aPpPened, 
no further evidence would be required, 
as a few well-marked inſtances would be 
concluſive ; but every unprejudiced prac 
titioner will admit, that no fufficient ws 
of it have ever eccurred. 

In order to ſupport this opinion, data 
muſt be received, which we know to be 
inadmiſlible. We muſt admit, that a 
perſon with chancres only, communicates 
to another, not only every ſymptom of 
pox, but of Gonorrhœa, and that another 
with Gonorrhœa only, gives to all with 
whom he may baye connection, chancres 


* 
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with cheir various conſequences, This 
ought, indeed, to be a very common oc 
currence; inſomuch, that every practi- 
tioner ſhould be able to decide upon it 
with certainty, if this opinion was well 
founded: Inftead of which, it will be ad- 
mitted by all, that the one diſeaſe being 
produced by the other, is, even in appear- 
ance, a very rare occurrence. I have 
paid much attention to the point in queſ- 
tion; and, in almoſt every inſtance, a 
few caſes only excepted, and where the 
moſt particular inguiries even were made, 
it has happened, that a perſon infected 
with Gonorrhæa has received it from ano- 
ther evidently labouring under that diſ- 
caſe, and that chancres have very univer- 
ſally been communicated by ſuch as were 
diſtreſſed with chancres only. 
This, I am convinced, will- be com- 
monly found to be clearly the caſe; fo 
_ that a few inſtances, bearing ſome ap- 
earances of the contrary, are much more 
readily explained on the idea of the two 
diſeaſes being produced by different kinds

of contagion ; and this may alſo be ſaid 
of the few ſolitary caſes that may be met 
with, of chancre being ſuppoſed to ter- 
minate in Gonorrhœa, and Gonorrhœa in 
chancre, and other ſymptoms of pox. We 
can more eaſily - conceive that the ſame 
perſon ſhould, in ſome inſtances, receive, 
and therefore be able to communicate, 
both kinds of contagion, than that the in- 
cident we are conſidering ſhould be fo 
ſeldom met with, were the opinion well 
founded, of the two diſcaſes be: ing origi- 
nally of the ſame nature. 

However ill founded an eftabliſhed OP1- 
nion may be, if it has received the ſanc- 
tion or being generally adopted, we know 
how difficult it is to overturn it. Few 
enter {o minutely into the conſideration 
F ſuch points as to be able to decide up- 

on them; and of thoſe who do, a very 
fmall proportion ever take the trouble of 
engaging in ſuch diſcuſſions as are neceſ- 
ſary for the conviction of others. This is 
perhaps the chief cauſe of the point in 
queſtion having remained ſo long in ob- 
ſcurity, 


© 


ſcurity, as well as of the explanation hi- 
therto uſually given, of various circum- 


ſtances in Gonorrhœa and Lues Venerea 
having been uniformly made to ſupport it. 


It will alſo ſerve to account for circum- 


ſtances being held forth as matter of fact, 


which, on inquiry, are perceived to be ill 


founded; for, when once an opinion is 


admitted, we are apt to give ſuch an ex- 
planation of whatever may ſeem to relate 
to it, as can in any way tend to ſupport it. 
Thus, although few in the preſent age 


will aſſert that Gonorrhœa often termi- 
nates in Lues Venerea, yet many allege that 


it is apt to do ſo whenever it is improperly 


treated. Whatever puts a ſudden ſtop to a 


copious diſcharge from the urethra, is by 
many ſuppoſed to produce Lues Venerea. 
Hence all who condemn the uſe of injec- 


tions in Gonorrhcea, affirm, that they often 
convert a ſimple clap into a pox, by throw- 
ing into the blood what otherwite would 


have been carried off. This, however, is 


not ſupported by experience. A ſtimula- 


ting injection will no doubt excite pain 
"2 LY | Te and 
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and inflammation in the unethra; and this, 


in ſome inſtances, will be productive of 
ſwelled teſtes, and perhaps of ſympathetic 


ſwellings in the glands of the groin; but 
I have not known a ſingle inſtance of pox 
being induced in this manner: and as I 
have long been in the daily uſe of injec- 


tions, it muſt often have happened, if 


the idea that I have ſtated were well 
founded. Till of late, indeed, a patient 


who was ſo. unfortunate as to have a clap 


ſuddenly ſtopped, was ſo certainly confi- 
dered as poxed, that he was immediately 
put under a complete courſe of mercury, 
by which he was made to undergo a very 
unneceſſary and diſtreſsful confinement. 
Although this practice, however, is now 
very commonly exploded, yet there are 
ſome who ſtill adhere to it. I was called, 
in April I784, to viſit a gentleman, who, 
in a Gonorrhœa attended with a good dea! 


of inflammation, had been ſo foolith as to 


live freely, and to ride much on horſe 
back, This, with the unguarded uſe of 2 
very ſtimulating injection, put a ſudden 


ſtop 


FRE to the itn and at the ſame 
time it excited a very conſiderable degree 


of pain and inflammation, along all the 
poſterior part of the urethra towards the 


proſtate gland and neck of the bladder, 
attended with a painful and frequent de- 
fire to paſs water. „ 5 | 
On the idea of theſe being ſymptoms 
of pox, he was immediately put under a 
courſe of mercury ; and, when I firſt ſaw 
him, he had been uſing it for the ſpace of 
fix weeks. The ſurgeon in attendance ac- 
knowledged that no advantage had been 
derived from the mercury; and the pa- 
tient himſelf ſaid that his diſtreſs was 
daily increaſing. They were both, there- 
fore, eaſily perſuaded to lay the mercury 
aſide; and, by the repcated application of 


leeches to the perineum, of fomentations, 


and opiates, to allay the pain, the inflam- 
mation ſoon began to ſubſide; and, in a 


Hort time, he was perfectly well. 


In December 1788, a young man called 
upon me, with a painful hard ſwelling in 


Bis groin, of an oblong form, nearly an 


inch 
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inch in diameter, and reaching from the 


ring in the external oblique muſcle down 
to the top of the teſtis. It appeared ſud- 


denly, about four months before, and 


ſeemed to be the conſequence of a clap 


being too haſtily ſtopped. He was at firſt 


attacked with ſevere pain at the neck of 
the bladder, which ſtretched to the groin, 
and down to the teſtis of the ſame fide, 


This, together with a conſtant and pain- 


ful inclination to void urine, rendered his 
lite miſerable. Nor was his diſtreſs in any 
degree leſſened by a courſe of mercury 
which he was immediately put under. On 
the contrary, the ſwelling, which at firſt 


was not thicker than a common quill, was 
Dow very conſiderable. My opinion of it 


was, that at firft it aroſe from inflamma- 
tion of the vas deferens, which by degrees 


had ſpread to the reſt of the ſpermatic 
cord; but without affecting either the te- 
ſtis or epididemis. As a large quantity of 
mercury had been taken, and as, inſtead 
of proving uſeful, it had rather appeared 
to do harm, the ſurgeon whom he employ- 


ed 
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ed was eaſily perſuaded to truſt the cure 
to other remedies. Local bloodletting with 
leeches was frequently repeated, both in 
the perineum and groin. The parts were 
regularly fomented with a ſolution of ſac- 
charum ſaturni. His bowels were kept 

eaſy with gentle laxatives, and he was put 
upon a mild diet of milk and vegetables. 
In a few days the pain abated, and the 
tumour gradually leſſened, till at laſt, af. 
ter five or ſix weeks had e it was 
entirely gone. 

In the courſe of laſt ie I attended 
two different patients, with alarming 
ſymptoms about the neck of the bladder, 
evidently induced by the improper ma- 
nagement of Gonorrhœa. The parts in 
both were not merely pained, but confi- 
derably ſwelled, accompanied with nearly 
a total ſuppreſſion of urine. Although, in 


both the diſcharge from the urethra had 


ſtopped ſuddenly, I did not adviſe mer- 
cury. The patients being both plethoric, 
were plentifully blooded, firſt at the arm, 

and afterwards repeatedly with leeches in 
ey the 
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the perineum. This, with fomentations, 
and opiates to allay the violence of the 


pain, aſſiſted by a cooling regimen and 


gentle laxatives, very ſoon completed the 


cures. | 8 

Theſe inſtances are given out of a great 
number that I could adduce, merely to 
thew, that the ſymptoms which ſupervene 
on the ſudden ſtoppage of a clap, are lo- 
cal, and not connected with any diſeaſe of 


the conſtitution, which they neceſſarily 


would be, were they of the fame nature 


with Lues Venerea. 
It will perhaps be ſaid, Ar although 


this may have happened in a few caſes, 


yet that in others there has been cauſe to 
ſuſpect, that Lues Venerea has been the 
conſequence of a clap diſappearing in this 
manner. In anſwer to this, it is ſufficient 
for me to aſſert, that this is at leaſt a rare 
occurrence, as I think I am entitled to do, 
from my never having met with it. Some 


have ſuppoſed, that a ſudden check being 
given to the diſcharge of a clap, mult 1 ne- 


ceflarily throw the matter into the blood,

and that pox muſt therefore enſue from it. 
Were the matter of the two- diſeaſes the' 
fame, this would often happen ſo that, 
when we can ſhow that it ſeldom happens 
even in appearance, we are entitled, from 
this argument alone, to conclude, that they 
are produced by two different kinds of 
contagion; and, where pox has appeared 
at the ſudden termination of Gonorrhœa, 
that the two kinds of infection had either 
been commuicated together; „ what 
I have often met with, the patient may 
have received the pocky contagion by 
communication with a diſeaſed woman 
at the very time he laboured under Go- 
norrhœa. I have already remarked, that 
Lues Venerea is frequently produced by 
abſorption while the ſkin remains en- 
tire, and where no chancre or excoria- 
tion is perceptible. There is therefore 
much cauſe to imagine, that in long con- 
tinued caſes of Gonorrhœa, many may be 
infected with Lues Venerea by commu- 
nication with others labouring under it; 
| and, as this may happen without any ex-

Again, were this the caſe, ſhould we 
not find Gonorrhcea, in a great proportion 
of caſes, terminating in Pox, and Chancre 
in Gonorrhcea ? for every one knows, tha 
in Gonorrhcea the matter is at all times 
paſſing from the urethra over the glans 
and prepuce, and in Chancze from the 
glans into the entrance of the urethra, 
It happens indeed, in a few inſtances: 
Mr, Hunter, we ſee, has met with ſome 
caſes of it, that the one diſeaſe ſuper- 
venes upon the other: but we have alſo 
ſcen that theſe are rare occurrences; and, 


where they have not been communica- 


ted by ſubſequent connection with an in- 


fected perſon, that the two diſeaſes have 
probably :

This i is ſurely a weighty argument againſt the opinion 
he endeavours to {upport, of Goethe and Chancre pro- 
ceeding from the ſame contagicn. 
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probably been given at one and the ſame 
time. It is no argument againſt this ſug- 
geſtion, to ſay, that inſtances ſometimes 
occur, of Gonorrhœa appearing during the 
continuance of chancres of ſeveral weeks 
duration, and vice verſa ; for every prac- 
titioner muſt have met with inſtances of 
both diſeaſes having appeared at the dii- 
tance of two or three months from "Ub 
expoſure to infection. . 
I have at this moment a gentleman un- 
der cure, for a deep foul chancre, altoge- 
ther within the urethra. It was of ſeve- 
ral weeks duration before I ſaw him, and. 
yet no Gonorrhœa took place. He is now 
getting well, by a complete courſe of mer- 
cury, and repeated application of cauſtic. 
Similar inſtances have probably occur- 
red to every practitioner : So lately as the 
month of April laſt, I was called to a gentle- 
man with a painful chancre on each fide of 
the urethra. The fore extended about the 
eighth part of an inch up the paſſage ; and 
the parts being much inflamed, I heſitated 


to apply cauſtic. This rendered the cure 
- he i reien 
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of a ſevere clap; with heat in making wa- 


nection with a girl of the town, three or 
four days previous to the acceſſion of theſe 


cre. It is altogether different in appear- 


will truſt the cure of chancres to any 


tedious, but ſtill no Gonorrhœa took place. 
At laſt, after he had taken a conſiderable 
quantity of mercury, and when the chan- 
cres were looking clean, and in a healing 
ſtate, he was ſeized with all the ſymptoms 


ter, chordee, and a plentiful diſcharge of 
thin green matter. This, however, bore 
all the appearance of a recent infection. 
{ at once ſaid fo to my patient, and he 
candidly acknowledged that he had im- 
prudently expoſed himſelf, by having con- 


ſymptoms. 
We may alſo remark, that the diſcharge 
from Gonorrhcea frequently becomes ſo 
acrid as to excoriate the glans and prepu- 
tium, and even to excite a very plentiful 
formation of matter; but every one knows 
chat this is materially different from chan- 


ance, and fo materially different in its ef- 
fects, that no practitioner of experience

ching but mercury, while, in the other, 
mercury, I imagine, is very ſeldom em- 
ployed. However extenſive the excoria- 
tions may be, they are eaſily removed by 
local remedies; and I have never known 
an inſtance of pox ſucceeding to this kind 
of treatment. Nay, I have met with va- 
rious inſtances of theſe excoriations, in 

which mercury had been freely given, 
| without any advantage, and in which a 
cure was afterwards accompliſhed by the 
uſe of an aſtringent waſh. -. 

About eighteen months ago, a gentle- 
man came to town, with an extenſive ex- 
coriation over all the glans and preputium, 
attended with a large diſcharge of thin 
oflenſive matter. The quantity of matter 
indeed was ſo conſiderable, that at firſt 
ſight it ſeemed to be the diſcharge of 5 
recent inveterate Gonorrhœa; but, on 
farther examination, it appeared to pro- 
ceed antes from the glans and prepuce, 
the clap by Which 1 it was produced being

He had taken mercury for the ſpace of 


fix weeks; and the parts had been regu- 
larly bathed in milk and water, but with 
no advantage. The diſcharge continued 


as plentiful as ever, and the preputium 


was beginning to acquire ſome degree of 


thickneſs, and to be difficult to retras, 
In the ſpace of a week he was completely 


cured, merely by bathing the parts from 


time to time with brandy and water, and 


applying, during the night, a poultice 


ſtrongly r with ſaccharum ſa- 
turni. . N 
This, as well as a variety of ſimilar 
caſes, which, were it neceſlary, I might 
enumerate, clearly evince, not only that 
the matter of Gonorrhœa, when confined 
to the urethra, does not terminate in pox, 
but that it proves equally inoffenſive to 
the conſtitution, even where it is ſo ſharp 
and acrid as to excoriate the glans and 
contiguous parts, from which a very mark- 
ed difference, I may obſerve, is obvious be- 
tween the matter of the two diſeaſes. In 


fen the ſlighteſt ſore rarely fails to 
throw 
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throw matter into the ſyſtem, while the 
moſt extenſive excoriations proceeding 
from Gonorrhœa are ſo ſeldom found to 
injure the conſtitution, that I have never 
met with an inſtance of their doing ſo. 
By thoſe who are {till induced to {ſupport 
| the oppoſite doctrine, it is ſaid, that the 
| matter of Gonorrhœa would more fre- 
| quently terminate in pox, were it not for 
| the mucus of the urethra with which it is 
8 blended, and by which they ſuppoſe it to 
de rendered not only milder in its nature, 
but not ſo apt to be taken up by the ab- 
| torbents. This, however, is merely ideal; 
and no proof can be advanced in ſupport 
| of it. Beſides, the force of the argument 
is entirely done away, when we lee, as I 
have obſerved above, that even where the 
| matter of Gonorrhcea is more acrimonious 
| than we commonly find it to be even in 
Chancre, ſo as in ſome inſtances to pro- 
duce very extenſive excoriations, ſtill no 
injury to the conſtitution enſues from it. 
Nay, we ſee, even in ſuch diſeaſes as 
are found to proceed from what 1s termed 
5 1 5 
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a tranſlation of the matter of Gonorrhœa 

to other parts of the body, and which we 
ſuppoſe to happen through the medium of 
the circulation, that ſtill no affection of 
the conſtitution proceeds from them.” This 
is particularly the caſe in thoſe inſtances 
of ophthalmia which ſometimes proceed 
from Gonorrhœa, and in which a conſi- 
derable diſcharge takes place, of a puri- 
form matter from the eye-lids, very ſimi- 
lar to the matter of a recent clap. I have 
alſo met with inſtances of patients labour- 
ing under Gonorrhcea being ſeized with a 
ſimilar diſcharge from the membrane of 
the noſe ; but in none of theſe have I ever 
known Lues Venerea enſue. Many exam- 
les might be adduced of each of theſe; 
but the three following will be ſufficient. 
In the year 1786, a young man applied 

| to me, with a very troubleſome painful 
8 diſeaſe in both eyes. The eye- balls were 
not much inflamed outwardly ; but as he 
experienced an intenſe degree of pain from 
the admiſſion of light, I was led to belicve 
that the retina, or other deep-ſeated parts, 
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of che eye, were in a tate of inflammation; 
and the membrane of the eye: lids was not 
only inflamed, but a conſtant and copious 
diſcharge took place from them, of a 
greeniſh yellow matter, bearing much tne 
appearance of the matter of a recent clap. 
I be account which I received from him 
was this : That he had for eight or ten 
days laboured under Gonorrhoa, the 
iymptoms of which, however, were not 
more ſevere than uſual; when, after be- 
ing heated with drinking port wine, the 
diſcharge from the urethra, which had 
previoully been COPIOUS, diſappeared al- 
moſt entirely. His eyes, almoſt imme- 
diately thereafter, became painful; and, 
in leſs than twenty-four hours, the di 
charge of matter took place from the 
eye-lids. 5 
| The diſeaſe was at firſt treated with 
| bliſters, Night evacuations of blood, and 
che uſual applications of ointments and 
collyria. Theſe not proving ſucceſsful, a 
| courſe of mercury was preſcribed : but, 
although different attempts were made 
| With 
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with it, miſchief always enſued from it. 
It did not leſſen the diſcharge, while it 
obviouſly increaſed the inflammation, and 
rendered the eyes more irritable. I there- 
fore adviſed this remedy to be laid aſide. 
A quantity of blood was taken from the 
temporal artery of one fide ; ſuch veſſels 
as were turged upon the eye-balls were 
divided; ſcarifications were made in the 
[fab parts of the eyc-lids ; poultices 
were applied over the eyes, in which 
opium and faccharum ſaturni were dif- 
ſolved ; and gentle laxatives were gi- 
ven. By theſe means the pain ſoon 
abated ; the inflammation and diſcharge 
of matter leſſened ; and, in the courſe of 
a fortnight, no ſymptom of the diſeaſe b. 
remained, but a degree of irritability on 
_ expoſure to much light, with which both er 
eyes continued to be diſtreſſed for five or 
ſix months thereafter. 
In the courſe of the following y car, on 
being attacked with Gonorrhæa, but of a 
more violent nature than the former, he 


was again ſeized, after expoſure to much 
* cold, 
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cold, and riding on horſeback, with a ſimi- 
lar affection of his eyes. In this inſtance, 
too, bloodletting, and the other remedies 


formerly preſcribed, again proved ſucceſs- 
ful; and he has not ſince that period had 


any return of the diſeaſe. 
About two years ago, I was taken to a 


| patient, who, during confinement from a 


fwelled teſtis induced by Gonorrhcea, was 


ſuddenly ſeized with a profuſe diſcharge 


of matter from one of his noſtrils, very 
ſimilar to the running of a clap. The 
lining membrane of the noſe was tender, 
and ſome what inflamed, but not painful 
and I was informed that the diſcharge. 
from the urethra leſſened before the teſtis 


became inflamed, and, on this taking 


place from the noſe, that it diſappeared: 


| entirely. This ſuggeſted the propriety 
| of attempting to excite a return of the 


diſcharge by the urethraz but no ad- 
vantage being derived from it, I adviſed 


the diſeaſe in the noſe to be treated with 


injections ſimilar to what we uſe in caſes 
of clap. An aſtringent ſolution was thrown. 
ap, occaſionally with a ſyringe, and at 
other 
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other times by inſerting a bit of fponge 
immerſed in it up the noſtril.; and in the 


courſe of a few days the running ceaſed 


entirely. 


Since that period, the ſame patient has 
been twice affected in a fimilar manner, 
and the ſame kind of treatment proved 


equally ſuccefsful. No mercury was gi- 


ven, and no ſymptom of pox has ever ap- 


peared. 
In a few weeks after the recovery of 
this patient, I was defired to fee a friend of 


his, who for ſeveral years had been diſ- 


treſſed with a ſimilar diſcharge from both 
noſtrils. The diſcharge took place during 
the continuance of a clap; and although 
it had frequently become lefs, it never diſ- 
appeared entirely. No ulceration appear- 
ed on the membrane of the noſtrils, but it 
was of a deep red colour, and tender over 
its whole extent. Various remedies had 
been employed; and at laſt, after the dit- 
charge had continued for upwards of three 
years, although no other ſympton appear- 
ed, he was adviſed to undergo a courſe of 

mercury. 


* 
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mercury. This was done in the moſt at- 


tentive manner; but no advantage enſued 


from it. 

In this rented; I expected chat the 
ſame plan of treatment which proved ſuc- 
ceſsful in the preceding caſe, and which 
had alſo done ſo in others, would likewiſe 


anſwer here. In this, however, I was diſ- 


appointed ; for, although every variety of 

injection was uſed that I ever employed in 
Gonorrhcea, yet no material advantage en- 
ſued from them. The running was ſome- 


times indeed leſſened, but it always re- 


turned with equal ſeverity as before; and 
although it has of late, even when no re- 
medies have been employed, become con- 
ſiderably leſs, it ſtill continues in ſuch 
quantities as to prove highly diſt reſsful. 
No other ſymptom of the diſeaſe, _ | 


ever, has ever occurred. 


As a farther proof of the UU of 
the contagion of Syphilis and Gonorrhœa, 


it may be remarked, that no ſtage of pox 
nas ever been known to induce Gonor- 


rhea, which ſurely ound occationally

riments of this kind are productive of ſuch 
anxtety and diſtreſs, that they never have 
been, nor ever probably will be, repeated 
ſo frequently as the nature of the ſubject 
would require.

not only require to be conducted with ac-

In oppoſition to theſe, too, 1 may men- 
tion, that, induced by ſome late publica-

upon theſe or any other experiments chat 
have as yet been made upon the ſub- 
ject; we muſt truſt therefore to experience 
and obſervation in the ordinary courſe of 
practice for means to aſcertain it. 
The other fact on which the doctrine 
that I wiſh to eſtabliſh reſts, is, that Go- 
norrhœa and Syphilis have appeared at 
different times in the ſame countries, and 
in ſome inſtances have remained diſtin 
and uncombined for a great length of

If the two diſeaſes were of the ſame 


gion, they would have appeared nearly at 


the infection was carried. This does not 
appear, however, from the hiſtory of the 
diſeaſe, to have been the caſe. From the 
earlier writers upon the venereal diſeaſe,

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by any, aſſerts, that in his time Gonor- 


rhœa had not been long known in China, 
although we know that the Lues Venerea 


had long prevailed in that country: and 
| it would appear, notwithſtanding of all 


that has been ſaid to the contrary, that 
the Lues Venerea was imported to the 
iſland of Otaheite a conſiderable time be- 


fore Gonorrhcea. It ſeems to have been 


carried to that and other iſlands in the 
South Seas by the very firſt European na- 

vigators who touched there, and to have 
remained diſtin, without being connected 
with Gonorrhcea, for a very confiderable 


time; for, when Captain Cook viſited theſe 


iſlands in his ſecond voyage, I have au- 
thority for ſaying, that Gonorrhœa had 
not then appeared in them. 

Theſe hiſtorical facts all tend to prog 
that where only one of theſe diſeaſes has 
been imported to a particular diſtrict, it 
has always remained diſtinct, without pro- 
ducing the other; and which we cannot 


ſuppoſe would have happened, if both were 


formed by the fame contagion. And, in 
Dx addition 
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addition to theſe, I may add another, not 
leſs remarkable, the truth of which may 
be aſcertained by all who incline to in. 


afflicted with the Lues Venerea, under the 
denomination, in ſome places of Yaws, in 
others of Sibbens; and which, from thoſe 


without a ſingle inſtance, ſo far as I know, 
of Gonorrhaa having been ever produced 
by it *. There is evidence, in ſome 0:

theſe diſtricts, of this diſeaſe having pre- 


vailed among them for upwards of ſeventy 
years: Nay, in ſome of them, it is ſaid, 
from tradition, to have been left there by 
the ſoldiers of Oliver Cromwell, and to 
have been given, ſince that period, by one 


generation to another; and, although I 


have had opportunities of ſeeing many 
hundred people labouring under it, with 
ulcers in the throat, nodes of the bones, 
fungous excreſcences about the anus, 
blotches over the body, with almoſt every 
other ſymptom of Syphilis, yet not an in- 
ſtance has occurred to me, as I have ob- 
ſerved above, nor have I heard of any, 


where Gonorrhœa took place in it. Whe- 


ther it 1s that the infected conceal it long- 
er than uſually happens in towns, I ſhall 
not pretend to determine; but certain it is, 


that the ſymptoms of Sibbens are more in- 


veterate than we commonly find them to be 


in the ordinary form of Lues Venerea.

They are certainly more infectious ; {6 
that the ſlighteſt communication is apt to 
produce the diſeaſe. The ſymptoms ſpread 
more rapidly, and a greater quantity of 
mercury 1 is, for the moſt part, required to 
remove them ; but Rill Gonorrhœa never 
enſues from them &. 5 
Some years ago, a diſeaſe very ſimilar 
to this broke out among the country peo- 
ple of Canada, owing, as was imagined, to 
communication with ſome of the ſoldiers 
quartered among them, who were infected 
with Lues Venerea. It is attended, as is 
the caſe with Sibbens in Scotland, with all 
the ſymptoms of Syphilis, in the moſt vi- 
rulent form of that diſeaſe; and it is ſo 
very infectious as to be communicated by 
eating or drinking out of the ſame veſſel, 
or drying with the ſame cloth that has 
been uſed by thoſe who labour under it. 
It often enters the conſtitution by abſorp- 
tion from the ſurface, without any previ- 
ous ulceration: In which caſe it after- 
wards

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wards breaks out in n nodes, ulcers, 
and other fymptoms of a confirmed Lues; 
but not an inſtance, I am informed, has 
happened, of Gonorrhoea being produced 
by it. 
This, as well as what has occurred in 
the progreſs of Sibbens, is preciſely what 
happened with Lues Venerea, when it firſt 
appeared in Europe, as well as at a late 
period in the South Seas ; ſo that there 
cannot be a doubt of the ſame circum- 
ſtances taking place wherever Syphilis 
only 1s communicated. We have ſeen, m 
all theſe inſtances, that Gonorrhœa has 
never ariſen from it, which ſurely it often 
would have done if the two diſeaſes were 
of the ſame nature, and produced by the 
ſame contagion. They could never, in 
that caſe, have remained for any length 
of time ſo diſtin& and preciſely marked; 
for the one muſt neceſſarily, in almoſt 
every inſtance, have ſoon been Productive 
of the other. | 
As a farther ſupport of this opinion, 1 
may add, that if the two diſeaſes were of 
D 4. _ 
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the ſame nature, and produced by the ſame 
infection, the remedies proving uſeful in 
the one might be expected to prove like. 
wiſe ſo in the other. Inſtead of this, we 
find that the remedies upon which we de- 
pend with moſt certainty in Gonorrhœa, 
have no influence in the cure of Syphilis; 
while mercury, which is the only remedy, 
as I have obſerved above, upon which any 
dependence can be placed for the cure of 
Syphilis, does not, in Gonorrhcea, produce 
any advantage. Nay, that in ſome cales, 
it evidently does harm. 
We allo know, that Gennrbon 4D 
often terminate whether any remedy be 
employed or not, merely by moderate li- 
ving, and keeping the parts regularly 
clean. The diſeaſe by this alone will, in 
moſt inſtances, become gradually milder, 
till at laſt it will diſappear entirely. No 
ſuch thing, however, happens in Lues Ve- 
nerea. In this, as I have already remark- 
ed, even the milceſt ſymptom becomes. 
daily worte, unleſs mercury. be employed;

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nor will any practitioner of experience 
truſt the cure even of the ſlighteſt chancre 
to any other remedy. Je. 

Upon this evidence alone, of the me- 
thod of cure of the two diſeaſes being ſo 
eſſentially different, we might, I think, 
conclude that they are different in their 
nature, and that they proceed from diffe- 
rent contagions. Were they of the ſame 


nature, and proceeding from the ſame 


cauſe, it is not poſſible to conceive that 
any medicine would act as a certain cure 
for the one and do harm in the other; and 


yet every practitioner will admit that mer- 


cury is the only remedy hitherto known, 
upon which we can depend for the cure 
of Lues Venerea, while it evidently often 


does harm, as I have already obſerved, in 


If the ſubject now under diſcuſſion was 
merely ſpeculative, I ſhould not have en- 
tered ſo minutely into it; for in that caſe

FT," VERY diſcharge of matter from the 
_ urethra, excited by impure{;coition, 


is termed Gonorrhcea Virulenta. As the 
term implies a diſcharge of ſemen, and 
as this diſeaſe is not neceſſarily attended 
with any ſeminal evacuation, it is here 
obviouſly miſapplied ; but I think it bet- 
ter to retain even a faulty denomination,

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ways uncertain. I have known it happen 


the third or fourth day, to the ſeventh and 


that the diſeaſe muſt be mild or ſevere ac- 


mild when they appeared early after . 
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appear till nearly the ninth week from 
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when very univerſally received, than to 
incur the hazard ariſing from the confy. 
ſion which might enſue from the propoſal 
of amendments. 

The period at which the diſcharge takes 
place, after expoſure to infection, is al- 


in a few hours; often in the courſe of 1 
day or two, although in ſome inſtances 
not till ſeveral weeks have elapſed. From

This does not appear, however, to have 
any effect on the nature or violence of the 
ſymptoms. Some indeed have imagined, 


cording as it appears early or late after 
the matter of infection has been applied; 
but this does not accord with my oblerva- 
tion. I have. often known the ſymptoms 


poſure to infection, and ſevere when much 
time had elapſed. In a very obſtinate 
caſe of Gonorrhœa, the running did not

the time of infection. A gentleman fail- 
ed from Jamaica two. days after having 
connection with a woman of ſuſpicious 
character. No ſymptoms appearing. till 
ſeveral weeks had elapſed, he concluded 
that he had eſcaped ; when, two days be- 
| fore coming into port, being the fifty- 
eight of his dera a very cop run 
ning appeared. Lu ih 2 rr 
In ſome few caſes, the diſcharge takes 
place without the patient having any warn- 
ing of its approach ; but, for the moſt 
part, it is preceded by ſymptoms indica- 
ting ſome degree of inflammation in the 
urethra : A ſenſe of fulneſs and tightneſs 
is felt over all the under part of the pe- 
nis; the patient has a more frequent de- 
fire than uſual to void urine, accompanied 
with a peculiar kind of itching heat along 
the urethra, at the ſame time that the ex- 
tremity of that canal is obſerved to be of 
a more deep red colour than ordinary, 
and more than uſually tender to the touch. 
In ſome cafes, too, the urethra ſeems to 
be contracted, or leſſened in its diameter ; 
the 
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the urine coming off in a ſtream much 
ſmaller than natural, while at other times 


it 18 forked, as if the paſſage was divided 


in two. 

On the firſt appearance of che Aiſcharge, 
it is ſometimes white, and nearly of the 
conſiſtence of purulent matter; but, for 
the moſt part, it is thin, and of a yellow 
green colour. In ſome caſes it is brown, 
reſembling'the diſcharge of old ſcorbutic 
ſores, and in others it conſiſts almoſt en- 
tirely of blood, owing to the erofion or 
rupture of one or more blood- veſſels in the 
urethra. In a great proportion of caſes, 
the diſcharge of matter, and ſcalding heat 
in making water, are the only ſymptoms 


which take place; but in others, theſe are 


accompanied with chordee, or painful in- 


voluntary erections 5 with much uneaſi- | 


neſs in the teſtes, which frequently be- 
come fo tender and irritable that the 
lighteſt touch excites pain. Severe de- 


grees of pain often ſtretch from the penis 


to the . and thighs; and in ſome 


caſes 
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caſes over all the abdominal viſcera, par- 


ticularly over the under part of the belly. 

In ſome caſes the chordee, and in others 
thoſe ſympathetic pains ſtretching to the 
groins, and contiguous parts, are the moſt 
diſtreſsful ſymptoms of the diſeaſe. I have 


| known the latter ſo ſevere as to render 


the patient unable to make any bodily 


| exertion-3 while the chordee, which is 
| uſually worſt in bed, is apt to deprive him 
entirely. of ſleep. | 


Beſides. theſe pains in the parts conti- 
guous to the penis, and which we ſuppoſe 
to be chiefly-the effect of nervous irrita- 
bility, the glands in the groin in ſome in- 
ſtances ſwell, and become hard but, un- 
leſs the running be accompanied with 
chancres, theſe ſwellings very commonly 


ſubſide, ad do not proceed to ſuppurate; 


an important fact, which may be conſi- 
dered as an additional proof to what was 
mentioned in the laſt chapter, of the dif- 
ference between Gonorrhœa and Lues Ve- 
nerea. 

In 
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In the- courſe of the diſeaſe the glans 
penis ſometimes becomes red and in- 
flamed, and a yellow fœtid matter vozes 
from its whole ſurface. In' ſome this is 
accompanied with evident ulceration : in 
others the ſkin remains entire, and the 
matter is obſerved, upon preſſure, to pro- 
ceed from an infinite number of ſmall 
points. In both they are ſuppoſed, by 
many, to proceed from, the matter paſſing 
out of the urethra, and allowed, by the 
negligence of the patient, to reſt: too long 
upon the tender cuticle of the glans; but, 
in ſome inſtances, this inflammatory affec- 


tion of the glans, ani diſcharge with | 
which it is accompanied, takes place of 
itſelf, and without any. diſcharge from the ; 
urethra. In which caſe, from the reſem- ; 


blance which the matter bears to that of 
Gonorrhœa, it has uſually been termed 
Gonorrhœa Spuria. This - inflammation 
occaſionally ſpreads to the prepuce, in 
which it very commonly excites ſome de- 
gree of contraction. When the prepucc 


becomes ſo much ſtraitened that it cannot 
be 
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he drawn back; A diſeaſe is fo med, which 

we term Phymoſis; ; and, when it contracts 

behind the glans, a diſeaſe rermed Para- 
phymoſis takes place. . 

Although! in Gonorrhœa ſome degree of 
uneaſineſs is uſually felt along the whole 
courſe of the urethra, yet we know, that 
in moſt inſtances; the ſeat of the diſeaſe 
Hes within an inch, or little more, of the 

| point of the penis. In a few cafes, how- 
ever, whether from maltreatment of the 
diſeaſe, from the infection being more 
than uſually virulent, or from peculiarity 
of conſtitution of the patient, the diſeaſe 
ſpreads backward till it extends over the 
whole length of the urethra, even to the 
bladder itſelf. The proſtate gland and 
internal coat of the bladder become af- 
fected, and ſympathetic pains ſtretch from 
theſe parts along the ureters to the kid- 
neys. 

When the bladder becomes i in this man- 
ner diſeaſed, the ſtate of the patient is, for 
the moſt, extremely miſerable: he feels 
almoſt a conſtant deſire to paſs water, 
Yor EL " K - accompanied 
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accompanied with ſevere 0 or bear- 
ing down upon the parts affected, proceed- 
ing from involuntary ſpaſmodic contrac- 
tions of the abdominal muſcles. The 
whole region of the loins, particularly 
about the kidneys, becomes ſo painful and 
irritable, that much diſtreſs is excited by 
whatever tends to bring the muſcles of 
theſe parts into action, and the patient often 
complains of a very diſtreſsful degree of 
teneſmus, and of a frequent ſhooting pain 

about the anus and neck of the bladder. 
In this ſtage of the diſeaſe there is ſel. 
dom any conſiderable diſcharge from the 
urethra ; but, for the moſt part, a large 
quantity of very viſcid- fœtid- mucus is dit- 
| covered 1n the urine, which, in the courſe 
of a few hours, ſubſides, and adheres ſo 
firmly to the ſides of the veſſel as not to 
be eafily ſeparated. 
When Gonorrhœa has either been im- 
properly treated, or when much inflam- 
mation takes place from any other cauſe, 
the teſtes are apt to {well and inflame, and 
abſceſſes often form in Cowper's glands, 
as 


as well as in akon parts of the urethra; 


D 
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When theſe burſt outwardly, or when the 


urine by any means finds acceſs to the 


the ſource of ſevere diſtreſs to the patient, 


but of much perplexity to the practitioner, 
as they frequently baffle every attempt that 
is made for removing them, . 
It will readily be conceived that all the 
ſymptoms which I have deſcribed are ſel- 


collections of matter, they not only prove 


dom met with in the ſame patient, and that 


they will take place in very different de- 


grees in different caſes. This is particular- 


ly remarkable in the quantity of diſcharge, 


which, in ſome inſtances, is ſo trifling as 
| ſcarcely to excite any inconvenience, 
wilt, in others, it is ſo profuſe as to 


prove highly diſtreſsful. In ſome too, the 


heat of urine is ſo inconſiderable as not 


to deſerve notice; and in ſuch inſtances 


alſo, the deſire to paſs water is ſeldom fre- 


quent; while, in others, theſe ſymptoms are 
both ſo ſevere as to prove highly diſtreſs- 
ful. 
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In moſt inſtances of Gonorrhœa the ex- 
ternal inflammation is confined to the ex. 
tremity of the urethra; but, in fome caſes, 
it runs ſo high as to ſpread over the whole 


glans, where it might be expeQed to ter- 
minate, as inflammatory affections in other 


parts of the body moſt frequently do, in 
the formation of abſceſſes. This, bow. 
ever, very rarely happens. I have obſer- 
ved above, that, in a few inſtances, a Pu- 
rulent- like matter oozes from the whole 
ſurface of the inflamed glans; but I have 


ſcarcely known an inſtance of any exten- 


five abſceſs in the ſubſtance of the glans. 


The inflammation, for the moſt part, ter- 
minates by diſperſion. In a few caſes it 


ends i in mortification. 
In women the ſymptoms of Gonorrhœa 


are, for the moſt part, much milder than 


in men. It ſometimes happens that a flow 
of matter is all that occurs; and, as the 
diſcharge is very ſimilar to the matter of 
fluor albus, the two diſeaſes are often thi 


taken for one another.

This abſence of pain, however, takes 
place only where the vagina is the ſeat of 
the diſeaſe. When the urethra is affected, 
the ſymptoms are nearly the ſame as a 
the other er. A diſtreſsful degree of ir- 
ritation occurs at the extremity of the 
urethra, accompanied with heat of urine, 
and a very frequent defire to paſs water. 
In ſome caſes the inflammation ſpreads to 
the bladder, and even to the kidneys, ute- 
rus and ovaria; or, at leaſt, theſe parts 
come to be ſo much affected with pain, as 
to give cauſe to ſuſpect that they are in a 
ſtate of inflammation. Pain, even in a 
ſevere degree, will no doubt occur from 
nervous ſympathy alone, and this I believe 
to be frequently the caſe here; but I have 
met with different inſtances of a conſider- 
able degree of inflammation being excited 
by Gonorrhœa in all the parts which I 
have mentioned : that is, they have be- 
come {welled, hard, and exceſlively pain- 
ful, inſomuch that the flighteſt touch 
would create a great degree of diſtreſs ; 
and blood-letting with other evacuations, 

BY © Were 
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were the only remedies from which relief 
was obtained. In ſome caſes the matter 
is fo ſharp and acrid as to excoriate the 
clitoris, nymphæ, and labia pudendi. This 
excites mach uneaſineſs; more than ever 
takes place in men from a mere affection 
of the external parts; for, as theſe parts 
are in women preſſed upon in ſitting, the 
flighteſt degree of inflammation 1s, from 
this cauſe alone, productive of much diſ- 
treſs. They are often obliged to remain 
conſtantly in bed; being unable either to 
walk, ſtand, or ſit. 
3 It is impoſſible, in any caſe of Gonor- 
| | rhœa, to determine at firſt, in what man- 
ner it will end; for we often find the 
8 moſt ſevere, as well as the moſt obſtinate 
| diſcharge, ſucceed to the mildeſt ſymp- 
toms, while in ſome caſes the diſcharge 
ends quickly and eaſily, where the ſymp- 
EE - toms at firſt were ſevere. An opinion 
commonly prevails, that the diſeaſe will 
be mild, and of ſhort duration, where the 
| running 1s white or yellow; and that it 
| will neceſlary prove ſevere and tedious, 
= where 
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where it is at firſt green, or much ting- 
ed with blood. This, however, is far 
from being univerſal; for inſtances. occur 
daily, of the running proving tedious, 
where it was at firſt of the colour and con- 
fiſtence of purulent matter, While others 
often happen of its ending quickly, where 
the matter was at firſt either deeply ting- 
ed with blood, or of a deep green colour. 

In the progreſs of Gonorrhœa, we 
reckon it a favourable circumſtance to 
_ obſerve the matter become thick and 
ropy. This cannot indeed be mentioned 
as an infallible proof of the diſcharge 
being ſoon to terminate ; but it is, un- 
donbtedly, a very defirable appearance. 
When the diſcharge does not ſeon be- 
come ropy, it is apt to terminate in gleet, 
the moſt perplexing ſymptom in the diſ- 
caſe, and of which we ſhall ſpeak more 
particularly in an enſuing chapter. 

[ ſhall hereafter have occaſion to ob- 
ſerve, that a diſcharge, very ſimilar to the 
matter of Gonorrhcea virulenta, may be 
produced by different caules : At preſent 
EE ts We 
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it is only neceſſary to remark, that, in 
this diſeaſe, the diſcharge is obvioufly the 
effect of irritation excited in the mem 
brane of the urethra and contiguous parts, 


by matter from an infected Peron being 


1 to them. 

Some difference of opinion has ariſen 
of the manner in which the matter of in- 
fection is communicated to the urethra, 
By {ome it 1s ſuppoſed to be firſt abſorbed 


from the ſurface of the glans, and aiter- 


ward: depoſited on the membrane of the 
urethra ; as they do not think that it can 
pals directly into the urethra, during co- 
ition. No good reaſon, however, can be 


given for this opinion: it appears more 


probable that the matter at firſt finds ac- 
ceſs between the lips of the urethra ; that 
it afterwards ſpreads, in a gradual m man- 
ner, along the paſſige, by mixing with 
the mucus with which it meets, and that 
the progreſs which it makes, will, in a 
great meaſure, depend upon the parts to 
which it is applied being more or leſs ſuſ- 
ceptible of inflammaticn; upon the ge- 

IH veral 


neral ſtate of health of the patient; ; upon 


his manner of living; and perhaps upon 


other caules. 


I do not -concerve, however, that 1 | 
kind of matter by which the diſcharge is 
produced has ſo much influence on the 


violence or duration of the ſymptoms as 


has been imagined. It is indeed the opi- 
nion of ſome that a ſevere and obſtinate . 


caſe of clap may always be traced to an 
infection of ſome peculiar degree of viru- 
lency ; but this will not be found to hap- 
pen with any kind of uniformity. So far 


as my obſervation goes, it is nearly the 


ſame in Gonorrhcoa as in {mall pox. The 
mildneſs or violence of {ymptoms does 


not appear to depend upon the matter by 


which the Gdifcaſe is produced ſo much 
as upon other circumſtances. Hence the 
lame woman will, under the ſame infection, 


to one perſon, and the mildeſt to another. 


ner of living, will ſcarcely be doubted : 
Of 


communicate the moſt virulent ſymptoms. 


That much depends upon the habit of 


| 


body of the patient, and upon his man- 
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able, it was, till of late, the 8 opi- 
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Of this the following fact will ſerve as an 
illuſtration. Three gentlemen, who aſſocia- 


ted much together, and who were accuſto- 


med to live freely, returning one night from 
a drinking club, reſolved to viſit a girl of 
the town, and a friend went along with them 
who had that night been a viſitor in their 
ſociety, but who uſually lived with much 
ſobriety. They all had connection with 
the fame girl. Each of the three aſſo- 
ciates had a very ſevere clap, while the 
other, who alfo received the infection, had 
the diſeaſe in the mildeſt form. This 
would not, even in ſimilar circumſtances 
always happen, as we {ſometimes find peo- 
ple who live with much circumſpection, 
liable to very ſevere degrees of Gonor- 
rhœa; but, for the moſt part, the degree 
of violence of the diſeaſe has a certain de- 
pendence on the courſe of life to which 
the patient is accuſtomed. 

The matter of Gonorrhcea being ſimilar 
to that of ſores in other parts of the body, 
and the quantity being often very conſider- 


nion 
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nion, that it aroſe from ſores or ulcers in the 
| urethra. We now know, however, that in 
Gonorrhcea the parts are ſeldom ulcerated, 
and whenever ulcers take place, that they 
may be traced to ſome accidental cauſe, fuch 
as the rupture of a blood-veſlel, in no de- 
gree neceſſarily connected with the exiſt- 
ence of the diſeaſe. On diſſection, after 
death, it is found, almoſt in every inſtance, 
that the membrane of the urethra is en- 
tire, and that the matter 1s ie by 
inflammation alone. - 41 
It had long been known, that on Ain 
tion, inftances occaſionally occurred in 
which no degree of ulceration in the ure- 
thra was diſcovered. This, however, was 
conſidered as a ſingular occurrence, and 
that it did not happen but where the 
ſymptoms were uncommonly mild; for 
at that time it was ſuppoſed, that ulcera- 
tion, or a deſtruction of parts, was requi- 
ſite for the production of matter. But we 
now know, that this is by no means the 
caſe, and that an inflamed ſurface, even 
where no abraſion Is perceived, will pro- 


duce 
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duce all the varieties of matter which 


ſores ever afford, and that different kind; 
of animal fluids may be converted into 
theſe, merely by being kept i in certain de. 
grees of heat. 

By this the difficulty i is removed, which 
otherwiſe we muſt have experienced in 
accounting for the large quantities of mat- 
ter daily diſcharged from the urethra in 
Gonorrhœa; which, in ſome caſes, is ſo 
abundant, that nothing leſs than an affec- 
tion of the whole extent of that canal 
could afford it. Now thoſe who imagine 


that the matter proceds from ulcers, have 


never gone ſo far as to ſay that the ure- 
thra is ever ulcerated through its whole 
length; nor could it probably happen, 
but with ſuch conſequences as very ſel. 
dom enſue from Gonorrhœa. 


The circumſtance to which I allude 


forms an unanſwerable objection to the 
idea of ulcers being frequent in Gonor- 
rhœa, even although no opportunities 
had occurred of proving it by diſſection. 
Where the membrane of the urethra is in 
any 
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any point ruptured, either by the burſting: 
of an abſceſs into it, or by any other cauſe, 
the moſt diſtreſsful conſequences univer- 
fally enſue: By the urine paſſing i into the 
contiguous parts, ſwellings are produced 
which uſually terminate in fiſtulous open- 
| ings, that prove always tedious, painful, 
and of uncertain event. Every pratti- 
tioner knows, that even the ſlighteſt com- 
munication between the urethra and con- 
tiguous parts is apt to terminate in this 
manner; ſo that, if the matter of Gonbr- 
rhœa aroſe from ulceration, the conſe- 
quences of almoſt every caſe, would neceſ- ? 
farily prove more ſevere than we ever, in 
any inſtance, find them to be. 
Inlong continued Gonorrhcea, the mem- 
brane of the urethra is apt to be ſo relax- 
ed, that fungous productions form in dif- 
ferent parts of it. Theſe not only im- 
pede the paſſage of the urine, but, beco- 
ming ſoft and tender, they at laſt ulcerate, 
and throw out very abundant quantities 
of matter. This, however, is not the 
cauſe of Gonorrhœa, but merely the effect 
| of 
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of it. It often proceeds from miſmanage 
ment, either on the part of the patient or 
practitioner ; and fometimes from ſome 
conſtitutional diſeaſe to which the patient 
at the time may be liable. 

Inſtead of ulceration, we find, that j ina 
great proportion of caſes, there is merely 
a ſlight degree of inflammation, extending 
from the extremity of the glans to an inch 
or perhaps an inch and half up the ure- 
thra. In more obſtinate caſes, Cowper's 


glands, with their ducts which terminate 


in the urethra, are found affected. Ina 


third ſtage of the diſeaſe, the proſtate 
gland, and contiguous parts of the urethra, 

are inflamed ; and in the fourth, and what 
may be reckoned the moſt diſtreſsful ſtage 


of clap, the internal coat of the bladder is 
found inflamed. For the moſt part, the 


inflammation is confined to the neck of 
the bladder : but I have met with inſtan- 


ces of its being perceptible over the whole 
of it, and of its even extending along the 
ureters to the kidneys.

This inflammation, however, is chiefly 
obvious at firſt. On a long continuance 
of the diſeaſe, the parts affected, inſtead 
of being either inflamed, or in a ſtate of 
| ulceration, are merely of a more pale co- 
lour than natural ; ; the membrane of the 
urethra is found ſoft and relaxed; and co- 
loured mucus or matter may be preſſed 
out from an infinite number of ſmall 
points over every part of it that has been 
diſeaſed. 

This is preciſely what Pl with 
every membrane that has remained long 
under a flight degree of inflammation, 
particularly with the membrane of the 
noſe and trachea. Theſe* parts often af- 
tord very conſiderable quantities of mat- 
ter, for a great length of time, or of mucus 
that much reſembles matter; and yet, up- 
on diſfection, they are ſeldom or never 
ſound in a ſtate of ulceration, the tra- 
chea being for the moſt part only ſlightly 
intlamed. I may here indeed remark, that 
ihe reſemblance between Gonorrhœa and 
Catarrh, is, in certain ſtages of the two 

dliſeaſes, 
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diſeaſes, very remarkable. They ſeem 


both to originate from inflammation ex- 


cited upon a membraue. The matter of 
the one 1s in many inſtances very fimilar 
to that of the other. They ſeem both to 


be entirely local; and the parts on which 


they are ſeated are, after death, found to 


be affected ima ſimilar manner. 


But although, in the latter ſtages of 
Gonorrhcea, in which opportunities for ex- 
amining the ſtate of the parts after death 
chiefly occur, the inflammation is found 


to be for the moſt part inconſiderable, yet, 
in the commencement of the diſeaſe, the 
parts are often highly inflamed, particu- 


larly when thoſe about the neck of the 


bladder are affected. This is obvious from I 


the ſymptoms ; more eſpecially from the 


violent pain which always takes place, as 
well as from the antiphlogiſtic remedies 


employed for the cure of the diſeaſe.

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SECTION II. 


Of the Prognoſis in Gonorrhœa Virulenta. 


N every diſeaſe, it is of importance for 
practitioners to be able to ſay at what 
time and in what manner it will end. In 
none is this Kind of information more anxi- 
ouſly deſired than in Gonorrhœa. The 
hopes and fears of patients lead them 
equally to wiſh for it; but, from various 
cauſes, and more particularly from want 
of attention to the exact ſite of the diſeaſe, 
the duration of Gonorrhœa has always 
been a matter of much uncertainty. 
I have obſerved above, that four diffe- 
rent ſet of parts are found on diflection 
to be the ſeat of Gonorrhœa. When the 
diſcharge proceeds from the parts near to 
the extremity of the penis, as happens in 
a creat proportion of caſes, there is for 


the moſt part, much cauſe to hope that a 


Vor. . cure 
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cure will ſoon be obtained. In ſuch in. 
ſtances, when the patient is otherwiſe in 
good health, and does not interrupt the 
progreſs of the cure by improper conduct, 
the diſeaſe will not commonly endure a 
fortnight. Nay, in ſuch circumſtances a 
cure 1s often obtained in two or three 
days: but, whenever the upper part of the 
urethra is affected, particularly when the 
proſtate gland and other parts about the 
neck of the bladder are diſeaſed, the run- 
ning, in almoſt every inſtance, proves ob- 
ſtinate. Even our moſt powerful reme- 
dies in other caſes of clap are here doubt- 
ful in their effects. Hence no certain 
opinion can be formed of the event of ti the 
diſeaſe. 25 C 
When theſe deep-ſeated parts are affec- 
ted, Gonorrbœa proves always tedious 
Whatever the habit of body may be; par- 
ticularly if the conſtitution is affected 
with ſcrophula: In ſcrophulous patients, 
indeed, even the moſt ſimple caſe of clap 
is apt to become obſtinate; of which ! 
have met with ſuch a number of inſtances, 
that 
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that wherever the two are combined, I al- 
ways give a guarded prognoſis of the time 
neceſſary for a cure. The diſeaſe is no 
doubt in ſome inſtances eafily cured, even 
iu patients of this dejcri ption; but, for 
the moſt part, the diſcharge goes on for 
i creat length of time, and reſiſts, for a 
longer period than uſual, the effect of 
every remedy we employ to remove It, 
This uncertainty that we frequently 
meet with in the treatment of Gonorrhcea, 
| and the great length of time to which the 
diſcharge, in ſome inſtances goes on, to- 
gether with the many untoward and un- 
expected occurrences which often happen 
during the cure, tend altogether to render 
this branch of practice the moſt diſtreſs- 
ful of any in the province of medicine, 
In a great proportion of caſes a cure with 
proper treatment is caltily and {peedily | 
obtained; but every candid practitioner ' 
Will admit, that caſes often occur, in which 
the diſcharge continues obſtinate for a 
great length of time, even under the uſe

another, and thus giving an opinion to 


from giving Ho indiſcriminately as they 
commonly do, a favourable pregnofis at 
the commencement of every caſe that oc- 
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we are acquainted. But, by diſtinguiſh. 
ing between one ſtage of the diſeaſe and 


patients of the probable event of it, prac- 
titioners would avoid a good deal of em. 
baraſſinent which they often experience 


curs to them. 
In forming a prognoſis, it ought always 
to be kept in view, that however mild 
the ſymptoms may be at firſt, they may 
very quickly and unexpectedly become 
ſevere, by the diſeafe proceeding from one 
part of the urethra to another, or even by 
the inflammation m the part which was | 
at firſt affected becoming more ſevere. 
This arifes from various cauſes, and often 
from circumſtances which it is not in the 
power of practitioners to prevent. If 
ſometimes occurs, indeed, from the ul: 
of improper remedies ; particularly from 
acrid injections being uſed withroo much 
freedom ; but it happens much more fre- 
quent) 
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quently from other cauſes, particularly 
from the tendency which inflammation in 
one part of a membrane has to ſpread itſelf 
over the whole of it: as well as to the mi{- 
conduct of patients, who, inſtead of living 
as they ought to do, very commonly go 
on, during the cure, in the ſame courſe of 
riot and debauchery by which they were 
at firſt expoſed to infection. Some pa- 
tients, even under ſuch circumſtances, will 
no doubt get well ; but there is not a 
more undoubted fact than this, that the 
cure of the diſeaſe is for the moſt part 
both difficult and uncertain, where the 
patient lives in a riotous and intemperate 
manner. 
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SECTION III. 


Gener al 1 on the Cure of "PIR 
rb Virulenta. 


ONORRHOEA, as I have obſerved a- 

L bovye, was never, till of late, conſidered 
as a local diſeaſe. It was ſuppoſed at all 
times to affect the conſtitution, ſo that a 
cure was never attempted but by remedies 
which operate upon the ſyſtem at large. 

For a conſiderable time mercury was 

chiefly relied upon, It was employed on | 
the ſuppoſition of Gonorrhcea being a 
ſymptom of Lues Venerea ; but experi- 
ence having ihewn that no advantage Was 
derived from mercui ry by itſelf, other re- 
medies were employ ed along with it. 
Theſe conſiſted chiefly of demulcents, 
evacuants, and aſtringents. 
By a plentiful uſe of mucilagenous 


drinks, and other demulcents, it was meant 
| to 
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to Py the bladder and: n—_—_— more 
effectually from the acrimony of the urine, 
and at the ſame time to render the urine 
| itſelf leſs acrid. Purgatives were employ- 
ed for the' purpoſe of carrying off the 
morbid matter- of the diſeaſe, and nitre 
and other remedies were given with a ſimi- 
lar intention; and laſtly, as the running 
was ſeldom leſſened by the uſe of any of 
theſe, but, on the contrary, being frequent- 
ly increaſed during the uſe of them, 
bark, aſtringent baliams, and other corro- 
berants, were preſcribed for putting a ſtop 
to it. In ſome caſes mercury was conti- 
nued during the whole courſe ; in others 
it was left off at the time of Entering up- 
on the uſe of aſtringents. 

As this treatment of Ganorrhcea pre- 
vailed, even at a late period, when every 
other part of the practice of medicine was 
greatly improved, we are aſtoniſhed to 
meet with ſuch deficiency as it evinces, 
in the management of a diſeaſe which ne- 
ceſſarily fell frequently under obſervation. 

If patients bad been left to themſelves, 
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without any interference on the part of 
practitioners, the diſeaſe would often in 


the courſe of time have diſappeared of it- 
ſelf, and without any injury being done to 


the conſtitution; for a ſimple clap, we know 
will often dry up whether any remedies 
are employed or not : but, by a free uſe of 
ſtrong purgatives, and eſpecially when this 


Vas conjoined with a low diet and a courſe 
of mercury, the conſtitution was ſo much 


debilitated that this alone rendered almoft 


every caſe that occurred exceedingly ob- 
ſtinate: hence Gonorrhœa was conſider- 
ed as the moſt diſtreſsful, as well as one 


of the moſt dangerous diſeaſes to which 


the human body was liable. Lues Vene- 


rea was, for the moſt part, eaſily cured by 
mercury; ; but no advantage was derived 


from it in Gonorrhcea : the diſeaſe uſually. 
proved exceedingly obſtinate, and was apt 
to terminate either in gleet or in obſtruc- 
tions of the urethra. 


It ſoon appeared to practitioners of ob- 


ſervation, that the medicines employed for 


Gonorrhœa, inſtead of proving: uſeful, ra- 
ther 
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| ther did harm ; but the period was not 
yet arrived in which à more effectual re- 
medy was to be propoſed. Some, how- 


ever, went fo far as to ſay that medicines 
of every kind might be avoided, as they 


| had found, from experience, that the diſ- 


eaſe went off -both more eaſily and more 
quickly when left to itſelf, than it com- 
monly did with the remedies which at 
that time were univerſally uſed for it. 
A low diet, mercury, and evacuants of 


| different kinds, did much harm, as J have 


already obſerved, by inducing ſuch a de- 
gree of debility and relaxation as materi- 
ally affected the conſtitution; and the 
draſtic purgatives, of which large dozes 
were given daily, proved highly prejudi- 
cial, by the irritation which they excited 
in all the parts contiguous to the rectum: 
In ſome ſtages of Gonorrhœa ſtrong ' pur- 
gatives never fail to increaſe the pain; to 
excite a more frequent deſire to paſs wa- 
ter; and to increaſe the diſcharge : nay, 
have known various inſtances of a return 
of all the ſymptoms of Gonorrhœa being 

induced 
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induced by the operation of a briſk purga- 
tive long after the patient conſidered his 
cure as complete. 
We need not therefore be ſurpriſed at 

the propoſal for laying all remedies of 
ſuch violent operation entirely aſide ; and 
it muſt be admitted that a cure. would 
often take place, that is, the running would 
dilappear, together with all the {ymptoms 
waich attend it, without the aid of medi- 
cine. This would frequently happen in 
mild caſes of the diſeaſe; where the pa- 
tient was poſſeſſed of a healthy conſtitu- 
tion; and the running not kept up by any 
act of impropriety on his part. The run- 
ning would diſappear here, as happens in 
corryza and other inſtances of matter pro- 
ceceding from an inflamed ſurface, whe- 
ther any remedies ſhould be employed or 

not: but it would feldom be the caſe where 
the ſymptoms were ſevere, nor where the 
patient did not live in every reſpect as he 
ought to do. In all ſuch caſes the cure 


would prove tedious and uncertain, and 
hs 
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the conſtitution would frequently be ruin- 


ed in the attempt. 
When this mode of cure was a 


an opinion prevailed that the diſcharge 


was kept up by ſome general affection of 


the conſtitution, and that nothing there- 
fore could be ſo ſafe or ſo proper as to al- 
low it to continue as long as any part of the 


| morbific matter remained, by which it was 


{ſuppoſed to be produced. At that time it 
was admitted by all, that Gonorrhœa was 
of the ſame nature with Lues Venerea. 
Chancres, as well as other venereal ſores, 
were kept open till a cure was obtained by 
the internal uſe of mercury. An erro- 
neous idea prevailed of ſome advantage 


being derived from the diſcharge which 


they produced; and hence, even by thoſe 
who faw clearly that no benefit was ob- 
tamed from mercury in Gonorrhcea, it 
was ſtill conſidered as the beſt practice, to 
allow the diſeaſe, as they laid, to — 
itſelf in this manner. 
Even granting that the matter of Go- 


norrhœa were the ſame with that of Lues 


Venerea, 
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Venerea, there is no cauſe to imagine that 
any advantage would enſue from this prac- 
tice ; for we know that venereal ſores are 
never cured by the quantity of diſcharge 
which they afford : but we now have no 
reaſon to doubt of the two diſeaſes being 
perfectly different. A practice, therefore, 
which at one period might have been 
judged proper in one diſeaſe, would now 
be inapplicable in the other ; and hence 
it has very generally, been laid aſide, al- 
though not yet given up 50 ſome indivi. 
duals. 

From the obſervations which I had oc- 
caſion to make in the laſt chapter, as well 
as from other circumſtances, few will now 
doubt, that the matter of Gonorrhcea, pro- 
ceeding in moſt inſtances from an inflam- 
cd ftate of the membrane of the urethra 
and contiguous parts, gives a local affec- 
tion only, without being productive of any 
general diſeaſe of the conſtitution. From 
this view of the ſubject, we have no reaſon 
to expect advantage from remedies applied 


to the ſyſtem at large, while it is obvious 
oy 6x that 
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that local remedies only can prove uſeful. 


In the treatment of a ſimple ſore, of a cut, 

a burn, or excoriations from any cauſe 
whatever, We would not ſurely expect to 
ſucceed by mercury, purgatives, or other 
medicines directed to the conſtitution. In 
all ſuch circumſtances we truſt entirely 
to local remedies, unleſs the preſence or 
fever, or ſome other general affection, ren- 
der a different treatment neceſſary, For 
the ſame reaſon we ought, in Gonor rhœa, 

to depend entirely upon ſuch remedies as 
act chiefly upon the parts affected; no 
others being neceſſary if it be not occa- 


ſional blood-letting, and other evacua- 


tions, when fever, plethora, or much 1 in- 
ſlammation take place. 
In local affections of other parts our re- 


medies are eaſily and directly applied: 


the urethra ſome nicety and attention is 
neceſſary, not only in the mode of apply- 


ing them to the diſeaſed parts, but in 


judging of the period of the diſeaſe, or 
rather of the ſtate of the parts to which 
iney are to be applied : in other ſituations 


theſe 
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theſe circumſtances fall directly under 
view, and we judge from appearances of 
the propriety of applying one remedy or 
another. In the urethra we are directed 
entirely by the ſymptoms, and we judge 
from theſe, of the remedies to be employ- 
ed, as well as of the parts to which they 
are to be applied being in a fit ſtate for 
receiving them or not. 
If the ſame parts were always affected 
in Gonorrhœa, we might, in every in- 
ſtance, proceed without heſitation in the 
conduct of the cure; but, although the 
matter in the commencement of the diſ- 
eaſe proceeds perhaps always from ſome 
degree of inflammation, yet, in fome in- 
ſtances, parts are affected with inflamma- 
tion, to which it would be improper, and 
even hazardous, to apply the fame reme- 
dies which, in a great proportion of caſes, 
are uſed with much ſafety and advantage. 
Ve ſhall afterwards have occaſion to 
ſhew that, in certain circumſtances of Go- 
norrhœa, bougies may be uſed with much 


benefit; but, for the moſt part, we de- 
1.4 pend 
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pend entirely upon injections, and chiefly 
upon ſuch as are of a drying aſtringent 
nature. Now it is obvious, that although 
we may with ſafety apply an aſtringent 
ſolution to an inflamed ſurface, as happens 
daily, where the membrane of the urethra 
only is affected, yet that much riſk might 
enſue from the ſame ſolution being "= 
| plied to the ducts of inflamed glands: in 
the one caſe the diſcharge produced * 
the inflammation will be lefiened and ſoon 
removed, and the inflammation itſelf will 
ſubſide; while, in the other, by a ſudden 
{op being put to the diſcharge of a gland 
already in a ſtate of increaſed irritability, 
more inflammation would be excited, the 
parts affected would {well and become 
painful, and at laſt the diſcharge would 
burſt forth with redoubled violence. 

That this frequently happens in the 
-onrſe of buſineſs every practitioner of 
candour will admit : nay, almoſt every 
patient who has been liable to ſevere de- 
crees of Gonorrhœa, muſt have! hnave met 
with it: For a day or two the running 
VIII 
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will often diſappear, and the patient con. 
ſiders the cure as complete, when, after 
ſome degree of tenſion and uneaſineſ; 
along the greateſt part of the penis, parti. 
cularly in the perineum, the diſcharge re. 
curs as before, with every appearance of 
a recent infection. | 

Many who condemn the whe of injec- 
tions in Gonorrhœa, do it upon the ſup- 
poſition of this being one of the inconve- 
niences which they produce; but we ſhall 
preſently have occaſion to ſee that this is 
by no means the caſe, and that it pro- 
ceeds entirely from a miſapplication of 
the remedy ; from uſing it in a ſtate of 
the diſeaſe for which it is improper ; and 
not from the remedy itſelf being of a ha- | 
zardous nature. 

This leads. us to revert to the neceſ- 
fity of diſtinguiſhing between one ſtate 
of Gonorrhœa and another. In the de- 
ſcription of the ſymptoms, I remarked 
that they are evidently diſtinguiſhable 
into four ſets, indicating four ſtates or 
ſtages of the diſcaſe ; and as it is a point

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of much importance in practice to have 
the different ſtages N marked, I ſhall 


now proceed to treat or them in ſeparate

Of the Finſt Stage of Gonorrhaa. 


ymptoms are always moderate. The 
extremity of the urethra appears red, full, 
and ſomewhat prominent. The glans be- 
comes tender and irritable, and ardor 


urine take place in a leſſer or greater de- 


gree, according to the extent of the in- 
fammation. The heat of urine is ſeldom 
conſiderable ; but, in ſome inſtances, even 
in this ſtage of the diſeaſe, it is ſo ſe- 
vere as to excite a good deal of uneaſi- 
neſs. Chordee ſometimes occurs 8, but ſel-

In the hiſtory of the diſcaſe we have 
ſeen, that the membrane of the urethra 
alone is affected in this ſtage of it, the 
inflammation by which the diſcharge i Is 
produced not extending to any other part, 

We judge this to be the cafe: when 
thoſe ſymptoms only appear which have 
juſt been enumerated ; when no glandular 
ſwellings are diſcovered along the courſe 
of the urethra, and particularly when the 
diſcharge proceeds from within an inch, 
or an inch and a half of the eri of 


that canal. 
This circumſtance of the diſcharg ge arl. 


fing from the extremity of the urethra, 
is at all times a proof of the inflamma. 
tion not having advanced farther than to 
conſtitute what IL have. denominated the 
firſt ſtage of the diſeaſe. No glandular 
{wellings are ever diſcovered while the 
running proceeds from theſe parts; and. 
on diſſection after death, the membrane 
of the urethra alone is found inflamed: 
but, in fome inſtances, the diſcharge pro 
ceeds even from the ſuperior parts of the 
urethra 


conſtituting the firft ſtage of the diſeaſe, 


in both. I muft however admit, that we 
do not frequently meet with this; for, 


to the contiguous glands, where it com- 


perhaps in the fourth ſtage of the diſeaſe. 
We aſcertain the place in the urethra 
from whence matter is diſcharged, not

1 
From what has been ſaid it will appear, 
that the diſcharge in this ſtage of the dis- 
eaſe proceeds altogether from inflamma- 
tion of the membrane of the urethra, 
without any affection of the glands which 
open into it; and in the removal of this 
the cure of the diſeaſe in a great meaſure 
confiits. 
Where the inflammation is conſiderable, 
as we judge it co be when the ardor urinæ 
is ſevere, it may be proper, if the patient 
is of a full habit of body, to preſcribe 
blood-letting, a doſe or two of any gentle 
laxative, and a low cooling diet. Ar the 
ſame time violent exerciſe of every kind 
ſhould be avoided, particularly riding on 
horſeback. | 
Inflammation, however, in this Rage of 


the diſeaſe, 1 18 ſeldom {o conſiderable as to 
h render 
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render blood - letting neceſſary: in ordi- 
nary caſes we now truſt entirely to injec- 
tions, and in all periods of the diſcharge 

[ ufe them with equal freedom. Even 
pen? blood-letting, and a ſtrict attention 
to an antiphilogiſtic regimen is neceſſary, 


I ſeldom avoid an immediate and early 


aſe of injections. 

Thoſe who are not in the daily practice 
of uting them, are afraid of this free uſe 
of injections : ſome, indeed, never employ 


| them, from the prejudice which ſtill re- 
mains againſt them among all the older 


practitioners; while others admit that they 
may be uſed with ſafety and advantage in 
the latter period of the diſeaſe, but never 
in the beginning, or while much inflam- 
mation continues. 


This, however, is a timidity that will 


ſoon vaniſh with all who venture upon a 
more general uſe of them. They will 


find, that injections of a ſufficient degree 


of aftringency for removing the diſcharge, 
may in this ſtate cf Gonorrhœa be em- 
ployed with ſafety, even in the com- 

G3 mencement 
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mencement of the diſeaſe, and whether 
the inflammation is mild or ſevere. 

An idea is ſtill, indeed, entertained by 
many, that the diſcharge ſhould not be ſtop. 
ped till ſome of the virulency by which it 
was produced is carried off; and hence 
they object, as I have juſt obſerved, to the 
early uſe of injections. But, as we have 
ſeen that Gonorrhœa is a local affection, 
and as we know that in other parts of the 
body local inflammation may at all times 
be removed with ſafety, nay, that it is the 
beſt practice to attempt it, we might from 
this alone infer, that it would be equally 
proper here. But independent of this, 1 
can with confidence aſſert, and all who em- 
ploy injections freely will do ſo, that they 
may in this ſtage of Gonorrhœa be uſed 
at all times, and with more certainty « of 
proving ſucceſsful the more early they are 
applied. Of this I am fo clearly convin- 
ced, that I would adviſe all who have it 
in their power, to employ injections in- 
ſtantly on the diſcharge taking place. 


They commonly, indeed, prove uber at 
Whatever 
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whatever. period they are applied; but I 
have uniformly found that they act more 
quickly in the commencement of the diſ- 
eaſe than in the later ſtages of N. 
While different opinions prevail of the 


moſt proper period of the diſeaſe for uſing 


injections, practitioners allo entertain dif- 
ferent ideas of the kind of injections beſt 
calculated for the periods in which they 
are employed. In the commencement 
of Gonorrhœa, and at all times when 


much pain takes place, it is the opinion of 


many that emollient injections only ſhould 
be uſed, ſuch as warm oil, emulſions of al- 


| monds, and infuſions of altbea, and lint- 


ſeed: but in this there appears to be ſome 
miſtake; JE decidedly ſay from ha- 


ving often experienced the inefficacy of 
the practice. | 


When I firſt entered upon buſineſs, it 
was the opinion of many who uſed injec- 
tons with freedom, that thoſe of the e- 


mollient kind ought alone to be adviſed, 


while much heat of urine, or any conſi- 
derable degr ce of inflammation continued.

Injections of this deſcription, they ſup- 
poſed, would ſheath and protect the ure- 
thra from the acrimony of the urine, and 
on the inflammation ſubſid ing, they con- 
ceived that theſe of an aſtringent nature 
might be uſed with ſafety. The opinion 
was plauſible, and ſupported by ſome of 
our beſt practitioners: I was therefore in- 
duced, along with others, to go into it, 
but it ſoon appeared that no advantage 
was to be derived from it: on the con- 
trary, it was evidently the cauſe of much 
diſtreſs, by rendering the cure of Gonor- 
rbœa much more tedious than it other- 
wiſe might have been; for injections of 
the emollient kind never tend to ſhorten 
the continuance of the diſcharge, and of- 
ten render it more fixed and permanent, 
by relaxing the parts from whence it pro- 
ceeds. 

Neither are emollient injections neceſ- 
ſary as preparatives to thoſe of the aſtrin- 
gent kind: in this conviction I have for 

Pay years paſt laid them altogether a- 
fide, during Which period have uſed none 


but 
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bur ſuch as are evidently aſtringent; and 
although TI employ them with much free- 
dom, no bad effects have ever enſued from 
them. | e eee 

In the firſt Ae of Gonorrhœa, afteligs 


gent injections may be uſed with ſafery 


from the very commencement of the diſ- 


charge, as well as at any period of the 


diſeaſe, whatever the degree of inflamma- 
tion may be. Inſtead of increaſing the 


inflammation, they tend, when of a pro- 
per ſtrength, 


to leſſen it; they relieve 
more immediately than any other reme- 
dy, the ardor urinæ; and they commonly 
eſſen or remove the W —— in a ſhort 
uy of time. Sr ne 

Wherever it appears, cheretvin; that 
the diſcharge proceeds entirely from the 
membrane of the urethra, I pay no regard 
to the length of. its duration ; the patient 
is immediately put upon the uſe of 1 ou 


tions, and no harm ever enſues from it. 


There is only one ſymptom which, in 
this ſtage of Gonorrhœa, precludes the 
immediate uſe of injections, pain and ſwel- 
_ ling 
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ling of one or of both teſtes: a . perſeve- 
rance in the uſe of injections during the 
continuance of this ſymptom very com- 
monluy does harm, and ought not therefore 
to be adviſed; not that they tend to in. 
greaſe the inflammation, even of the teſtis; 
but by removing the diſcharge from the 
urethra, they deprive us, as we ſhall af. 
terwards ſee, of one of the moſt effectual 
remedies for a ſwelled teſticle proceeding 
from Gonorrhcea. 
A variety of aſtringent injections are 
employed by practitioners, but ſome pro- 
ving more uſeful than others, an inveſti- 
cation of this. part of our ſubject appears 
to be neceſſary. 

Almoſt every liquid poſſeſſed of PER 
gency, will leſſen the diſcharge. Fort 
wine, and claret, duly diluted, ſometimes 
anſwer. I have often ſucceeded with a 
tea-ſpoonful of brandy added to halt an 
ounce of roſe water: nay, roſe water it- 
ſelf, or even cold water directly from the 
ſpring, will often give a ſtop to the dit- 


eff ; but, for the moſt Arts the effect 
of 
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of theſe is merely temporary. In light 
affections, indeed, they ſometimes com- 
plete the cure, but in general we are un- 
der the neceſſity of employing more 
powerful aſtringents. e 

In almoſt every injection firſt eng 
ed in Gonorrhœa, mercury, in one form 
or another, was an ingredient. It was 
not, however, uſed as an aſtringent; for 
at that period the uſe of every kind of 
aſtringent would have been judged to be 
hazardous. Mercury being applied in this 
manner directly to the ſeat of the diſeaſe, 
many ſuppoſed that it might act as a ſpe- 
cific in the cure of it. But although I 
have given full and complete trials to 
mercurial injections, and in every varie- 
ty of form, I have not in any inſtance, 
found them prove more effectual than o- 
ther aſtringents. In order to aſcertain 


with as much certainty as poſſible the 


point to. which I allude, I have re- 


peatedly made it the ſubject of experi- 


ment. 


Of different patients in Gonor- 


rhœa, all nearly diſtreſſed with fimilar 
[ymptoms, ſome haye been made to em- 


ploy 
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ploy : a mixture of calomel with mucilage 
and water; others. have uſed quickfilyer 
diſſolved in mucilage, while ſome have 
at the ſame time been uſing. injeQtions 3 in 
which mercury did not enter as an gre: 
dient. 7 | 

I admit that in moſt of theſe inſtances 
mercury proved uſeful, but by no means 
in ſuch a degree as many of the articles 
with which it Was thus put upon a com- 
parative trial. There is no cauſe, there 
fore, to imagine, that it acts as a ſpecific 
in the cure of Gonorrhœa. 

To prevent interruption in this part of 
the work, formule are given in the Ap- 
pendix to this volume, of all the prepa- 
rations that I wiſh to recommend. Of 
mercurial aſtringent injections, the pre- 
{ciptions, No. 1, 2, and 3. are perhaps the 
beſt that can be aſed. |

| theſe articles act in the cure of Gonor- 
rhea; and in caſes not particularly ob- 
ſtinate, they very commonly prove effec- 
mal, Lapis calaminaris, or tutia fincly | 
ievigated, ſuſpended in thin mucilage, 
makes a very ſafe and uſeful injection. 
No. 4th and 5th are formulæ of theſe; and 
No. 6th is a preſcription of 2 centleman. re- 
tired from buſineſs, who, at one period, 
was in Very « extenſive practice 2 in London, 
d who in the courſe of much experi- 
ence in the cure of Gonorrhcea, gave the

Theſe earths poſſeſs one important ads 
vantage: they never do harm in whatever 
quantity they are uſed. If levigated with 
wſhcient' care and attention, they may be 
uſed in any quantity that the liquid in 
which they are PARTY can be made to 
ſuſpend. | 
Allum diſſolved! in water makes a fol 
ad uſeful injection. It proves equally 
_ late, 
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In various caſes it has proved ſucceſsful 
where other articles had failed, and I have 
not obſerved that it ever does harm. As 
it is not very ſoluble in water it becomes

dient in this kind of injection; and as it 
anſwers equally well whether much pain 


not act ſo much as a ſedative as it does 8 
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fafe, and ftill more powerful, when con- 
joined with a decoction of oak bark, or an 
infuſion of galls, for which preſcriptions 
are given Nos. 7th, 8th, andgth; and in 
ſome caſes, injections with calcined allum 
have anſwered the purpoſe, where allum 
mevery other form had been uſed in vain, 

Kino, an aftringent lately much em- 
ployed in Diarrhea, proves alſo an uſeful 
ingredient in injections for Gonorrheea, 


neceſlary to ſuſpend it in fine powder, by 
means of mucilage, as in Nos. roth and 


Opium proves often an uſeful ingre- 


takes place or not, I conclude that it does 


an aſtringent. Nos. 12th and 13th are 
formulæ of injections with opium alone, 
and No. 20. is a very powerful combination 
of opium with camphire and white vitriol. 

3 . Some 
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some of the aſtringent balſams properly 
combined with water, make a good va- 
riety of injection for Gonorrhcea, particu- 
larly balſamum canadenſe, and balſamurn 
copaiba, as in No. 14. 9 

Lead, in various forms, proves highly 
ſerviceable in theſe injections. Ceruſſe 
ſuſpended in mucilage and water is often 
employed with advantage; but acetum 
lythargyri, and faccharum ſaturni, now 
termed ceruſſa acetata, diſſolved in water, 
are chiefly to be truſted. Formulæ of theſe 
are given in Nos. 15th, 16th, and 17th. 

Of all the aſtringent injections, however, 

hich I bave uſed, none prove ſo power- 
ful as white vitriol, now termed vitrio- 
lated zinc diſſolved in water. In the 
quantity of a grain and half or two 
grains to an ounce of water, it ſeldom 
creates much irritation, and it does not 
often fail in this variety of the diſeaſe, in 
which alone injections ever prove mate- 
rally uſeful. No: 18th is the form of in- 
jection, which, in the common occurences 
of daily practice, I am in the habit of 
uſing; and No. 9th is a combination of 
pitriol 
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vitriol and acetum lithargyri, which, in 
few caſes, I have found to anſwer better 
than either of them have done ſeparately, 9 
Other aſtringents might be enumerated, 
from which very uſeful injections m the 
be prepared, but the formule which I 
have given contain the moſt powerful of 
any with which we are Jet, acquainted, 
None of them will at all times prove ſuc- 
ceſsful ; but from much experience of 
their efficacy, I can aſſert, that in this 
ſtage of the diſeaſe, W e ſeldom fail 
when properly managed and duly Perſiſt. 
ed i i. | 
I The vitriolic e No. 19, I have 
mentioned as the moſt uſeful formula of 
any; but it will ſometimes happen that a 
caſe will readily yield to others which has 
| long reſiſted this. When we do not, there 
fore, ſoon ſucceed with one form of in— 
jection, we ought, without loſs of time, to 
have recourſe to others, by which we with 
more certainty effect our purpoſe, than 
by continuing to employ the ſame for a 


long t time together. 
In 


* 
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In all the formulz that I have given of 
injections, the ingredients are in ſuch pro- 
portions as beſt ſuit the general courſe of 
| buſineſs. This was a point of much im- 

portance to aſcertain, and ſo far as my 
obſervation goes, I have done ſo; but 
caſes will, no doubt, from time to time 
occur, in which ſome variety of ſtrength - 

is neceſſary. All injections ſhould be.of 
| ſuch a ſtrength as to excite ſome degree 
of irritation in the urethra, but by no 
means ſo ſtrong as to create much pain : 
hence, where the preparations that I have 
mentioned do not anſwer the purpoſe, 
they ſhould be made ſtronger ; - and when 
of ſuch a ſtrength as to excite ſeverc pain, 
they ſhould be diluted. 

This, I may remark; is an object that 
merits much attention; for while it is ob- 
vious that injections muſt do harm when 
too ſtrong, it is equally certain, that little 
or no advantage is derived from them 
when they are too weak. I have known 
a Cure accompliſhed 1 in three days, mere- 
ly by making an injection of a ſufficient 
= OL 1. Mo ſtrength, 
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deed, as one of the moſt important points 


ſtrength, where the diſeaſe had previouſly 
gone on for two or three months from this 
being overlooked: I confider this, in- 


in the treatment of Gonorrhœa; nor does 
any thing diftinguiſh the practitioner of 
experience with more certainty, than his 
being able to adapt the ſtrength of his in- 
jections to the, particular circumſtances 
of every caſe that falls under his direc- 
tion. 

In the application of injections two cir- 
cumſtances particularly merit attention, 
the manner of throwing them up, and 
the frequency of uſing them. 

They may be thrown up either with a 
ſmall bag of reſina elaſtica, fitted with a 
pipe, or with a common ſmall ſyringe: 
whether the bag or ſyringe be uſed, the 
pipe ſhould be perfectly ſmaoth, of a co- 
nical form, not above half an inch in M 
length, and the cone of ſuch a thickne = 
near the root, as not to allow the pipe to 
paſs above a quarter of an inch into the 
urcthra.

* 
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The bag or ſyringe being filled with the 5 
injection, and the patient either ſtanding, 


or ſeared with his breech over the fide of 


a chair, ſo as to prevent the perineum 
from being preſſed upon, the pipe, when 
well oiled, ſhould be inſerted into the ure- 
thra, as far as it will go, with the right- 
hand, while, with the left, he grafps the 
beuis, and pulls it forward upon the pipe. 
The injection muſt now be thrown up in 


ſuch a manner that it may reach the far- 


cheſt part of the urethra that is affected, 
but not with ſuch force as to excite pain, 

When the ditcharge proceeds from near 
the extremity of» the penis, very little 
force is requiſite z but when the upper 
part of the urethra is affected, if the in- 
jection be not thrown up with firmneſs, it 


vill not reach the ſeat of the diſeaſe, and 


hence no advantage will enſue from it. 


Previous, therefore, to the uſe of injec- 


ions, the part of the urethra from whence 
e diſcharge proceeds, ſhould be aſcer- 
uined, and it can be eafily done in the 
danner that I have mentioned. 

Ha In 
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In uſing injections, ſome judge it proper 
to prevent them from paſling farther in the 
urethra than the ſeat of the diſeaſe ; leſt, 
by forcing the matter along with them, 
the infection ſhould be carried to parts 
which otherwiſe might not have been in- 
jured. For this purpoſe the patient is de- 
ſired to compreſs the urethra with the 
middle finger of his left-hand, at that 
point to which it is meant the injection 
ſhould go; while the fyringe or elaſtic 
bag is employed for throwing it up in the 
other. But although there is no neceſſity 
for throwing injections farther than the 


ſeat of the diſeaſe, there is no cauſe for 
this anxiety in preventing them. It does : 
not appear, that in this manner, the in. h 
fection is ever. communicated from one 7 


part of the urethra to another; at leaft [ 
have never met with an inſtance of it, 
and I have ſeldom pointed this out to my 
patients as a neceſſary piece of attention. 
While it does not, therefore, anſwer any 
good purpoſe, it certainly renders i woe 


difficult for the patient to throw i. in. 
Alon

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jection properly up, as he cannot both 
make preſſure upon the upper part of the 
urethra, and, at the ſame time manage 


the ſyringe with that exactneſs which i 


requires. | 
The point, however, of moſt 3 importance 


in the uſe of injections is, the frequency 
with which they ſhould be thrown up; it 
is not enough that we diſover a compoſi- 
tion that will accompliſh a cure, if we do 
not uſe it with that frequency which the 


nature of the diſeaſe requires. In ͤ com- 


mon practice the patient is deſired to in- 
ject the liquid two or three times a-day : 

this, if the injection be of a proper ſtrength, 
will in courſe of time prove effectual; 
but from much attention to the ſubject, 


I am convinced, that cures would be more 


ſpeedily obtained were injections more fre- 


quently thrown up. Inſtead of two or 


three times a day, I adviſe them to be 
uſed ſeven, eight, or ten times daily; by 
which, the cure inſtead of being protract- 
ed for ſeveral weeks, is often enen 


in as many days. 
Iz 7 This, 
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This 1 muſt erw, i is a point of ſuch 


importance in the cure of Gonorrhœa, 
that nothing can compenſate the negled 


of it. The inefficacy of injections is fre. 
quently held forth as an important objec- 
tion to this mode of treatment; but, for 
the moſt part, the failure of injections will 
be found, in a great meaſure, to depend up- 
on the cauſe to which I allude: Patients 
ought, therefore, to be urged to uſe them, at 
leaſt as frequently as I have mentioned, 


When indeed the diſcharge leſſens, or 


when it diſappears entirely, there is no 
neceſſity for uſing them frequently; but 
while it continues undiminiſhed, the more 


frequently the remedy is applied to the 


parts from whence it proceeds, the more 
quickly will it be removed. 

On laying injections aſide, even after 
the running has diſappeared, and when 
there is therefore cauſe to ſuppole that a 
cure is obtained, the diſcharge often re- 
turns, as I have already e, With 


equal ſeverity as at firſt, either from ex- 
cets 
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ceſs in wine, or over exertion in bodily 
exerciſe, In ſuch circumſtances the in- 
jections muſt again be employed, and uſed 


with the ſame frequency as before, care 


being taken not to leave them off till ſome 
time after the n has diſppea- ed 
again. 

When the diſcharge returns repeatedly} 
the parts from whence it proceeds become 


fo weak and relaxed, that a new diſeaſe 


thereby takes place, forming a variety of 
what in general is termed gleet. This, 
however, requires remedies of a different 
kind, and will fall to be confidered | in a 
different chapter. 

It will be remarked, that excepting in- 
jections, I have only ſlightly taken notice 


of any other remedies: This I have pur- 


poſely done, from a full conviction of the 


ineficacy of every remedy not immediate- 


ly applied to the urethra, and from finding 
that a proper uſe of injections never fails 
to prove ſucceſsful where a cure by any 


means can be obtained,

Where much pain and inflammation 
take place, I have obſerved above that 
fome advantage may be obtained from 


blood letting, conjoined with ſtri& atten. 


tion to an antiphlogiſtic regimen. T think 
it right, however, to ſay, that few caſe; 
occur in which this becomes neceſſary, 
A patient under Gonorrhœa ſhould live 
moderately, but not upon ſuch low diet as 


in former times was very generally pre- 
{cribed. He ſhould live in ſuch a man- 
ner as may prevent the inflammatory 


ſymptoms from becoming ſevere, but not 
ſo low as to incur the riſk of inducing re- 
laxation or debility. 

_ [| The circumſtances which moſt particu- 
larly require attention are, abſtinence from 


all manner. of connection with women, 


and from bodily exertion, ſuch as much 
walking and riding on horſeback, which 
more eſpecially affect the parts concerned 
in this diſeaſe. 

Where no injections have been uſed, 


where the diſeale is either left entirely to 
nature, 
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nature, or treated with demulcents and 
purgatives only, a regular progreſs towards 
amendment is, for the moſt part, obſerved 
in the diſcharge. The matter from being 


thin, and of a greeniſh hue, or perhaps of 
a red colour from being tinged with 


blood, becomes of a thicker conſiſtence, 
tough, ropy, and of a white or yellow co- 
lour: but where injections are employed 


this ſeldom happens. This natural proceſs 
is thereby interrupted, and a cure often 


takes place without any change being per- 


ceived in the colour or conſiſtence of the 


diſcharge. 
Beſides the uſual ſymptoms of this ſtage 


of Gonorrhcea, we meet with others which 
occaſionally take place in every ſtage of 
the diſeaſe, and which, ſome may ſuppoſe, 
ought to have been particularly noticed 
here, ſuch as chordee, and evacuation of 
blood from the urethra. But theie ſymp- 


toms being attended with circumſtances 
requiring a peculiarity of treatment quite 
mapplicable in the ordinary ſtate of Go- 


. and ! all of them highly 
important, 
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important, a ſeparate ſection will be al. 
lotted for the conſideration of each. We 
ſhall now, therefore, proceed to conſider 
the ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe. 


SECTION v. 
1 


IN this ſtage of the diſeaſe all the ſymp- 
toms are more violent than in the firſt. 
The heat of urine is more ſevere; the 
whole body of the penis becomes tender, 
and even painful; and chordee takes place 
to a very diſtreſsful degree. The matter 
_ diſcharged from the urethra is either of 
an ugly green colour, or deeply tinged 
with blood, and commonly fœtid. On 
examination it is found to proceed from 
the higher parts of the urethra, generally 
from about the middle of the perineum, 
where the patient complains of a {mart 
* | pain 
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pain upon preſſure, and where one or more 


ſmall tumors are often perceptible, pro- 


duced by the inflammation having ex- 
tended to Cowper's glands. 

Although the ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage 
of Gonorrhœa are commonly diſtinctly 
marked, yet they frequently proceed to, 


and terminate in one of the other ſtages 


of the diſeaſe, particularly in that which 
we are now conſidering. This happens 
from the inflammation extending along 
the urethra, either from the matter being 
more than uſually acrid; from improper 
management on the part of the patient ; 
from the imprudent uſe of irritating or 


very aſtringent injections; or from the 


patient being of a habit of body render- 
ing him particularly liable to be acted up- 
on by cauſes apt to excite inflammation. 


I conclude that it happens moſt fre- 


quently from the firſt and laſt of theſe 
cauſes, or, perhaps, from a combination of 
both ; for, in a great proportion of caſes, 
we find it taking place almoſt from the 
irſt day on which the running was per- 
ee 
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ceived. It muſt, no doubt, have fallen 
under the obſervation of every practitioner 
that this, as well as the third and fourth 
ſtages of Gonorrhcea, are often induced 
by the patient living in.a ſtate of riot and 
debauchery; and, in ſome caſes, by the 
immoderate uſe of irritating injections. But 
although theſe are circumſtances which 
in every caſe of Gonorrhœa ſhould be ri- 
gidly guarded againſt, from their tending. 
to excite one of the moſt diſtreſsful com- 
plaints to which the human body is liable; ; 
yet, from what I have mentioned, I am 
convinced, that the worſt ſtates of the 
diſeaſe would occaſionally occur, notwith- 
ſtanding of the moſt rigid abſtinence, and 
of all that could be done either on the 
part of the patient or ſurgeon to prevent 
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them. | . 
As the practice in this ſtate of Gonor- | 


 rhoea is different from what I have adviſed 
in the firſt ſtage of it, to diſtinguiſh 
rightly between the two is a very important 
part of the practitioner” s duty. In the 
firft, the matter is, for the moſt part, 


«iſcharged from within an inch and half 
2 "of 
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of the extremity of the penis; and where 
it happens to e end farther up the ure- 
thra, although e ardor urinz may be 
conſiderable, yet the pain is not ſo ſevere 
as it always is in the ſecond ſtage of the 
diſeaſe. In this laſt, the whole body of the 
penis, as I have obſerved above, is tender 
and painful; the chordee is highly diſ- 
treſsful, and one or more inequalities, ac- 
companied with pain on preſſure, are diſ- 
covered in the perineum : whereas, in the 
former, any chordee which takes place 1s 
for the moſt part moderate; the pain is 
never conſiderable, if it be not when the 
patient 1s paſſing water, and no hardneſs 
or inequalities are perceived in the peri- 

neum. | 
It is here proper to remark, that even 
in the ſecond ſtage of the difeaſe, theſe 
glandular tumefactions in the perineum 
are not always obvious at firſt; but on 
preſſure with the fingers they are eafily 
diſcovered, even on their commencement ; 
and on longer continuance they become 
perceptible, net only to the touch but to 
the 
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the eye. Whenever the chordee is ſevere, 
the whole penis acquires much preterna- 
tural firmneſs and tenſion, particularly 
where it runs along the perineum. This, 
however, is very different from the glan- 
dular affections to which I allude: the one 
is a diffuſed ſwelling, extending over the 
whole, or a conſiderable part of the penis; 
it does not continue fixed or permanent, 
and it ſeems to depend upon a morbid ir- 


ritability in the muſcles of the penis, by 


which they are eaſily excited to violent 
and unequal contractions. The others 
are, at firſt, ſmall, circumſcribed, ſwell- 
ings, and painful to the touch: they do not 
riſe and fall ſpeedily, and they remam 


more or leſs permanent according as the 


ſymptoms with which they are connected 


are more or leſs violent. 

Theſe ſwellings proceed, as I have al- 
ready obſerved, from an inflamed ſtate of 
Cowper's glands, induced by the milam- 


mation extending to the glands themſelves 


along their ducts, which terminate in the 
urethra.

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As inflammation is in this ſituation apt 


do terminate in the ſame manner. with 


high degrees of inflammation of other 
parts, in the formation of matter, and as 
this is apt to excite the moſt diſtreſsful 
conſequences, nothing ſhould be omitted 
that can tend to prevent it, When mat 
ter forms in theſe glands, if it be not im- 
mediately diſcharged by an external open- 
ing, it is very apt to burſt into the ure- 


| thra, and to produce a diſcharge, which, 


in ſome caſes, does not terminate but with 
the life of the patient. 5, 
On the firſt approach, his of this 
ſecond ſtage of Gonorrhcea, all our endea- 
yours ſhould be employed to remove or 
leſſen the inflammation. - If the patient is 
plethoric he ſhould loſe a conſiderable 
quantity of blood with the lancet, and ten 
or a dozen leeches ſhould be applied to 
the pained part. Whatever his habit of 3 
body may be, the application of leeches 
ſhould not be omitted, and they ſhould be 
repeated once and again, according to 
their effects, and to the degree of inflam- 
| mation 
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mation and ſwelling which take place; ſa- 


turnine poultices ſhould be applied over 


the part affected; the bowels ſhould be 
kept open with gentle laxatives, and the 
patient ſhould be put upon a low diet. 
If, either by the violence of the inflam- 
mation, or by an imprudent uſe of aftrin- 
gent injections, a ſtop has been put to the 
diſcharge, much advantage will be derived 


from our ſoliciting a return of it, This, 


however, muſt not be done with irritating 


applications, ſuch as bougees, and ſtimula- 
ting injections, as ſome have adviſed, but 


it may be attempted with ſafety by throw- 


ing up, from time to time, injections of 


warm oil and other emollients, ſuch as 
warm decoctions of lintſeed and althea. 


But although we find from experience 


that much harm is done by the applica- 


tion of ſtimulants directly to the urethra, 


yet we know that they may be applied to 
the ſkin both with ſafety and advantage. 
Thus, when the ſwelling does not ſoon leſ- 


ſen by blood- -letting, and the other reme- 


dies 
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dies lar I have me I have, in dif- 
ferent inſtances, derived advanta ge from 
the application of bliſters to the parts F. 
fected; and by covering the bites of the 
leeches with adhefive plaſter, this a be 
done ſoon after they have been appli 
The bliſter ſhould be made to cover 5 
whole. perineum. | 

When the remedies that I have adviſed 
are timeouſly and properly applied, they 
do not often fail to remove the nfl; un- 
mation; but when this is not acc 
pliſhed, and when the tumours 70 
to a ſtate of ſuppuration, nature ſhould 


be as much as poſlible aſſiſted by a Fre- 
quent and free uſe of cmollient poultices 


and fomentations, and as ſoon as a fluctua- 
tion of matter is diſcovered, it ſhould be 
diſcharged by making an opening the full 
length of the tumour. In this manner a 


| fore will be produced that may be dith- 


cult to heal; but if the habit of buy is. 
ſound, a cure will be obtained at Jaſt, and 


there is no other method with which I am 


Voz Þ I acquainted 
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acquainted that will ſo readily prevent 
the matter from burſting 3 into the urethra, 

When this unfortunate circumſtance 
takes place, of matter collected in one or 
more of theſe glands finding acceſs to the 
urethra, ſcarcely any advantage is to be 
derived from art in the manner of treat- 
ing it. | Injections, as I had occaſion to 
remark i in the laſt ſection, inſtead of pro- 
ving uſeful, rather do harm. They can- 
not reach the cavity of the gland, where 
alone they might anſwer a good purpoſe, 
and by preventing for a time that free diſ- 
charge of matter, which, in every abſceſs 
18 deſirable, they cauſe it to collect, and 
alternately burſt out, in greater quantities 
than before. 

When the cauſe of this is not ſuſpected, 
both the patient and practitioner are apt 
to imagine that it proceeds from the fault 
of the injection; every variety of the re- 
medy is therefore employed, but nee ly 
the Hine effect reſults from all of them, 
aud the patient, after being teazed and 


explexed for a great length of time, finds

By ſome - ci * . courſe. of mer- 


cury is. adviſed i in this ſtate of the diſeaſe, 
eſpecially frictions with mercurial oint-

ly tried, I never knew any advantage de- 
rived from i it. Neither does mercury prove 


uſeful 3 in the ſores which enſue from open- 
ing abſceſſes in the perineum, ariſing from 
Gonorrhœa. On the idea of theſe ſores 


being of the ſame nature with ſuch as ſuc- 


5 to buboes in Lues Venerea, mercury 
is commonly preſcribed ; but although I 


have known 1t repeatedly uſed, not only 
for the cure of the ſores, but for the diſ- 
cuſſion of the previous tumefaction of the 
glands, 1 never knew 407, advantage reſult 
from 1 1. 

All that i in ſuch circumſtances can with 
propriety be done is, to cauſe the patient 
live in ſuch a manner as will moſt elfec- 
tually brace his conſtitution; : his diet 
ſhould be invigorating; cold bathing, par- 

412 ticularly 
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ticularly in the ſea, proves ſometimes uſc- 
ful, and, in ſome inſtances, Jeſuit” s bark is 
given with advantage. 
In no period of this ſtage of Gonorrbœa 
are injections admiſſible, and I ſuſpect that 
the diſcredit into which injections have 


fallen with many, has ariſen from their 


being employed promiſcuouſly in every 
ſtate of the diſeaſe, We have juſt ſeen, 
that they cannot be uſed with any proſpect 
of ſucceſs when ſuppuration has actually 
taken place, and to every practitioner it 
muſt appear that they ſhould not be advi- 
ſed while much inflammation continues 
While the parts are inflamed, inſtead of 
endeavouring to remove the diſcharge, we 
ought rather to try to promote it. No- 


thing tends with more certainty to keep 


the ſymptoms moderate than the continu- 
ance of a plentiful diſcharge ; and I have 
repeatedly obſerved- that they all become 
more ſevere by whatever tends to leſſen 

t: It is proper, therefore, that the young- 
er part of the profeſſion be put ſtrictly on 


their guard againft the uſe of injections in 


every 
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every period of this ſtage of Gonorrhcea ; 
a practice which, in the firſt ſtage of the 
diſeaſe, is the only remedy, as we have 
ſeen, upon which any dependence ſhould 
be-placed, but which in this | is evidently 
fraught with danger to the patient, and 
therefore with diſcredit to thoſe who ad- 
viſe it. 

Beſides the Siam e abſceſſes of theſe 
parts, which we have juſt been conſider- 
ing, collections of matter are apt to form 
in this ſtate of the diſeaſe, not only in the 
cellular ſubſtance of the perineum, but in 
the corpus cavernoſum of the penis, as 
well as in the corpus ſpongeoſum urethræ. 
The treatment of theſe, however, corre- 
ſponds ſo exactly with what has been point- 
ed out for the others, that I have nothing 
farther to ſay upon it. To prevent, as much 
as poſſible, the riſk of theſe collections 
burſting into the urethra, the matter 
ſhould be diſcharged by a free opening 
the whole length of the tumour, as ſoon as 


it is found to be completely formed.

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When collections of matter in this ſitu- 
ation, whether ſeated in Cowper's glands, 


Or in the contiguous ſoft parts, terminate, 
as they ſometimes do, in external open. 


ings, at the ſame time that a communica- 
tion is formed with the urethra, the urine 
eſcapes at the ſore, and thus another dif. 
eaſe is produced, termed a ſinus, or fiſtula 


in perineo. This falls to be treated like 


ſinuſes in every other part: the ſeat of the 
abſceſs muſt be laid open from one end to 
the other, and by enlarging the opening 
in the urethra, if the patient be otherwiſe 
in ſound health, a cure will, for the moſt 
part, be obtained, by endeavouring to 


heal the ſore from the bottom in frag uſual 


way *, 
It may be alleged, if this proves fie 


ceſsful where the matter has already form- 


ed an opening, both inwardly and out- 


wardly, for itſelf, that a ſimilar Practice 
| ſhould be adopted where the abſceſs has 
only burſt into the urethra ; that a free

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inciſion ſhould be made into it, and a cure 
attempted in the manner L have already 


adviſed. 
Where the opening into the urethra is 


ſuch as to admit the urine to paſs to the 


abſceſs, | the practice to which I allude 
ought undoubtedly to be adopted, for no 


other wall prove ſucceſsful, and the patient | 


muſt remain in a ſtate of great diftreſs 
and miſery while this communication re- 
mains; but while the external teguments 
remain entire; while the urine does not 
find acceſs to the abſceſs ; ; and while the 
pain ariſing from it is inconſiderable, nb 
attempt of this kind ſhould be made. How- 
ever inconvenient the diſcharge of matter 
from the urethra may be, and however 
long it may continue, the patient ſhould 


rather ſubmit to it, than to the uncer- 
tain event of an opening in the perineum, 


which always proves tedious and diſtreſs- 
ful, with whatever judgment it may be 
treated. 
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SECTION VI. 


Of the Third Stage of Gonorrbœa Virulenta, 


FN this ſtage of Gonorrhœa, along with 
ardor urine, and the other ordinary 
ſymptoms of the diſeaſe, the patient com- 
plains of a ſevere fixed pain in the upper 
part of the perineum, accompanied with a 


ſenſation of fulneſs and tenſion in all the 


parts contiguous to the anus. The deſire 


to void urine is more frequent than in ei- 
ther of the two preceding ſtates, and it 15 
commonly paſſed with much pain and dif- 


ficulty; often drop by drop. Teneſinus, 


or a painful and frequent deſire to go to 


ſtool, often takes place: in ſome inſtan- 
ces, to ſuch a diſtreſsful height as to ren- 


der the patient perfectly miſerable. 


Even in the commencement of the dii- 


eaſe the pain in paſſing water is in ſome 
caſes ſo ſevere as to excite heat and other 


ſymptoms 


== 
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ſymptoms of fever; and, as it advances 


farther, I have known the fever become 


very alarming. This ſtate of Gonorrhœa 
proceeds, in ſome inſtances, from the in- 
flammation read backward in a gra- 


dual manner from the point of the penis, 
which I have ſhewn to be the ſeat of the 


firſt ſtage of the diſeaſe; but more fre- 


quently it takes place ſuddenly, either 
from the imprudent uſe of injections, from 


the patient being in a riotous courſe of 
life, or from his being expoſed to violent 
exerciſe, either on foot or horſeback. 


On examining the parts affeted, the 


penis, for the moſt part, is found to be in a 


tate of tenderneſs and irritability, nearly 


indeed, as I have deſcribed it to be in the 
ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe ; but, together 
with this, on compreſſing the parts about 
the end of the rectum, a ſenſe of pain is 


cxpertenced, which does not happen in ei- 


ther of the ſtates that J have deſcribed, 
anc on pailing the finger into the anus, the 
proſtate gland is found enlar ged, and in 


ſuch . 
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ſuch a ſtate of irritability that i can 
ſcarcely | bear to be touched. 

Even the lighteſt degree of this ſtage 
1 Gonorrhœa excites much uneaſineſß, 
and the deſire to paſs water ſeldom ceaſe 
for above 'a few minutes together ; but 
whenever it has been of long duration, the 
proſtate gland, which nearly furrounds the 
urethra, or which rather appears, as it 
were, to form the paſſage of urine at thi; 
part, becomes often ſo much ſwelled as 
nearly to obſtruct the diſcharge of urine 
as completely as when the urethra is en- 
tirely ſtopped. Thoſe, indeed, who are

not verſant in this branch of practice are il ; 
apt to miſtake this affection for ſtrictures 
in the urethra ; of courſe a delay takes e 
place in uſing the proper remedies, and at- WW. 
tempts which are frequently made to over- b. 
come the ſuppoſed ſtrictures, too often do n 


miſchief. Frequently, indeed, neither a 
bougie, nor catheter, when employed for 
removing a ſuppreſſion of urine procced- 
ing from this cauſe, can be paſſed ; for 


the proſtate gland is in fome caſes ſo much 
felled 
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relled as to obliterate the paſſage almoft 
entirely, and in others, by {welling on one 


fide ouly, the paſſage is thrown altogether 


over to the other; circumſtances F 


render the introduction of a bougie either 


impracticable, or at beſt difficult and un- 


certain. TY

is derived PREY the interference of art, 


ind as the diſeaſe excites in its more ad- 


vanced ſtates the greateſt poſſible diftreis, 
ve ought inſtantly on the firft approach 
of it, to apply ſuch remedies as experience 
has ſhewn to prove moſt effectual. 

Of all the remedies that I have 1 
employed, early blood- letting is that fr 
which the moſt obvious advantage oy 


been derived. It ſhould be adviſed im- 


nediately on the firſt approach of pain, 
nor ſhould we be deterred by a weakly 
or delicate conſtitution. In a perſon of 
this deſcription the evacuation ought, no 
doubt, to be more ſparingly practiſed than 
rhere plethora takes place; but eyen in 

the 
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the moſt eellicare habit of body, a qual. 
tity of blood ſhould be diſcharged in pro- 
portion to the ſtrength of the patient; in 
the firſt place by the lancet, and after- 

wards by the application of leeches to the 
parts affected. The practice of blood-let. 
ting I conſider to be equally neceſlary 
here as in caſes of pleuriſy: in the latter 
indeed, the life of the patient is in great. 
er hazard, but in this his future comfort 
and enjoy ment of life are at ſtake. It 

ought not, therefore, in any inſtance, t to 
be omitted. 

Of this I ſpeak the more decidedly from 
various inſtances having fallen within my 
obſervation, of the moſt diſtreſsful conſe- 
quences having enſued from the omiſſion 
of this remedy, and from others having 
ended eaſily where blood-letting was with] 
freedom employed. It is in the firſt ſtages 
only of the diſeaſe, however, in which It] 
acts with advantage; chiefly, indeed, 0 
the firſt ſymptoms of inflammation taking 
place, for when the proſtate gland be. 


comes inflamed and ſwelled in any conſi- 
Aerable 
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derable degree, neither this nor any other 
remedy can be depended upon for a 

cure. After much time has elapſed an en- 

larged proſtate will ſometimes be found 
liminiſhed, but this happens more fre- 
quently from attention to regimen alone, 
and without our being able to account for 
it, than as a neceſſary conſequence of any 


medicine that we employ. 


Bliſters do not afford that relief here 
that we ſometimes derive from them in 
fwellings of Cowper's glands, but in va- 
rious inſtances I have derived advantage 
from deep ſeated iſſues : I will not ſay 
that I have ever known a cure completely 
accompliſhed by any remedy whatever, 
where the proſtate gland has been much 
nardened and enlarged ; but no remedy 
that I have employed for the remoyal of 
this very diſtreſsful and obſtinate diſeaſe 
has ever proved fo uſeful as a pea iſſue on 
ach fide of the rapha perinei, and the 
nore deeply the peaſe are inſerted, the 
more uſeful they commonly prove:

For the removal of pain and irritation, 
opium, whether given by the mouth, or in 
clyſters, proves always our moſt certain 
remedy ; but probably from coming more 
directly in contact with the diſeaſed parts, 
it proves evidently moſt ſucceſsful when 
given in clyſters, and it :{eems to anſwer 
better in ſmall doſes, frequently repeat- 
ed, than in larger quantities given at 
once. Thirty drops of laudanum, mixed 
with two ounces of thin ſtarch, and thrown 
eaſily into the rectum, very commonly 
gives immediate relief, and as long as this 
doſe proves effectual it ought not to be in. 
. creaſed. 

While opiates, given in this manner, 
leſſen the irritability of the organs of | 
urine, they allo give much relief by re- 
moving that painful and frequent deſire 
to go to ſtool, with which patients in this 
difeaſe are often teyerely afflicted. | 
Hitherto I have ſaid nothing of the ule 
of injections, which are frequently em- 
ployed | in this, as in other ſtages of Gc- 
norrhœa, for removing the diſcharge, 


This, 


This, however, is a practice chat ought 
not to be adopted. In the ſecond ſtage 
of Gonorrhcea I had occaſion to remark, 
that the diſcharge, inſtead of being ſtop- 
ped, ought rather to be encouraged. The 
ſame obſervation applies ſtill more forci- 
bly here, where a ſtoppage of the dif- 
charge tends always to aggravate every 
ſymptom, and where we find that relief is 
often obtained by our bringing on a re- 
turn of it. This, as I obſerved in the laſt 
ſection, ſhould rather be done by the uſe 
of warm emollient injections, than by 
ſuch as ſtimulate and give pain. Theſe 
laſt, I know, are often adviſed for this pur 
poſe, but as I have known them evident- 
ly do much harm, even when managed in 
the moſt cautious manner, and as we find, 
indeed, that this ſtage of the diſeaſe is 
often at firſt induced by this very practice, 
do not heſitate to ſay chat it ought very 
univer ſally to be laid aſide. For a ſimilar E 
realon bougies ought never to be employ- 
ed in chis ſtage of Gonorrhœca.

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Emollient injections prove uſeful not 
merely by ſoliciting a more plentiful dif. 
charge from the urethra, but by ſoothing 
the irritability in the parts affected, and 
thus leſſening the pain ; and where opiates 
are conjoined with emollients they act ſtill 


more powerfully in this manner. An in- 


fuſion of the heads of poppies and althea 
root, uſed warm, anſwers particularly well 
for this purpoſe. Warm poultices, ap- 
plied externally over the fundament and 
perineum, alſo prove uſeful. Some ad- 


vantage too 1s derived from warm fomen - 


tations; and I have known the warm bath 
afford much relief. : 

All theſe remedies, however, act only 
as palliatives ; but when duly perſiſted in, 
they ſeldom fail to leſſen the ſev crity of 
the diſtreſs, while nature, in the couric of 
time, aided by cautious managemen on 
the part of the patient, may at laſt re- 
move the pain. At leaft, this, in the 


cCourſe of my obſervation, has happened in 
ſeveral inſtances where the {welling of 


this gland has not arrived at any great 
height 


—— 


height but more frequently, I muſt again 
obſerve, as the conſequence of rigid at- 
tention tO regimen than the effect of me- 


dicines. We conſtantly find, in this ſtage 


of Gonorrhœa, that whatever excites 
much heat of body does harm; whether 
bodily exerciſe, or heating food and drink: 
hence every thing of this kind ſhould be 
avoided, particularly much walking and 


riding on horſeback ; and full meals of 


animal food, eſpecially when wine or 
other ſtrong drinks are likewiſe indulged 
in. The diet ſhould confiſt almoſt entire- 
ly of milk and vegetables, with no greater 
proportion of animal food than is neceſ- 
lary to ſupport a very moderate degree of 
ſtrength. | 


such drinks ſhould be chiefly uſed as 


tend to blunt the acrimony of the urine, 
and to ſheath the parts which 1t paſles 
over ; ſuch as infuſions of lintſeed and al- 


thea, emulſions of almonds, and water in 


whjch gum Arabic is diſſolved. 
Maris inſinuated that I have little con- 
fidence in the activity of any medicine 
Vow l. ä for 
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for the * # FORE) of ſwellings of the proſtate 


gland, a deference to the opinion of others 
requires that I ſhould ſtate the grounds 
upon which this opinion is formed ; this 


I ſhall do in noticing ſhortly the Mie; 


cines which have been employed with the 
view of obviating this ſymptom. 

When other remedies fail, and in ſome 
caſes even before they are fairly tried, 
mercury is, in common practice, recom- 
mended ; but I have much reaſon to think 
that it very commonly „if not always, does 


harm. 


Even in early practice I had frequent | 
opportunities of ſeeing this ſtage of Go- 


norrhœa, and being led by converſation 
with others to expect ſubſtantial relief from 
mercury, I uſed it freely for many years: 
J muſt acknowledge, 
ver perceived any advantage ariſe from 


it, while, in ſome caſes, evident miſchict 


enſued from it. 

Mercury never had any obvious effect 
in diminiſhing the tumour, and by in- 
creaſing the irritability of the ſyſtem, even

When 
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when given in ſmall quantities, and in the 
moſt cautious manner, it uſually rendered 
the diſeaſed parts more | painful than they 
were before. On theſe accounts mercury 
appears to be not only an uſeleſs but a ha- 
zardous remedy, ſo that I have now, in 
ſwellings of this gland, laid it entirely 
ade. | 
Cicuta has alſo been much recommend- 
ed in ſwellings of the proſtate gland; but al- 
though I have given it very full and com- 
plete trials, I am not ſure that in any in- 
ſtance it ever proved uſeful. The diſeaſe, 
in ſome, has appeared to get better while ci- 
cuta was employed, but this was only where 
a great length of time had elapſed, and not 
in a greater proportion of caſes than where 
this remedy was never uſed. But as it 
may be employed under proper manage- 
ment, without any riſk to the patient, 
where other remedies do not ſucceed, and 
where it is neceſſary to be doing ſome- 
thing, it may be proper to. give it a far- 
ther trial before any final opinion is form- 
ed of it. .

Having, in tumours of other parts 
obſerved obvious advantages from a de. 
coction of the root of mezereon, I have, in 
various inſtances, uſed it in ſwellings of 
the proſtate gland. In ſome it has ap- 
peared to prove uſeful, but never ſo eyi- 
dently as to enable me to ſpeak with cer- 
tainty about it. When conjoined with 
ſarſaparilla*, it ſeems, in other caſes, to be 
rendered ſtill more active, and the muci- 
lage contained in that root, by blunting 
the acrimony of the mezereon, renders 
it both more agreeable to the palate and 
more grateful to the ſtomach. 

Among other remedies that are em- 
ployed in ſwellings of the proſtate gland 
ſea bathing and drinking ſea water has 
been one of the moſt frequent. Where 
the diſeaſe of the gland is connected with 
a ſcrophulous conftitution this remedy 
certainly proves uſeful. It will never | 
remove the tumour ſpeedily ; but, by 
ſtrengthening the conſtitution, it ſeems, |

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in ſuch circumſtances, to render the {well- 


ing leſs permanent than it uſually is where 
this remedy is not employed. It ought, 
however, to be remarked, that all ſtrong 


_ purgatives do harm. This happens in 


every ſtage of Gonorrhcea, but eſpecially 
where the proſtate gland or bladder are 
affected. By the irritation which they 
excite they not only induce a more co- 
pious diſcharge, but render the inclination 


to void urine much more frequent and 


more painful. When ſalt water is uſed, 


therefore, it ought not to be in greater 
quantities than to anfwer as a gentle lax- 


ative. 

Swellings of the proſtate gland do not 
uſually terminate in ſuppuration, as fre- 
quently happens with tumours of the 
glands of the urethra. When Cowper's 


glands, or any of the ſmaller glands of 


the urethra become inflamed, they either 
ſappurate or a cure is obtained by diſcuſ- 
ton: but, in ſimilar affections of the pro- 
ſtate this rarely happens. When the tu- 


mur does not yield to timeous blood- 


K 3 letting, 
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letting, or . it docs not afterwards 
gradually ſubſide, it either remains nearly 
of the ſame ſize and hardneſs, or it be- 
comes both larger and firmer till it ends 
in a real ſchirrus, of conſiderable bulk, 
In this ſtate of the diſcaſe the diſcharge 
1s, for the moſt part, thin and acrid; to- 
gether with matter from the contiguous | 
parts of the urethra, which are uſually 
more or leſs diſeaſed, a conſiderable quan- 
tity is thrown out from the gland itſelf, 
forming, as we ſhall afterwards ſee, one 
of the moſt obſtinate varieties of glect. 
Even in the commencement of this 
affection of the proſtate, the paſſage of 
urine, as I have already remarked, is 
often much obſtructed ; but, in the more 
advanced ſtages of the diſeaſe, this cauſe 
of obſtruction comes, in ſome caſes, to 
ſuch a height as to be unſurmountable. 
Whether from the paſlage being com- 
pletely obliterated, by the ſides of the 
ſwelled gland adhering together, of which 
I have now met with two inſtances, or 
from the paſſage being contracted by 


the ſides Of & the gland ſwelling une qual- 
| Is, 
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1y, it ſometimes happens that neither a 
bougie nor catheter can be introduced, 
In this caſe, as a total obſtruction is form- 
ed to the paſſage of urine, we are. obli- 
ved to draw it off by puncturing the 
bladder, which may either be done above 
the pubes, or by paſling the trocar into 
the bladder from the rectum, or puſhing it 
up by the ſide of the diſeaſed gland &. It 
muſt be remarked, however, in forming 
an opening with a trocar for drawing the 
urine off from the bladder, that a very en- 
larged ſtate of this gland precludes every 
attempt for this purpoſe either in the pe- 
rineum or rectum. In which caſe it muſt 
neceſſarily be done above the pubes. 

In ſuch circumſtances, all that art can 
do, 1s to preſerve a paſſage for the urine, 
by retaining a canula in the opening, and 
keeping the patient as free from pain as 
poſſible with doſes of opium adequate to 
the diſtreſs in which he happens to be.

T ſometimes happens in Gonorrhc:

| proftate is affected while the bladder i it- 
ſelf remains ſound, while in others it paſ- - 
ſes eaſily over that gland, and ſeizes with 
much violence upon erer part of the 
bladder. rel 

in ſome the bladder becomes inflam- 
ed almoſt on the firſt attack of the diſ- 
eaſe, The inflammation ſpreads ſo quick- 
ly along the urethra, that the bladder is 
pained 1n the courſe of a few hours from 
the commencement of the diſcharge.

neſmus. In ſome caſes the pain is chiefly 
ſeated about, the anus, but, in general, all 
the under parts of the abdomen are affect. 
ed, particularly thoſe about the pubes, 
and, in ſome inſtances, even the kidney;

pathy, or from the inflammation ſpread- 


ing from the bladder along the ureters. | 
In general, the pain, eſpecially after 7 
voiding urine, extends to the glans penis, . 
and as this, with the ſtoppage which oc- N 
curs to the flow of urine, are ſymptoms y 
which always accompany ſtone, caſes of ſe 
this kind, when the hiſtory of the diſeaſe tt 
has been concealed, have been miſtaken m 


for ſtone in the bladder. 

If the diſcharge has not been ſtopped 
by injections, it continues as if no affec- 
tion of the bladder had taken place; and, 
any interruption that occurs to it proves 
only temporary; but along with the uſual 
diſcharge from the urethra, ſuch as takes 


place in one or other of the different 
ſtages 
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ſtages of the diſeaſe that I have deſcribed, 
a conſiderable quantity of matter paſles 
off with the urine. This gives the urine 
a turbid appearance, as if purulent mat- 
ter was mixed with it, but on examining 
the depoſition, which it uſually makes in 
the courſe of a few hours, it 1s found to 
conſiſt almoſt entirely of mucus. 

On a further continuance of the diſeaſe, 
this matter contained in the urine aſſumes 
2 very different appearance. Inſtead of 
being broken and divided into flakes as it 

was at firſt, it now becomes tough and 

viſcid in a very remarkable degree, re- 

ſembling iſinglas diluted with water to 

the conſiſtence of jelly. This gelatenous 

matter is ſuſpended in the urine when firſt 

voided, but it ſoon ſeparates, and falls to 

the bottom, where it adheres fo firmly to 

the ſides of the pot, as to be ſeparated 


irom it with difficulty. In ſome caſes 
this ſubſtance is clear and tranſparent, 
in others it is tinged of a yell hue, and 
ſome what opaque.

the pain is not ſo acute, but when much ir- 
ritation prevails, accompanied with a diſ- 
charge of the viſcid matter that I have 
deſcribed, remedies of this claſs afford 
little or no relief. Opiates will at all times 
| indeed allay the irritation, but blood-let- 
ting, which at firſt never fails to prove 
uleful, tends now only to weaken the pa- 
tient, while it does not in any degree 
leſſen the violence of any of the ſymp- 
t 

In this ſituation a liberal uſe of Jeſuit's 
bark ſometimes acts with advantage; and 
the addition of a few grains of allum to 
each doſe in fome inſtances renders it more

On the idea that this diſeaſe of the

matter of Lues Venerea from the urethra, 
mercury is commonly uſed in it; but al- 
though I have often given it, no advantage 
has ever been derived from it: it ſome- 
times even does harm. It tends greatly 
to increaſe the irritability of the ſyſtem, 
as well as of the parts more particularly 
affected. „ 

When the diſeaſe has been of long du- 
ration, the bladder is apt to become much 
thickened and leſſened in diameter: hence, 
even after all the other ſymptoms are gone, 
the frequent inclination to paſs urine con- 
tinues. In ſome caſes, this goes on for 


| years; nay, I have known it endure for a 
| great length of time, and only terminate 


with the life of the patient. It ſeems evi- 
cently to be the effect of inflammatien, 
for it ſucceeds to inflammation of the 
bladder by whatever cauſe it may be in- 
duced.

For the removal of this thickened ſtate 
af the bladder mercury is often preſcri. 
bed, and in ſome caſes it has certainly 
proved uſeful ; but it ſeems to prove equal. 
ly ſo from whatever cauſe the diſeaſe may 
at firſt have ariſen *: It always does harm, 
however, while the parts continue in a ſtate 
of irritability, ſo that in this ſituation it 
{ſhould never be given. 

In this irritable ſtate of the bladder, 
if a plentiful exhibition of uva urſi does 
not ſoon prove effectual, opium, in the 
form of glyſters, ſhould be adviſed: By 
leſſening the deſire to paſs urine, it ſoon 
gives relief ; and I have known it prove

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SECTION VIII 


Of Cbordee. 


2% capa is a painful, involuntary 
erection of the penis. Patients in 
every ſtage of Gonorrhcea are, in ſome 
degree, liable to Chordee ; but it occurs 
more frequently, and to a much greater 
height in the ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
than in any of the others. It is moſt 
frequent when the patient is warm in bed, 
when in ſome inſtances it is fo ſevere as 
to deprive him entirely of reſt. During 
a fit of Chordee, the penis becomes hard 
and painful to the touch, and for the mol 
part it is curved downwards in a conſide- 
rable degree. 

Chordee takes place in every period of 
this ſtage of Gonorrhcea, and it ſometimes 
continues after the heat of urine and all 


the other ſymptoms are gone, but it is u- 
ſually

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ſually moſt ſevere during the continuance 
of the inflammation, and more or leſs ſo 

according as that. ſymptom 1 is in a greater 
or leſſer degree. 

therefore conclude that chorde i is an 
effect of . inflammation, and that it pro- 
ceeds from irritation, communicated from 
the nerves of the urethra to thoſe of the 
contiguous muſcles, by which thoſe un- 
equal degrees of contraction are produced 
over the whole ſubſtance of the penis which 
univerſally take place in this ſymptom of 
the diſeaſe, 

Were it owing to effuſions of Iymph 3 in- 
to the reticular parts of the penis, as ſome 
have imagined *, Chordee would be of a 
more permanent nature than we ever find 
it to be, and theſe effuſions would be apt 
to terminate in ſuppuration. Now, al- 
though ſuppuration 1s ſometimes the con- 
ſequence of inflammatory tumours in 
theſe parts, I have never known it happen 
in thoſe tumefactions which accompany 
Chordee. The latter commonly riſe and

diſappear again in the courſe of a fey 
hours, and they are more diffuſed than 
tumours uſually are which proceed to 
ſuppuration. The others rife more ſlow- 
ly, and they terminate, whether by dif 
perſion or ſuppuration, in a much more 
| gradual manner. | 
Of all the remedies that I have ever 
employed opiates prove moſt uſeful in 
Chordee. The pain and tenſion are ſome- 
times removed by rubbing the parts af- 
fected with laudanum, or with a ftrong 
ſolution of opium in water, and by keep- 
ing pledgits immerſed in either of theſe, 
conftantly applied to them ; but more ad- 
yantage is obtained from the internal ex- 
hibition of opium. Thirty or forty drops 
of laudanum, given at bed-time, or on the 
acceſſion of Chordee, very ſeldom fail to 
prevent or remove it. 

Emollient injections thrown into the 
urethra, particularly when impregnated 
with opium, have alſo a powerful influence 
in leſſening the violence of Chordee ; and 


As the heat and irritation which coſtive- 
| nels 
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neſs always excites tends greatly to aug- 

ment the ſeverity of this ſymptom, WE, 
often find it relieved by the > Operation, of 
a laxative. : | 

A temporary relied is often erin 
from the application of a cold folution of 
ſaccharum ſaturni, and I have known the 
external application of camphor prove 
ſerviceable : when diſſolved in ſpirit of 
wine it proves uſeful, but it acts with 
more advantage when diſſolved in oil. 
Frictions with mercurial ointment have 
been much recommended for the removal 
of Chordee, but as I have commonly de- 
rived more advantage from the ule of 
camphorated oil, I conclude that it is 
chiefly the emollient properties of the 
mercurial ointment which render it uſe- 
ful, and, therefore, the inconveniencies 
which ſometimes ariſe from e may 
here be avoided. | 

In ſome caſes we derive advantage from 
tying the penis down with a fillet to the 
thigh, but this only anſwers where the 
[ymptoms are mild, nor ſhould it ever be 

1 4 ad viſed 
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adviſed in the more ſevere attacks of the 
diſeaſe. Being an obvious remedy for 
gounteracting an erection, it is not unfre- 
quently employed in the firſt inſtance by 
the patient; but I have frequently known 
it do harm, either from the fillet being 
applied too tight, or from the parts being 
in ſüch a tate of tenderneſs as to render 
it altogether inadmiſſible. OA 

When none of theſe remedies ſucceed, 
blood-letting ſometimes proves uſeful; 
particularly the application of leeches to 
the parts affected, nor ought this ever 
to be omitted when the patient is of a ple- 
thoric habit, or when the pulſe is full, 
When Chordee takes place in a-ſlight de- 
gree only, blood- letting is never neceſlary; 
but whenever it is ſevere, and reſiſts the 
other remedies that I have mentioned, we 
ought never to heſitate in adviſing it. 
Blood-letting proves more effectual than 
any other remedy in preventing that per- 
manent kind of Chordee, which ſome- 


times proves diſtreſsful long after every

Opium, as I have andy oblerved, is 
one of our moſt effectual remedies in 
every ſtage of Chordee, but particularly 
where it has been of long duration. In 
this ſtate of the diſeaſe I have ſometimes 
found, where opium has failed, that hew- 
bane, as I have already adviſed, the byg- 
ſcyamus niger of Linnzus, has proved ule- 
ful. Ten grains of the extract, properly 
prepared, ſhould be given two or three 
times a-day at firſt, and the doſe increaſed 
to fifteen, twenty, or more grains, accord- 
ing to its effects. I have given it to the 
extent of thirty grains three tunes a-day, 
with no inconvenience whatever ; but this 
was after the patient had been for tome 
weeks accuſtomed to take it. 

believe, indeed, as I have already RY 
ſerved, that we commonly err in giving 
too Gmall doſes of hyoſcyamus, and that 
more benefit would enſue from it, were it 
giyen in larger quantities.

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SECTION. IX. 
Of Hemorrhages from the Urethra. 


N the deſcription of the diſeaſe, we 
have ſeen that the matter of Gonor- 
rhœa is frequently tinged with blood, 
When the quantity of blood is inconſider. 
able, little or no notice is taken of it; the 
matter gradually acquires the common 
appearance, and a cure is accompliſhed in 
the uſual way; but when a blood, veſſel 
of any magnitude burſts in the urethra, as 
ſometimes happens when the inflammation 
runs high, ſuch quantities of blood are 
diſcharged as prove highly alarming. 1 
have known different inſtances of three 
'or four pounds of blood being diſcharged 
from the urethra in the ſpace of a few 
hours. 
On the firſt appearance of this ſymp- 


tom complete reſt ſhould be adviſed, for 
nothing 
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nothing tends more to promote hæmor- 
chages of every kind, particularly thoſe 
from the penis, than bodily exertion. 
The patient's bowels ſhould be opened 
with a gentle laxative ; his diet ſhould be 
of a cooling nature; he ſhould be kept 
in a cool, well-aired apartment, and the 
penis ſhould. be immerſed, from time to 
time, in a cold ſolution of ſaccharum ſas 
turni, in equal parts of vinegar and water. 
In Hæmorrhages of every kind Thave 
derived much advantage from a plentiful 
uſe of kino, and particularly in the ſymp- 
tom which we are now conſidering. It 
may be given in the quantity of twenty 
grains four times a- day, either by itſelf 
or rubbed with equal parts of gum arabic 
and fine ſugar, which renders it both 
more palatable and more grateful to the 
ſtomach. 
In ſome caſes aſtringent injections 
prove uſeful ; particularly infuſions of red,

the loſs of too much blood, recourſe muſt 
be had to preſſure. I have, in different 
inſtances, put an immediate ſtop to the 
diſcharge, by inſerting a bougie into the 
penis. When the bougie is large no- 
thing farther is neceſlary ; but when it 
does not prove ſucceſsful of itſelf, if the 
diſcharge proceeds from the fore-part of 
the penis, it may be ſtopped at once by 
gentle preſſure with a narrow roller; and 
when it flows from the perineum, preſſure 
with the hand or fingers ſhould be prefer- 
— 3 
With a view to obtain a long continued 
preſſure, a catheter of elaſtic gum may be 
uſed inſtead of a bougie, by which the pa- 
tient, with due care and attention, may 
void his urine while the: preſſure is con- 
tinued: 


mediately before the bougie is introduced, 
it may, for the moſt part, be retained as 
long as is neceſſary.

SECTION. X. 


Of Gonorrha&a in Women. 


OMEN are leſs ſuſceptible of Go- 

norrhœa than men; and with 
them it is alſo leſs violent in its ſymp- 
toms, and leſs alarming in its conſequatt 
ces. | 
Why men ſhould be more readily in- 
fected than women is difficult to explain; 
but that the diſeaſe ſhould prove more 


which 
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tinued: but if the bladder is emptied im- 


Having in this and the preceding ſec- 


violent in men is evident. The parts 
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which it * are more numerous, and 


more deeply ſeated; and we find that all 
the ſymptoms of the diſeaſe are mild or 
ſevere, according as the parts affected 
are deeply ſeated, or otherwiſe. Hence, 
as long as the extremity of the urethra 
only is affected, the ſymptoms of Gonor- 


rhœa are equally violent in both ſexes, 
During the continuance of the firſt ſtage 


of the diſeaſe in men, the pain is never 


more ſevere than we often meet with it 


in women, nor does it ever become ſo till 
the inflammation proceeds to a greater 


depth. 


In women the diſcharge proceeds either 


from the vagina or urethra, and in ſome 


caſes, partly from both. When the vagina 


only is affected, the pain is inconſiderable, 


unleſs the matter is ſo acrid as to inflame 
the clitoris, nymphæ, or labia pudendi, as 


we ſometimes find is the caſe ; but when- 


ever the urethra is the ſeat of the diſeaſe, 
the ſame degree of ardor urine takes 
Place as uſually happens in men. Nay, 


in women this een is often more {c- 


Vere, 
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vere, and the inflammation proceeds more 
readily and more frequently in them to 
the bladder, than it uſually does in men; 
for, in moſt inſtances of Gonorrhœa in 
women, they complain of ſevere pain 
over the loins, and all the region of the 
bladder, and their urine very commonly 
depoſits mucus in ſuch quantities as indi- 
cates a conſiderable affection of that or- 
gan. 
This muſt Bane from the NESS to 
the bladder being conſiderably ſhorter in 
them than in men; and the urethra being 
wider,” and not ſo liable to be obſtructed, 
the ſymptoms ariſing from affections of 
this part are neither ſo ſevere, nor are 
they uſually of ſuch long continuance. 
On examining the ſeat of Gonorrhœa 
in women, it is often difficult to deter- 
mine whether the diſeaſe exiſts or not, 
and if the patient is inclined to conceal 
any circumſtances connected with her 
ſituation, it is altogether impoſſible to aſ- 
certain this point with preciſion. This 
uncertainty often occurs from the ſimila- 
rity of Gonorrhœa to the matter of fluor 
albus, 


% 
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albus, a diſeaſe to which women are { 
very liable, that in ſome degree, ſcarcely 
any but the moſt robuſt are at all time; 
tree of it. Beſides a_ ſimilarity in the 
matter, the heat of urine, and inflamma. 
tion of the contiguous parts, are often e- 
qually ſevere in the fluor albus as they 
commonly are in Gonorrhœa. 
The chief diſtinction which external ap- 
pearances afford between the two diſeaſes, 
is, that in fluor albus the matter is of a 
whiter ' colour than in Gonorrhœa. In 
the latter, it is ſomewhat of a cream co- 
lour, whereas in fluor albus it is uſually 
pale and white, and of a thinner conſiſt- 
ence. It muſt, however, be acknowledged, 
that theſe means of diſtinction are by no 

means ſuffigient, and that no certainty 
i8 with regard to it can be obtained, but by a 
os full account being received from the pa- 
tient herſelf of all the circumſtances con- 
nected with her ſituation. Whena woman is 
ſelzed with heat of urine, and a diſcharge 
of matter from the parts of generation, and 


at the {ame time admits. that theſe ſymp- 
toms 
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toms ſucceeded to her connection with 
1 man labouring under Gonorrhœa, no 
doubt will remain of the nature of the 
diſeaſe: but, when a patient inclines to 
conceal the real cauſe of her diſeaſe, no 
means with which we are yet acquainted 
are ſufficient to aſcertain the difference 
between fluor albus and Gonorrhœa. 

It fortunately however, happens, that 
the remedy which anſwers with moſt cer- 
tainty in the one, proves equally power- 
ful in the other : the remedy to which I 
allude is an aſtringent injection. All the 
variety of injections enumerated in the 
foregoing ſections may be uſed with equal 
propriety here: but it is chiefly the vi- 
triolic ſolution, No. 18, upon which much 
dependence ſhould be placed. When du- 
ly perfiſted in, and thrown up five or fix 
times a-day, it ſeldom fails, in women, 
to accompliſh a cure of Gonorrhœa, and 
it proves equally ſucceſsful, as I have ob- 
ſerved above, in removing the fluor al- 
bus. iy 
Vor- J. M + Where, 
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Where, indeed, the conſtitution is much 


| debilitated, and where the diſcharge is 


kept up by general relaxation of the con- 
ſtitution, although injections may remove 
the running, they will not prevent a re- 
turn of it; but from much experience of 
their influence I can recommend them as 


the moſt powerful remedy that has yet 


been employed for this very diſtreſful 
iymptom, to which a great proportion of 
females are liable. EE: 

When the diſcharge proceeds from the 
vagina injections may be uſed with much 
freedom ; but in throwing them into the 
urethra more circumſpection is required 
even than in men. The urethra in women 
being ſhort, and the ſphincter of the blad- 
der more caſily forced, if injections are 
thrown up with violence they readily pals 
into the bladder; and as this might be 
productive of much irritation and pain, it 
ought to be carefully guarded againf. 
With proper attention this is eaſily done; 


and as the running proceeds, for the mok 


part, from within half an inch of the ex- 
| tremit) 
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tremity of the urethra, there is no neceſ- 
ſity for throwing injections farther. 

Where the diſeaſe is entirely confined. 
to the urethra or vagina, a cure may al- 
ways be accompliſhed by injections ; par- 
ticularly if at the ſame time due atten- 
tion is given to diet, and to the ſtate of 
the bowels : but where the bladder is al- 
ready diſeaſed, other remedies are requir- 
ed. The patient muſt loſe blood in quan- 
tities proportioned to her ſtrength ; her 
diet ſhould be low ; her bowels ſhould be 
kept eaſy with gentle laxatives; and the 
pain and irritation ſhould be leſſened or 
removed with doſes of opiates proportion- 
ed to the violence of theſe ſymptoms. 

In women the mucous glands of the 
parts affected are apt to inflame, although 
not ſo frequently as in men, nor are the 
conſequences which reſult from them ſo 
apt to prove permanent, This may hap- 
pen from none of theſe glands being ſo 
large in women: hence, when they ſwell 
from inflammation, they do not arrive at 
ſuch a bulk, and when they ſuppurate, the 
1 abſceſſes 
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| abſceſſes which enſbe more eaſily heal. 
They are chiefly ſeated in the labia pu- 
dendi and vagina. EO. 

 Swellings, of this deſcription in women 
require the ſame method of treatment as 
in men. Blood-letting, both general and 
local, ſhould be adviſed on the firſt ap- 
pearance of the tumours, and the parts af. 
tected ſhould be kept covered with a cold 
ſolution of ſaccharum ſaturni in water and 
vinegar. When this fails in preventing 
their increaſe, warm emollient cataplaſms 
ſhould be adviſed, in order to forward 
ſuppuration ; and this taking place, the 
tumour ſhould be opened by a free inci- 
ſion from one end to the other. 

Where theſe tumours arrive at a larger 
ſize than uſual, I have, in different inſtan- 
ces, both in men and women, diſcharged the 
matter by the introduction of a ſeton. But 
as ſetons are not in this ſituation eably 
managed, the mode of opening them by 
| inciſion ſhould be preferred; and it will 
commonly be found that we ſacceed beſt

by laying the den open through its 
whole length. 

In the treatment of Gonorrhœa in fe- 
males ſome uniformly preſcribe mercury, 
alchough they never adviſe it in men. 
This they do from an idea of its being 
more frequently connected with Lues Ve- 
nerea in women than in men. 

I have not found, however, that this is 
the caſe, or that there is cauſe for mer- 
cury being given for this diſeaſe in women 
more than in men. Gonorrhœa often 
taks place in women as it does in men, 
along with Lues Venerea: in ſuch cir- 
cumſtances mercury muſt no doubt be em- 
ployed; but by no means on account of 
the Gonorrhœa. So far as my obſerva- 
tion goes, the diſeaſe is to be cured in 
both ſexes in the ſame manner, chiefly, as 
J have already remarked, by the uſe of 
aſtringent injections. | 
— happens, indeed, in women, as it al- 
| {o does in men, that Gonorrhcea, particu- 
larly the milder forms of the diſeaſe, will 
diſappear whether injections are uſed or 

M 3 nor. 
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not. This, in former times, was attribut- 
ed to the purgative, demulcent, and aſtrin- 
gent medicines, which in every inſtance 
of the diſeaſe were uſed in large quanti- 
ties; but by later experience we know 
that none of theſe remedies are neceſſary, 
and that the diſeaſe diſappears as ſoon, 
and with as much certainty, where none 
of them are employed, merely by keeping 
the parts clean, with a due attention to 
regimen. 

In ſpeaking of cleanlineſs, it is proper 
to remark, that both in men and women 
it ought at all times to be inculcated, 
particularly in women, in whom the mat- 
ter of Gonorrhcea is apt to become acrid, 
and to excoriate the parts to which it is 
applied. 

Attention to this circumſtance 1s often 
adviied on the ſuppoſition of chancres 
being likely to occur from the matter of 
Gonorrhœa being allowed to reſt long 
upon any particular ſpot. Whatever ex- 
cites attention to cleanlineſs is always 


proper ; but no practitioner of oblerva- 
tion 
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tion will now admit, that cleanlineſs in 
Gonorrhœa proves uſeful by preventing 
chancres. Were this the caſe, excoria- 
tions produced by Gonorrhœa would not 
heal but with the ule of mercury ; whereas 
we all know, that they never require mer- 
cury, and that they heal eaſily merely by 
bathing the parts frequently, and prevent- 
ing the matter from reſting upon them in 
future. When bathing in water alone 
does not ſucceed, a weak ſolution of ſac- 
charum ſaturni or ceruſſa acetata, will 
ſometimes anſwer, in the proportion of a 
grain to an ounce of diſtilled water. 


SECTION XI. 


Recapitulation. 


| Havs, thus finiſhed the obſervations 

that I meant to offer upon Gonorrhœa 
as it appears both in the male and female 
patient; but it may not be improper in 
Z Ms -- this 
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this place, by a ſhort and general reca. 
pitulation, to bring all that I have ſaid 
into one Point of view. 


1. From the arguments that I have 
ſtated in the preceding ſections, it appears 
that Gonorrhcea is a local diſeaſe, pro- 

ceeding from a ſpecific contagion, and 
not neceſſarily connected with any other. 


2. That the diſcharge of matter in Go- 
norrhœa is not the effect of ulceration, 
but proceeds from an inflamed ſtate of 
the urethra and contiguous parts. | 


3. That this inflammation, while con- 
fined to the membrane of the urethra, 
particularly to the parts near to the ex-. 
tremity of the penis, never excites any 
alarming ſymptom : a diſcharge of mat- 
ter, accompanied with ardor urinæ, and 
ſome ſlight degree of Chordee, being al- 
moſt the only [ymptoms that take place. 


4. The 
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4. That the diſeaſe is always formi- 
dable in proportion to the depth of parts 
that are affected, the ſymptoms being 
more or leſs violent, and productive of 
more or leſs hazard, according as the 

infammation has reached to Cowper's 
glands, the proſtate gland, or to the blad- 
der. : 


5. That in the cure of Gonorrhcea no 
advantage is derived from mercury or any 
remedy acting entirely on the conſtitu- 
tion. The diſeaſe being local no medicine 
proves uſeful but ſuch as acts 1 — 1 up- 
on the parts affected. 


6. That where : the mem of the 
urethra alone is affected, no remedy proves 
ſo ſucceſsful as aſtringent injections *. 


7. That theſe injections, in order to act 
Wh ſafety and advantage, muſt be thrown 
ip with much caution, and repeated from 

: =

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ſix to eight or ten times a day, at the com- 


mencement of the diſeaſe; leſs frequent. 


ly as the diſcharge leſſens, and at laſt, in 


a gradual manner, laid entirely aſide. 


8. But although injections of this de- 
ſcription may be uſed with ſafety where 
the membrane of the urethra only is af, 
fected, they are never employed but with 
much riſk of doing harm where the inflam- 
mation has reached to Cowper's glands, 
to the proſtate gland, or to the bladder. 


9. That the greateſt attention is there- 
fore required in diftinguiſhing between 
the different ſtages of Gonorrhcea ; the 


tioners, brought the uſe of injections into 
diſcredit, when the fault did not lie in 
the remedy, but in the improper mode of 
applying it.

10. That in all ſtates of Gonorrhc, 
where the inflammation has gone farther | 


than the membrane of the urethra, 9 
1 . 
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of wiſhing to remove the diſcharge, we 
mould rather endeavour to ſolicit a great- 
er flow of it; the running, in ſuch cir- 
cumſtances, being only a ſecondary object 
when compared with the conſequences 
that enſue from inflammation proceeding 
to a great height. For the more certain 
prevention of which, blood- letting, both 
general and local, are particularly uſeful, 
on the firſt approach of ſuch ſymptoms as 
indicate an affection either of the mucous 
| glands of the urethra, the proſtate gland, 
or bladder. 


11. That when, notwithſtanding of 
blood-letting, a low regimen, and other 
parts of an antiphlogiſtic courſe, tumours 
form in Cowper's glands, or in other parts 
contiguous to the urethra, and when theſe 
parts actually ſuppurate, the matter ſhould 
be immediately diſcharged by an inciſion 
of a ſufficient ſize, and the ſore treated in 
the uſual way. 


12. That 
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12. That in affections of the proſtate 
gland, which do not give way to blood. 
letting, opium is chiefly to be depended 
on for relieving the irritation and diftreſ 
which enſue from them ; the pain being | 
often ſo ſevere that no other remedy proves 
uſeful. That opium, in theſe caſes, proves 
always moſt effectual when applied direct. 
ly to the parts affected, in the form of in- 
jection; and that extract of hyoſcyamus 
may be uſed when the coſtiveneſs that 
uſually reſults from opium, proves hurt- 
ful. 


13. That when the bladder is affected, 
opium or hyoſcyamus are in like manner 
to be uſed for relieving the pain. That 
uva urſi is the moſt effectual remedy for 
obviating the diſcharge of viſcid mucus 
the uſual conſequence of inflammation of 
the bladder; and that the thickening of 
the coats of the bladder, which inflan ma- 
tion, from whatever cauſe it ariſes, is apt 
to induce, has in ſome caſes been removed 
by a gentle courſe of mercury. 


14. And 


14. And laſtly, it appears, that the lead- 


alike in both ſexes, that the general me- 
thod of treatment is applicable to both: 
only that in women, as the ſituation and 
organization of the parts admit of it, in- 
jections may at all periods of the diſcaſe 
be uſed with more freedom than in men, 
an inflamed ſtate of the bladder being, in 
| women, almoſt the only circumſtance that 
can take place in Gonorrhœa to render 
injections i .

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CHAPTER III. 


Of the Conſequences of Gonorrhaa Virulenta, 


SECTION I. 


General Remarks on the Conſequences if 65. 
norrhœa Virulenta. 


LTHOUGH the treatment pointed 
out in the preceding ſections for the 


cure of Gonorrhcea proves in general ſuc- 
ceſsful, yet it muſt be admitted, that this 


does not always happen ; that inſtances 
occur of different ſymptoms proving ob- 


ſtinate, notwithſtanding a careful and at- 
tentive 
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tentive application of every remedy with 
which we are acquainted. 
The cauſes of this failure I have A 
endeavonred to explain. In this part of 
the work I mean to ſpeak of the conſe- 
quences of Gonorrhœa, ſome of which 
are, in moſt inſtances, the effect of miſ- 
management, while others enſue after the 
greateſt care and attention in the conduct 
of the cure. They are all, however, of a 
local nature, and not neceſſarily connected 
with any general diſeaſe of the conſtitu- 
tion, The following is the order in which 
I mean to treat of them: 
Gleet; ſeminal weakneſs and impoten- 
cy; ſtrictures in the urethra; abſceſſes and 
fiſtulæ in perineo; deranged ſenſations in 
the bladder and urethra ; ſwelling of the 
teſticle; ſwelling of the epidydimis and 
fpermatic chord; ſwelling of the lympha- 
tic veſſels of the penis ; ſwelling of the 
glands in the groin ; ; excoriations of the 
glans and prepuce ; phymoſis ; paraphy- 
moſis; warts on the glans, prepuce, and 
labia pudendi. And, laſtly, I ſhall add a 
| OE few 
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few obſervations on what may be termed 
Gonorrhcea Simplex, in which a diſcharge 
takes place from the urethra, without any 
infectious matter being applied to it.

SECTION II. 


Of Oleets. 


HEN the diſcharge in Gonorrhœa 

continues obſtinate, after the ſymp- 

toms of inflammation are removed, the 
diſeaſe is uſually termed a Gleet. 

From this definition we might be led to 
imagine that the import of the term Gleet 
would be clearly and generally underſtood, 
and that there could be no riſk of its be- 
ing miſapplied. This, however, is not the 

cCaſe; for the ſymptoms which one practi- 
tioner conſiders as Gleet, are by others 
ſaid to be Gonorrhœa. Some aſſert that 


Gleet does not take place till the diſcharge 
5 becomes 
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| becomes colourleſs, and reſembles mucus ; 
while others are of opinion that Gonor- 
rhœa changes into Gleet before this change 
of colour is perceived. 

All agree in this, that Gleet does not 
take place ſo long as the diſcharge is 
pable of communicating infection; but no 
preciſe marks have yet been diſcovered 
by which we can judge of this circum- 
ſtance with preciſion. When the diſcharge 
becomes tranſparent and viſcid, like mu- 
cus, I believe that no infection will ever 
enſue from it; but I alſo ſuppoſe, that it is 
often equally harmleſs long before this 
change has appeared in it. By the uſe 
of aſtringent injections, demulcents, and 
cooling purgatives; and, in ſome caſes, by 
the lapſe of time alone, the running in 
Gonorrhœa will loſe its colour, acquire a 
mucous appearance, and even abate in 
quantity, and yet it will again become 
yellow, and appear in larger quantities 
than at firſt. In ſuch circumſtances the 
diſcharge may be conſidered as altogether 
deprived of the power of communicating 

You. I. 1 infection; 
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infection; at leaſt no inſtance of the con. 
trary has ever occurred to me, and | have 


reaſon to think, that, in every inſtance it 


will be found to prove inoffenſive where 
the inflammation by which it was at firſt 
induced has been once completely re- 


moved, whatever the method of cure may 
have been by which this was accompliſh 
ed: while, on the contrary, | am con- 
vinced, from à variety of facts Which! 
could enumerate, that ſo long as the pri. 
mary inflammation of Gonorrhœa con- 
tinues, however long this may be, the dif 
charge is equally capable as at the firſt 
of communicating infection. Admitting, 
therefore that the running ſhould not be 
denominated Gleet ſo long as it remains 


infectious, it is evident that this term 


ought not to.be applied to it, till it has 
become clear and tranſparent, or till the 
inflammation by which it was at firſt ex- 
cited is removed, and of which we Call 
only be certain by the pain having ceaſed 
which accompanied the inflammatory ſtate 
of the diſeaſe, The diſcharge in Gonor- | 
| TBCR 
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rheea frequently difappears ent rely, and 
the patient conftders himſelf, for the 
ſpace of ſeveral days, nay, in fome in- 
ſtances, for weeks, as completely cured; 
when, either by violent exertion on horſe- 


| back or on foot, by exceſs in drinking, or 


too early connection with women, the 
running will again take place, with every 
mark of a new infection. When the pa- 


tient, however, is conſcious of not having 


expoſed himfelf to the rifk of being in- 


fected, he may always conſider this reno- 


vated diſcharge as of a harmleſs nature, 
provided the inflammation and pain by 
which it was at firſt excited had previouſ- 
ly diſappeared. Among other proofs of 
this, I might mention, various inſtances 
of married men, who, from Gonorrhœa 
contracted in youth, have frequently, 
during life, from one or other of the 
cauſes that I have mentioned, experienced 
frequent returns of this diſcharge, who, 
in this ſituation, have had frequent con- 
nection with their wives, without com- 
municating the diſeaſe. In ſome of theſe 
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the diſcharge will be abſent. for ſeveral 

weeks, nay, for months together; while 
in others it has not diſappeared for more 
than two or three days at once, during the 
ſpace of twenty years. -. 
On the firſt recurrence of this renovated 
diſcharge, as I have termed it, it has ex- 
actly the appearance of a new infection; 
but the event ſoon ſhews it to be different, 
If aſtringent injections are employed, 
they, for the moſt part, put an immediate 


ſtop to the diſcharge ; and, when left to 


itſelf, the matter becomes more quickly 


colourleſs than 1 in recent caſes of Gonor:- 


_—. 

In one inſtance, a gentleman applied to 
me in a ſtate of great anxiety and diſtrels, 
the day after his marriage. He came 


upwards of twenty miles from the coun- 


try, with every appearance of a recent 


clap; which, he aſſured me, had broken 


out that yery morning, although no ap- 
pearance of an infection, under which he 
formerly laboured, had been perceived 


for upwards of three months, nor had be, 
during

during that period, been expoſed to the 
riſk of getting a new one. This, in the 
ſtate of temporary frenzy, under which 
found him, led to the diſtreſsful idea f 
his having been infected during the pre- 
ceding night, by his newly married wife. 
aſſured him that this was impoſſible; 
| for that, independent of the ſurety which 
he derived from the unblemiſhed charac- 
ter of his wife, no infection could have 
appeared with ſuch violence in ſuch a 
ſhort ſpace of time; and on hearing that 
he formerly laboured under Gleet, I alſo 
| ventured to ſay, that the diſcharge would 
probably diſappear almoſt as ſuddenly as 
its approach had been rapid. My pre- 
diction proved true. I immediately threw 
up a vitriolic injection, and cauſed him 
| repeat it three or four times in the courſe 
| of a few hours. By five or fix o'clock in 
the afternoon nothing but a flight oozing 
from the urethra was perceptible ; I fur- 
uſhet him with more of the injection, 

and he went home perfectly ſatisfied in 
the evening. 
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This happened ſeveral years ago, and 
the ſame appearances have uni formly re- 
curred fince that period, upon every con- 
nection with his wife, but no infection has 
ever been communicated to her, For 4 
conſiderable time he always had recourſe 
to the injection on the running taking 
place, but at laſt, being perfectly convin- 
ced of its being harmleſs, he allowed it to 


years, he has ſeldom been free of it for 
many days together. 

But although patients, when long ac- 
cuſtomed to this diſcharge, come to find 
that it does not communicate infection, 
ſtill they can never look upon it with in- 
difference; they all find it troubleſome 
and diſtreſsful, and are therefore, at times, 
anxious to have it removed. When, along 
with this we conſider, that long continued 
Gleets are apt to lay the foundation of 
ſome very obſtinate and perplexing diſ- 
eales of the urethra, it muſt at once ap- 
pear, that in every inſtance, this ſymptom 
merits our moſt ſerious attention. 


 Gleet 
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| Gleet ſeems evidently to ariſe from dif- 
rent cauſes, requiring different modes of 
treatment: it will therefore be proper to 
conſider them ſeparately, | 


1. The moſt frequent variety of Gleet 
ſucceeds to the firſt ſtage of Gonorrhœa, 
in which we do not ſuppoſe, that. the ori- 
ginal inflammation went farther than the 
urethra itſelf, or the fall mucous glands 
immediately empty ing into it. 

When the cure of this ſtage of Gonor- 
rhœa 18 interrupted, either by improper 
treatment, or by negligence on the part 
of the patient, and when the diſcharge is 
thereby allowed to go on for a great length 
of time, Gleet is thus frequently produ- 
cd. Aſtringent injections will, for the 

| moſt part indeed, put a ſtop to the run- 

ning, but the flighteſt exceſs very com- 
monly excites a return of it. 

This variety of the diſeaſe we conclude 
vo proceed from relaxation and debility in 
the parts firſt affected, and that the obſti- 

nacy with which it often continues de- 
M4 pends 
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pends upon a farther degree of weakneſ, 
induced 1n theſe parts by the longer con- 


tinuance of the diſcharge ; by which it 


would appear to have a power, if not coun- 
teracted, of pomtinuing Or r propagating it- 
ſelf. 

By ſome, indeed, this idea of weakneſs 
or relaxation being capable of producing 
Gleet, is ridiculed ; and as the ſuggeſtion 
comes from very reſpectable _—_— 
think it right to notice it *, 

Mr Hunter obſerves, that by mechani- 
cal weakneſs is underſtood the want of 
power to perform ſome action, or ſuſtain 
ſome force; by animal weakneſs the fame; 
but he cannot underſtand the expreſſion 
when applied to an animal, performing an 
uncommon, or an additional action, as 
ſeems from the quantity of matter dil- 
charged, to happen in Gleet. 

This opinion appears to be founded up- 

on the idea of an increaſed diſcharge be- 


ing always the conſequence of an increa- 
| fed

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{-d action in the veſlels of the part from 
whence it proceeds; and it originates from 
his not diſcriminating between general 
debility, and local relaxation or loſs of 
tone in a particular part. 

Although an increaſed diſcharge ; in the - 
reſſels of a part would ſeem to imply an 
increaſed action in theſe veſſels, yet the 
reverſe of this will, I believe, in moſt in- 
ſtances, be found to happen; and that ſu- 
perabundant evacuations proceed, in a 
great proportion of caſes, from local de- 
| bility. Loſs of tone in the exhalents, will 
neceſſarily produce a more copious dif- 
charge of their contents than will proba- 
bly happen while their power of retention 
remains entire. Were theſe veſſels un- 
connected with the reſt of the ſyſtem this 
would not take place ; but connected as 
they are with the arterial ſyſtem, while 
the vis a tergo remains the ſame, any par- 
tial debility to which they may be liable, 
muſt, perhaps univerſally, be attended 
with a Preternatural effufion of their con- 
tents. 


There 
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There 3 is much reaſon to ſuppoſe, from 
the phenomena of inflammation, that an 
increaſed action takes place in the veſſels 
of the part affected: but during the ex- 
iſtence of this increaſe of tone, we com- 
monly find, that, in Gonorrhœa, the dit- 
charge is not ſo large as it afterwards be- 
comes when the ſymptoms of inflamma- 
tion abate. Nay, it is well known that 
the diſcharge is apt to ſtop entirely when 
the parts affected inflame to a greater de- 
gree than utual, and that nothing ſo rea- 
dily ſolicits a return of it, as the removal 
of this inflammation by emollient injec- 
tions. 8 
This is an argument of ſome import- 
ance in favour of our opinion, and it 1s 
farther confirmed by the nature of many 
of the remedies that we employ in Gleet; 
which are either aſtringent, ſtrengthen- 
ing, or ſtimulating, and other applications 
of a ſimilar nature, which ſeem to act by 
exciting an increaſed exertion in the veſ- 
ſels of the affected parts, by which they 


are 
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are enabled to reſiſt the action of the ar- 
terial ſyſtem from behind. 1 
I therefore conſider it as clear and de- 

cided, that this variety of Gleet proceeds 
from relaxation and debility of the exha- 
lents of the urethra, and, perhaps allo, of 
the excretory ducts of the ſmaller mucous 
glands of that paſſage. 

This opinion of Gleet being connected 
with debility, may indeed be carried too 
far, as happens, I believe, daily in com- 

mon practice. Where Gleet bas been of 
long duration, many imagine that it has 
either at firſt ariſen from general weak- 
neſs, or that it has tended to excite ſuch 
a general degree of debility as muſt ob- 
ſtruct every attempt towards a cure, till 
_ this ſtate of the ſyſtem is removed. 

Hence patients in this ſituation are with 
much care and anxiety enjoined the uſe 
of bark, ſteel, and other tonics, with a 
view to remove the general debility; while 
leſs attention is uſually given to the real 
cauſe of the diſeaſe, the local relaxation 
of the parts affected. 
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That general weakneſs often takes place 


in Gleet, and that it may even be induced 
by a long continuance of the diſcharge, 


will not be denied; but J have much rea- 
ſon to think, that in practice, this idea i; 
often carried farther than it ought to be. 
This muſt always be the caſe whenever 
it makes us loſe ſight, as I have obſerved 
already, of the real origin of the diſeaſe; 
but there is alſo cauſe to imagine, that in 
giving additional vigour to the ſyſtem 
at large, we tend to increaſe the diſcharge 
by the urethra, unleſs the tone of the 
parts which have been more particularly 
weakened be at the ſame time reſtored. 
The reaſon of this has been explained 


above, and I have often had proofs of the 


hurtful tendency of the practice ; by 
which, while the patient, from the effects 


of ſea-bathing, a full diet, and the uſe oi 


tonics, was daily getting more full in fieſh 
than he was before, the diſeaſe has evi- 
dently been gaining ground, from no par- 


ticular attention being given to the ſtate 
| | 5 | of 
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of the parts from whence the running 
originated. | 

In a ſtate of univerſal Jebility; whether 
induced by a long continuance of the diſ- 
charge, or by any other cauſe, the moſt 
powerful remedies ſhould no doubt be 
employed for it; but what 1 wiſh to in- 
culcate is, that in common practice we 
rather do harm by conſidering this gene- 

ral relaxation of the ſyſtem as the firſt 
object of attention, when, in fact, it often 
either does not take place at all, or only 
in ſuch a degree as to render it a matter 
of very trifling importance, when com- 
pared with the local diſeaſe in the ure- 
_ thra, 

In a great proportion of caſes of this 
variety of Gleet, our attention ſhould be 
chiefly directed to this affection of the 
urethra ; and by experience we find that 
ſuch remedies are chiefiy to be relied on 
as act directly upon the ſeat of the diſeaſe. 

Various remedies have been employed 
for this purpoſe, but they may all be com- 
prehended under che two general heads of 

aſtringents 
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aſtringents and ſtimulants; for all that 
have yet been found uſeful in this deſcrip. 
tion of Gleet, feem either to act by their 
aſtringent properties, or by their power of 
ſtimulating the parts to which they are 
applied. 

When aſtringent injections have not 
been employed, they ought, in the firſt 
place, to get a full trial; for although 
they do not always prove fucceſsful, yet 
they frequently do fo, and we feldom find 
that any riſk enſues from them, as fome- 


times does from thoſe which ſtimulate. 


Any of the aſtringent folutions for 
which prefcriptions are given in the Ap- 
pendix, may be employed; but the vitrio- 
lic ſolution, No. 18. is one of the ſafeſt, 
and very commonly proves the moſt ef- 
fectual. In the uſe of all aftringent injec- 
tions they ought to be thrown up fre- 
quently, not lefs than fix or eight times a 
day, This 1 particulartly noticed when 
ſpeaking of injections in Gonorrhœa, and 
it proves ally proper in this variety of 


But 
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But where aſtringent injections have 
been already employed for the cure of a 
previous Gonorrhcea, and where there is 
no doubt of their having received a pro- 
per trial, as there would be no cauſe to ex- 
pect advantage from a farther uſe of them, 
they ought not to be longer continued. 
In that ſtate of the diſeaſe where a plen- 
tiful diſcharge takes place, with little or 
no pain, and where aſtringents have been 
employed with no advantage, ſtimulating. 
| applications are to be chiefly truſted. 

- The ſtimulants that we ' employ are of 
two kinds ; acrid ſolutions and mixtures 
in the form of injections ; and bougies : 
which ever of the two are uſed, it ought 
to ſtimulate the parts gently to which it 

is applied, but not in ſuch a degree as to 

excite much inflammation. Remedies of 
this claſs prove moſt ſucceſsful where they 
give only a moderate degree of pain and 
heat in the urethra; ſuch as is felt in the 
commencement of the firſt ſtage of Go- 
norrhœa. We often indeed meet with in-

medies employed in Gleet muſt act in a 
gree as experience ſhews to prove uſeful.

ſtance. A ſwelled teſticle is not an un- 
common effect of it ; and I have known 
the inflammation proceed to the proſtate 
gland and bladder. 

This, however, may in almoſt every in- 
ſtance be prevented, by due attention to 
the ſtrength of the injection; nor can it 
ever occur but from ſome very unuſual pe- 
culiarity in the ſtate of the parts, or from 
great inattention on the part of the practi- 
tioner. Although none can go more fully 
into the uſe of injections than I have done 


for a long time paſt, I have not met with 
. | more 


more than two or three inſtances of ſwell- 
ing of the teſtes, being ever induced by 
them: TI rather, indeed, think that a pro- 
per uſe of injections : tends to prevent ſuch 
frequent recurrences of this ſymptom as 
would otherwiſe happen. It has not at 
leaſt been nearly ſo frequent, in the courſe 
of my experience, ſince I truſted almoſt 
entirely to injections for the cure of Go- 
norrhcea, as 1t was before, and I conclude 
that in this reſpe& they act entirely bs 
cutting ſhort the duration of the diſcharge, 
which in a moſt obvious manner they do, 
and by which they muſt with much cer- 
tainty leſſen the chance of attack of all 
[ymproms « connected with the diſeaſe, ſwell- 
ings of the teſtes as well as others, 
In the uſe of injections, however, much 
eircumſpection is neceſſary ; for if they be 
not of a ſtrength ſufficient to excite ſome 
degree of irritation, little or no advantage 
enſues from them, while much harm might 
be done by having them too ſtrong, In 
the formule annexed to this they are of a 
proper ſtrength for a great Proportion of 
I Ole be : al i caſes; 
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caſes; and as an additional ſtrength cap 
be eafily given when on trial they are 
found to be too weak, they ſhould not per. 
haps in any inſtance be ſtronger on their 
firſt application. 
One of the beſt injections that I have 
employed in Gleet, is a weak ſolution of 
muriated corroſive mercury in water“. 
That is, in the proportion of an eight part 
of a grain of the mercury to an onnce of 
water, which is as ſtrong as it ought ever 
to be at firit ; although tome in a gradual 
manner come to bear tt iu the quantity of 
half a grain to the ounce. I know that 
ſome have adviſed it of a ftill greater 
ſtrength, even to the extent of a grain of 
mercury to the ounce of water ; but al- 
though I am in the daily practice of uſing 
it, I have met with none who could bear 
it of this ſtrength. I therefore ſuſpect that 
thoſe who vice. it have never been in 
the practice of uſing it. 

J bave taken the more particular notice 


of Fhis, as ſeveral inſtances have fallen 
within

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within my obſervation, of very pernicious 
conſequences from injections containing 
too great a proportion of corroſive mer- 
cury, while no inconveniency enſues from 
them when not ſtronger than thoſe 1 have 
pointed out. 
where a ſolution of corroſive mercury 
by itſelf has failed, I have known the ad- 
dition of ſaccharum ſaturni prove uſeful *; 
and in ſome very irritable patients, in whom 
even the ſmalleſt quantity of the mercury 
has given much pain, an addition of muci- 
lage has enabled them to bear it. Of this 
a formula is given in the Appendix f. 
A folution of fal ammoniac # proves 
ſometimes effectual in this ſtate of Gleet, 
The volatile alkali, fuch as aqua ammo- 
niæ, or ſpiritus falis ammoniaci, properly 
diluted, make likewiſe uſeful injections for 
this purpoſe, as in formulæ, No. 28. and 
29. ; and verdigriſe, diſſolved either in oil 
or in ſpirit of ſal ammoniac, afford alſo a 


very effectual form of injection for the 
9 ſame

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ſame purpoſe: formulæ of theſe laſt are 

given in Nos. 30. and 31.; and in ſome 
inſtances itincture of catharides, properly 
diluted, as in No. 32. has been found to 
anſwer. 

Beſides the circumſtance of aſcertaining 
the proper ſtrength of theſe injections, a 
good deal of addreſs 1s required 1n apply- 
ing them. 15 They muſt not be employed 
either fo long or ſo frequently as aſtrin- 
gent injections : From theſe no harm can 
ale, however frequently they may be 
applied ; but ſtimulating injections ſhould 
not be continued longer than merely to 
excite ſome degree of irritation in the 
Parte affected. 

This being accompliſhed, a few for: 
ſhould elapſe before any other remedy is 
employed ; for it ſometimes happens that 
the running will ſtop after theſe ſtimulat- 
ing injections are laid aſide, although, du- 
ring the uſe of them, it appeared to be in- 
creaſed. But when, after an interval of 
three or four days, this does not take place, 


** injections ſhould be employed 
in 
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in the manner already ovlintich out for the 
firſt ſtage of Gonorrhcea. 8 

Eyen theſe will not always ſucceed; for 
we frequently find that although the run- 
ning may diſappear for a few days, that 
it will return again and SR and with 
equal violence as at firſt; 

In ſuch circunſtances, the ſtimulating 
injections ſhould again be renewed, and 
the inflammation excited in a greater de- 
cree than before; for I have commonly 
found that this may be done with more 
afety in the ſubſequent application of 
theſe injections; and in the more advan- 
ced ſtages of Gleet, the higher the degree 
of inflammation that can with ſafety be 
excited, the more certain we are of 1ts 
proving ſucceſsful. 

When injections do not ſucceed, a pro- 
per application of bougies will ſometimes 
anſwer. By irritating the urethra, bougies 
ict nearly in the ſame manner with ſtimu- 
ating injections : in ſome inſtances they 
have appeared to prove more effectual than 
njedtions, perhaps from the ſupport that 
"WY. r 
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they give to parts which have been de- 
prived of their tone. This, however, does 
not happen with much certainty ; inſo- 
much that I always give the preference 
to injections in the firſt inſtance, as being 
leſs formidable in the application to thoſe 
who have not been accumſtomed to the 
uſe of bougies. 1 
Bougies compoled of the moſt ſimple 
materials, commonly anſwer all that we 
expect from this kind of remedy; but 
when theſe fail in exciting a ſufficient de- 
gree of inflammation, they are eaſily 1 made 
more active by dipping them in oil of 
turpentine, in a thin liniment of wax and 
oil with a ſmall proportion of red preci- 
pitate, or in common haſilicon reduced 
with oil of turpentine, to the conſiſtence 
of a liniment. 
I have no reaſon to think that mercu- 
rials act in the cure of Gleet as ſpecifics ; 
but the ſtimulus which mercurial oint- 


ment gives to the urethra, when applied " 


upon bougies, Proves ho as effectual as 
that of any other irritating ſubſtance. I. 


15 Proper, however, LO oblerye, that oint- 
ments 


% 
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ments uſed for this purpoſe aul be 
ſtrongly impregnated with mercury: there 
ould not be leſs than equal parts of quick- 
filver and hog's-lard ; and I have ſome- 
times thought that mercury extinguiſhed - 
by triturating with honey, acts more cer- 
tainly as a ſtimulant than it uſually does 
with any unctuous ſubſtance. | | 

If the conſtitution is much debilitated, 
while this application. of remedies to the 
diſeaſed parts is going on, a nouriſhing, 
invigorating diet ſhould be adviſed. Ani- 
mal food, together with a moderate por- 
tion of red wine ſhould be allowed daily ; 
and in ſuch circumſtances bark may with 
propriety be exhibited as a tonic : but for 
the reaſons that I have given, there is 
much cauſe to think that the general prac- 
tice of giving bark, ſteel, and other tonics, 
in all caſes of this kind, 1s by no means 
well founded, and in many inſtances that 
1t does 1 

Some of the ſtimulating aſtringent bal- 
ſams, given internally, frequently prove 
nſeful here; probably from their ten- 
04 dency 
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dency to ſtimulate in a more particular 
manner the organs of urine. Balſamum 
copaiba is chiefly uſed for this purpoſe, 
but Canada balſam, and all the turpen- 
tines, may be employed with perhaps 
equal advantage. Fifteen or twenty drops 
of any of thele may be given three or r four 
times a-day. | 

A cautious uſe of cantharides has alſo 
proved ſerviceable in this variety of Gleet. 
Ten drops of the tincture may be given 
vo or three times a-day. 

But, although ſome advantage may be 
derived from all of theſe remedies when 
employed along with local ſtimulants, yet 
no dependence is otherwiſe to be placed 
on them. This, it may be ſaid, renders 
the advantages that are ſaid to ariſe from 
them both doubtful and equivocal ; but in 
different caſes I think I have evidently de- 
rived greater benefit from a combination 
of the two ſets of remedies, than we uſual- 
ly do from the ſeparate uſe of either of 


them. 5 
Cold 
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Cold bathing is a remedy commonly 
»dviſed in Gleets, and where the conſtitu- 
tion is much debilitated, it ſeldom fails 
to prove uſeful; otherwiſe no advantage 
accrues from it, if it be not from the lo- 
cal application of cold to the parts chiefly 
affected. In this view, the daily effuſion 
of cold water upon the penis, and bath- 
ing the perineum, is ſometimes adviſed 
with advantage. | 


2. The next moft frequent variety of 
Gleet ſucceeds to the ſecond ſtage of Go- 
norrhœa. After all the ſymptoms excited 
by the actual preſence of inflammation 
have ſubſided, this variety of the diſeaſe 
is very apt to terminate in Gleet. 

In the third ſection of the laſt chapter 
[ endeavoured to ſhew, that in thts ſtage 
of Gonorrhœa, Cowper's glands are chief. 
ly affected, and that they afford a great 
proportion of all the matter that is diſ- 
charged. Any inflammation which takes 
pace along with this in the membrane of 
the urethra, is, for the moſt part, eaſily 
removed 
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removed; ſo that the Gleet, which of. 
ten ſucceeds, proceeds either altogether, 
or nearly ſo, from the cavities of theſe 
glands. 
___ Gleet, proceeding from this cauſe, is, 
for the moſt part, eaſily diſtinguiſhed from 
that which I have deſcribed as the firſt 
or moſt frequent variety of the diſeaſe. 
In this laſt the matter uſually proceeds 
from within an inch, or little more, of 
the glans ; or when parts farther back are 
affected, the diſcharge may be eaſily for. 
ced off from them by very gentle preſſure 
upon the perineum : but, in the other, the 
matter is in every inſtance found to pro- 
ceed from the upper part of the urethra; 
a greater degree of preſſure upon the parts 
1s neceſlary to force it out; and ſome de- 
gree of fullneſs, accompanied with irrita— 
tion, and even with pain, is experienced 
on the perineum being compreſſed for this 
purpoſe. 
We are alſo aſſiſted in the . by 
the hiſtory of the preceding Gonorrh@ ; 


for 1 it Will uniformly appear that the firſt 
variety 
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variety of Gleet has ſucceeded to the firſt 
ſtage of Gonorrhœa, and that the ſecond 
ſtage of Gonorrhœa has given riſe to that 
which we are now conſidering. 

m the treatment of Gleet it is of import- 
| ance to have this difference aſcertained, 
for the remedies which commonly prove 
ſucceſsful in the one, are uſed in the other, 
either without any ad vantage, or even 
with evident proofs of doing harm. Thus, 
although in the firſt variety of Gleet we 
depend ſo much upon ſtimulating injec- 
tions, that a cure can ſeldom be obtained 
without them; in the other, where the 
larger glands of the urethra are affected, 
theſe injections render every {ſymptom 
worſe than it was before. At leaft this 
always happens where the injection 1s of 
ſuch a ſtrength as to excite pain and in- 
flammation; and if weaker than this, it 
may be uſed for an indefinite length of 
time without any effect. The glands 
opening into "IP urethra being here the 
leat of the diſeaſe, aſtringent injections, 


plied as I have elſewhere obſerved, to 
__ their 
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their excretory ducts, may produce a tem. 

porary ſtoppage of the diſcharge; but, as 
they do not reach the cavities of the 
glands, they cannot be ſuppoſed to pro- 
duce any permanent advantage. While, 
again, when an injection of ſuch a ſtrength 
is employed as to excite inflammation up- 
on the ends of theſe ducts, it is apt to pro- 
duce ſwelling in the glands themſelves, 
which at laſt commonly terminates in 
ſuppuration, to the great diſtreſs and dif. 
appointment both of the patient and prac- 
titioner. 

Hence whenever it is with certainty 
knowh that a Gleet 1s of this deſcription, 
injections ſhould be no longer employed; 
or when, for the ſatisfaction of patients, 
a farther trial of injections become necel- 
ſary, fuch preparations only ſhould be 
uſed as are ſlightly aſtringent. 

In ſuch circumſtances, bougies, and bliſ- 
ters to the perineum, are the moſt effectual 
remedies that I have employed. The 
bougies ſhould be of the mildeſt kind, 
ſuch as ſtimulate the parts gently, without 


exciting 
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exciting inflammation. By this, and by 
the ſupport which from their ſize and form 
they afford to the weakened parts, they 

often prove uſeful ; and even when they | 
e more tha we either may have 
wiſhed or expected, they do not ſo readily 
do harm as 1njections ; ; for the inflamma- 
tion which bougies in this ſituation excite 
is always accompanied with a copious diſ- 
charge of matter, by which the inconve- 
nience that might otherwiſe enſue from 
them is prevented. 

Bougies, for every purpoſe, ſhould be as 
large as the capacity of the urethra will 
admit; but a full ſized bougie is ſtill more 
neceſlary in this variety of Gleet than in 
lome other ſymptoms of the diſeaſe ; for 
it is chiefly by their ſize that they prove 
uleful in the cure. : 
In a great proportion of caſes it ap- 
pears, in the courſe of a few days, whe- 
ther bougies are to prove uſeful or not ; 
but no permanent benefit ever enſues from 
taem if they be not continued for a con- 
iderable time. When the diſeaſe has been 


of 
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of long netten the bougies ſbould be 
applied for the pace of ten or twelve 
weeks, and not even then deſiſted from if 
the cure be not confirmed. It is proper, 
however, to obſerve, after bougies have 
been uſed without interruption for three 
or four weeks together, that they ſhould 
from time to time be laid afide, that the 
effects which they produce may be dif. 
covered ; for while they are daily intro- 
duced we cannot with certainty know 
whether the diſcharge which takes place 
is the effect of the diſeaſe, or of the irri- 
tation which the bougies excite, as they | 
can never be applied for any length of 
1 | time together, not even to a ſound urethra, 
m4 without being found covered with matter, 
4 or with mucus in the form of matter, on 
their being withdrawn. "I 
When bougies fail, a bliſter applied over 
the whole perineum ſometimes proves uſe- 
ful. Whether it is by ſtimulating the parts 
affected that bliſters act in the removal of 
 Gleet, or by the diſcharge which they en- 


cite from the ſurface, is uncertain 3 for in 
ſome 


a 
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ſome an evident advantage enſues upon 
their firſt application, and before any 
quantity of diſcharge can have occurred; 

| while in others no effect is obſerved to re- 
ſult from them till the ſecond, third, or 
perhaps, fourth bliſter, has been applied. 
In a few inſtances, ſome advantage has ap- 
peared to enſue from a ſmall portion of 
the bliſtered part being kept open with 
epiſpaſtic ointment; from which I was 
induced, in two caſes of much obſtinacy, 
to adviſe the introduction of a ſmall ſeton 
on one {ide of the perineum ; but although 
this ſeemed likewiſe to leſſen the diſcharge, 
the advantage derived from i it was neither 
ſo great nor ſo obvious as to compenſate 
the inconvenience ariſing from the diſa- 
greeable nature of the remedy. 

Where this variety of Gleet proves ob- 
ſtinate, ſcrophula is often diſcovered as 
the cauſe of it. If ſcrophula has not al- 
ready appeared in a more evident form in 
other parts of the body, it often happens 
that the glands of the neck, and other ſuſ- 
bicious parts, are found to be tumefied, 
and 


ver 
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and that the complexion of the Patient, 
which i is commonly delicate, gives much 
cauſe to conclude that the ſyſtem ; is not 


By free of it. 


In ſuch circumſtances, all the 3 

uſually employed in ſcrophula are adviſed. 
Bark and hemlock ſometimes prove uſe- 
ful; but no remedy that has yet been em- 
ployed acts WAR. equa. utility as ſea- 


bathing. 


In enumerating the different varieties 
of Gleet, I have proceeded in the order 
in which they moſt frequently appear, 
The next of which I ſhall take notice pro- 
ceeds from ſtrictures in the urethra. 

In an enſuing ſection I ſhall find it ne- 
ceſſary to enter more minutely upon the 
conſideration of venereal ſtrictures in the 
prethra : at preſent, therefore, it ſeems 
only neceſſary to ſay, that they are to be 
conſidered as a very frequent cauſe of 
Gleet. The ſpongy ſurface of the urethra, 
the ſubſtance in which theſe ſtrictures are 


ſeated, is very apt to become tender and 
excoriatcd, 


3 3 A light F of ulceration 


thus takes place, which continues to give 
out matter while any degree of the ſtric- 
ture remains; and where the extent of 
the diſeaſe is conſiderable, this of itſelf 
would afford a very copious diſcharge ; ; 
but beſides this, the remora which every 
ſtricture. occaſions, of urine and mucus 


between the part in which the ſtricture is 


ſeated and the bladder, acts as a very 


powerful cauſe of irritation, and in this 
manner renders the diſcharge more abun- 


dant than we almoſt ever find it to be, in 


Gleet proceeding from any other cauſe. 


Where ſtrictures are not ſuſpected as the 
cauſe of Gleet, as often happens where the 
obſtruction to the flow of urine is not con- 
ſiderable, the patient as well as the ſurgeon 


is apt to be deceived, and to proceed daily 


with the plan of effecting a cure by in- 
jections, balſam of copaiba, and other 
aſtringents. None of theſe remedies, how- 
ever, have any influence, and the diſ- 
charge, after many years continuance, is 


found to be nearly i in the ſame ſtate, or 


Yolo * perhaps 
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perhaps worle, than it was at firſt, Of 
this every practitioner muſt have met 
with inſtances, and they always prove the 
ſource of much perplexity and embarraſſ. 
ment. 

Whenever Gleet, rherefore, . the 
uſual remedies, and is thus particularly 
obſt inate, it ſhould be our firſt object to 
aſcertain the real ſtate of the urethra, and 
to learn whether ſtrictures exiſt in it or 
not. In ſome caſes this will at once be 
known from the ſtate of ſymptoms obtain- 
ed from the patient, as well as from exter- 
nal preſſure upon the urethra from the 
point of the penis to the fundament. This, 
however, will only happen in the more 
ſevere degrees of the diſeaſe. Where the 
obſtruction is ſlight, it may, as I have al- 
ready obſerved, paſs unnoticed ; ſo that in 
all ſuch circumſtances, and eſpecially 
where there is any cauſe for doubt, the 
paſſage ſhould be examined with a bougie, 
by which alone any certainty upon bis 
point can be obtained, 


When 
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When the exiſtence of iriaure ; is diſ— 
covered, all other remedies ſhould be laid 
aſide, and the cure truſted to bougies. 
Hereafter I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak 
more particularly of bougies; at preſent 
it is only neceſſary to ſay, that they are 
the only remedy. upon which we can de- 
pend for the removal of ſtrictures, and 
that they very commonly prove effectual 
when perſiſted in for a due length of 
time. 

When the diſcharge mp entirely 
from ſtrictures, it will, for the moſt part, 
ſon ſubſide on theſe being removed; but 
when 1t continues more than a few days af- 
ter the bougies are withdrawn, it becomes 
proper to employ aſtringent injections in 
order to carry it off. Lime-water an- 
ſwers well: for this particular purpoſe, 
indeed, it anſwers better than any other 
form of injection that J have uſed, but it 
requires to be diluted with an equal quan- 
ity of common water. |

4. The laſt variety of Gleet which | 
have to notice proceeds from a ſwelled 
ſtate of the proſtate gland, and ſucceeds, 
as we have already had occaſion to ſee, to | 
the third ſtage of Gonorrhœa Virulenta, 
In treating of Gonorrhœa the ſymptom: 

were enumerated by which affections of 

the proſtate gland may be diſcovered; but 
we have no certain means of knowing to 

what extent this gland may be {ſwelled 
but by examination with the finger in 
ano. 

Beſides the inconveniency ariſing from 
the diſcharge itſelf, in common to this 
and every variety of Gleet, there is for 


the moſt part a good deal of uneaſineß, 


and even pain, produced by the ſwelling 
of this gland ; which excites alſo a more 
Frequent defire to paſs water than any 
other variety of the diſeaſe, together wi ith 
.a ſenſation of heat and fulneſs over the 
whole parts contiguous to the anus. The 
teneſmus with which it is often accompay 
nied is alſo a very diſtreſsful ſymptom:

Gleet 
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Gleet, — from this cauſe, is 
ſometimes combined with other varieties 
of the diſeaſe, particularly with that which 
was laſt deſcribed. In this caſe the diſ- 
charge has moſt frequently the appearance 
of being a mixture of pus and mucus; but 
when it proceeds entirely from a diſeaſed _ 
ſtate of the. proſtate gland, it is thinner 
than purulent matter, and, although ſome- 


times tinged, of a pale, or yellow colour, 


it is more frequently of the conſiſtence 
and colour of mucus.— This makes it of- 
ten be miſtaken by the patient for a diſ- 
charge of ſemen. 7 

No injections are of any utility in chis 


variety of Gleet; nor is any advantage 
derived from bougies. On the contrary, 
they are both apt to do harm, particularly 


a perſeverance in the uſe of them; a prac- 


tice which thoſe not accuſtomed to this 
branch of buſineſs are very apt to fall in- 


to. Swellings of this gland are very com- 
monly attended with ſome degree of ob- 
ſtruction to the paſſage of urine, and when 


| chis is miſtaken for ſtrictures, as often 


P * happens, 
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happens, bougies are immediately adviſed 
in order to remove it. For the moſt part, 
however, they excite much irritation in 
the gland itſelf, as well as an increaſe 
both of the pain and of the diſcharge. 

Opiates are the remedies upon which 
our chief dependence ſhould be placed. 
By allaying irritation, they not only keep 
the patient free from pain, but in doing 
fo they tend more than any other remedy 
to leſlen the diſcharge. It muſt, how- 
ever, be acknowledged, that they ad 
chiefly as palliatives ; but even the mere 
prevention of pain is a point of no ſmall 
importance in a diſeaſe which otherwiſe 
is apt to render the patient miſerable. In 
ſpeaking of affections of this gland in the 
third ſtage of Gonorrhcea, I adviſed opi- 
ates to be uſed in clyſters, inſtead of be- 
ing taken by the mouth. They do not, 
in this form, ſo readily induce ſickneſs, 
and they uſually prove more effectual in 
relieving pain. 

In ſeveral inſtances, where no great ad- 


vantage has been derived from all the 
1 ©. quantity 
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quantity of laudanum that durſt be given 

by the mouth, patients have been kept 

eaſy by a grain or two of opium diſſolved 
in a ſmall quantity of mucilage, and 
thrown, from time to time, into the rec- 
tum. 

Where this 60 of 1 proſtate OC- 
curs in ſcrophula, an occurrence by no 
means uncommon, hyoſcyamus, cicuta, 
and ſea-bathing, are the remedies uſually 
employed; and although they ſeldom ac- 
compliſh a cure where the gland is much 
ſwelled, yet they frequently afford re- 
lief; and ſlighter degrees of the diſeaſe 
have, in ſome inſtances, been removed by 
them. „ 

In the uſe of hyoſcyamus, I think it 
right to obſerve, that it is commonly gi- 
ven in too ſmall doſes. Inſtead of giving 
a grain only or ſo of the extract at firſt, 
and increaſing the doſe ſlowly, it may, to 
an adult, be given to the quantity of fix 
or eight grains two or three times a-day, 
and increaſed to twelve, fifteen, or even 


twenty grains for each doſe. _ 
My Some 
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Some practitioners, as I have already 
had occaſion to remark, give mercury in 
every variety of Gleet, but I have never 
known any advantage derived from it, 
and where the proſtate gland is diſeaſed 
it very commonly does harm. - 

As I have mentioned above, that in 
Gleet proceeding from ſtrictures in the 
urethra, a ſlight degree of ulceration ſome- 
times takes place, it may be imagined that 
mercury ſhould in ſuch inſtances prove 
uſeful, from its well known powers of 
healing venereal ulcers. It is not, how- 
ever, found to promote the cure of theſe 
ulcerations ; a circumſtance that may be 
conſidered as a farther proof of the diffe- 
rence between Gonorrhœa Virulenta and 
Lues Venerea; for if ulcers of this deicrip- 
tion were induced by the matter of Lues 
Venerea, mercury would ſeldom fail in 
curing them, while no other remedy would 
ever prove ſucceſsful. But, inſtead of 
this, I have repeatedly found, that no ad- 
vantage is derived from mercury in the 
treatment of this ſymptom ; while bou- 

gles, 
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gies, when properly enen very com- 
monly prove effectual. 

What I have hitherto ſaid upon ah 
ſubject of Gleet relates chiefly to the diſ- 
eaſe as it occurs in men, Gleet being in 
them both more frequent, and of much 
more difficult treatment than it uſually is 
in women. 

We often meet with it, however, in 
women: but it is here proper to remark, 
that Gleet is equally difficult to diſtin- 
guiſh from fluor albus, as in a former ſec- 
tion I have obſerved it to be with regard to 
Gonorrhœa. Referring to what was then 
ſaid upon the means of diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween Gonorrhœa and Gleet, I ſhall at 
| preſent proceed ſhortly to obſerve, that in 
women we depend entirely for the cure 
of Gleet upon a proper perſeverance in 
the uſe of injections. When after a due 
continuance of {uch as we conceive to be 
aſtringent *, if the diſcharge ſtill conti- 
nues, thoſe ſhould be employed which ap- 
pear: to act by ſtimulating the parts to

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which they are applied, ann, Nos. 
24. and 2 5. 
When the diſeaſe is . in the agi. 
na, as is generally the cale, theſe injec- 
tions may be thrown up with freedom; 
but when the diſcharge proceeds from the 
urethra, they ought, on account of the 
contiguity of the bladder, as I had occa- 
fion to remark in a former ſection, to hc 
thrown up with much caution, 
In women I have ſometimes found that 
a Gleet has ariſen from ulceration within 
the verge of the vagina. In ſuch inſtan- 
ces injections have little or no influence; 
and as ſores of this deſcription are com- 
monly connected with Lues Venerea, they 
can only be cured by a courſe of mer- 
cury. 
It is proper, however, to remark, that 
women are liable, as men are, to excoria- 
tions from the acrimonious nature of the 
matter of Gonorrhœa. A diſcharge of 
matter from this cauſe will be moſt * 
dily cured by aſtringent injections ; © 
| 1 
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bathing the parts with lime- Mater, or a 
ſaturnine ſolution. | | 
have never met with the real venereal 
ſtricture in women. Excreſſences form in 
the urethra of females from other cauſes ; 
but ſtricture from Gonorrhœa muſt neceſ- 
farily, in this ſex, be a rare occurrence. 
If it ever takes place, bougies muſt here, 
as in men, be depended upon for a cure. 


SECTION III. 


/ Impotency from Seminal Weakneſs. 


HAT is here meant by impotency, 
is a deprivation. of the power of 
propagating the ſpecies. 

This may proceed from various cauſes ; 
but it is that variety of the diſeaſe only 
which 1s uſually ſuppoſed to arife from 
veakneſs in the ſeminal veſſels that we 
are now to conſider. 7 = 
Impotency 
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Impotency 1s an occurrence, which, in 


young people, either in reality or idea, 
takes place daily ; and as it proves at all 


times a ſource of much anxiety and dif. 
treſs, it neceſſarily becomes a frequent 
object of attention to practitioners, A 


degree of debility inducing want of re- 
_ tention in the ſeminal veſſels is, no doubt, 


ſometimes met with; but the ſtrong de- 
fire which Nature has wiſely implanted 
in all men to be complete and entire, in 
whateyer relates to the propagation of his 


ſpecies, is often, in early youth, the cauſe 


of much ill-founded ſuſpicion on this 
point, and of circumſtances reſpecting it 
being conſidered as real which never took 
place. — 

Thus there is nothing more common 


than for young people to ſuppoſe that they 
are weak and debilitated, on perceiving 


an oozing of mucus from the urethra, or 
a diſcharge of ſemen when at ſtool. The 
firſt, however, is natural to many When in 
full health, and where no ſuſpicion o 
weakneſs exiſts; and the latter, or a dis 

1: charge 
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charge of ſemen, is at all times a frequent 
conſequence of hardened fœces compreſ- 
ſing the veſiculæ ſeminales, when theſe 
veſſels are full of ſemen. But ſuſpicion 
on this point being once awake, it is often 
difficult, and ſometimes impoſſible, to re- 
move it; inſomuch that many have been 
rendered miſerable by this alone, where 
no veſtige of diſeaſe could be traced. 

It is conſidered by many as one of the 
moſt certain proofs of weakneſs in the ſe- 
minal veſſels, when a diſcharge of ſemen 
inſtantly ſucceeds to an erection, or, per- 
haps, to an imperfect degree of it. But 
this may alſo happen from a ſtate of over- 
excitement 1n the other parts of genera- 
tion, and I alſo believe that it often oc- 
curs from the ſeminal fluid being collec- 
ted in too great quantity in the veſiculæ 
leminales. I have reaſon indeed to ima- 
gine, as will appear in the ſequel, that 
this is the moſt frequent cauſe of alk ſuch 
affections. 

It may be ſaid, that if the Aida exiſts, 


and the patient is rendered completely 
impotent, 
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impotent, that the cauſe of his being ſo is 
a point of little importance. It will ap- 
pear, however, that this is by no means 
the caſe; for while real impotency, is in 
a great proportion of caſes to be conſider- 
ed as incurable, we have it in our power, 
perhaps, in molt inſtances of approach to 
this ſtate, to accompliſh a cure. 
In the laſt ſection we have ſeen that 
Gleet proceeds at one time from an affec- 
tion of the glands in other parts of the 
urethra, but in ſome caſes that it ariſes 
from a ſwelling of the proſtate. When 
this exiſts for any length of time, we find 
that not only the duct of the profiate 
gland becomes weak and relaxed, but that 
a loſs of tone takes place in ſome of the 
contiguous parts, particularly in the ex- 
cretory ducts of the veſiculæ ſeminales; 
inſomuch, that a great proportion of all 
who have long laboured under Gleet from 
affections of this gland, have likewiſe been 
liable, in ſome degree, to ſeminal weak- 
neſs, It is well known that long conti— 
nued Gleets are ſometimes the caule of 
. Impotency.

# 
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Impotency. For the moſt part, it 1s ſup- 
poſed, that this happens from the general 
debility which they induce. In ſome in- 
ſtances this may be the caſe; but I have 

much reaſon to think that they act much 
more frequently by inducing a local weak- 
neſs only in the parts deſtined for the re- 
ception of the ſemen. This I conclude 
to be the caſe from this kind of debility 
taking place where there 1s no appearance 
whatever of general weakneſs, for inſt an- 
ces often occur im conſtitutions apparent- 
ly firm and healthy, of ſuch degrees of 
weakneſs in the ſeminal organs, that emiſ- 
ſons take place, not merely from partial 
erections and laſcivious ideas, but from 
| the ordinary friction applied to the penis 
in riding and walking; and, in ſome in- 
ſances, from the effect of heat alone, whe- 
ther excited by wine, exerciſe, or fitting 
near a fire. | 

Thoſe who have ſuffered much from 
frequent returns of Gonorrhcea, and par- 
ticularly from Gleet, are very apt to be 


liftreſed with a diſcharge of ſemen on 
the

to which in early life they are liable, 


whoſe ſelf-indulgence gives riſe to it, there 


ſevereſt diſtreſs upon poſterity, by gene- 
rating languor, debility, and diſeaſe, in- 


out which there can be no enjoyment. - 
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the ſlighteſt application of any of the 
cauſes that I have enumerated. 
The local weakneſs thus induced in theſe 
parts by Gleet ſeems very much to re. 
ſemble the effects of Onaniſm ; a habit ſo 
baneful to many of our youth, that I be— 
lieve it to be more deſtructive in its effec; 
than a great proportion of all the diſeaſes 


Were it to prove hurtful to thoſe only 
would be leſs cauſe ta regret the effects 


of it; but, beſides rendering the parent 
himſelf miſerable, it evidently entails the 


ſtead of that ſtrength of conſtitution with- 


ed from the habit to which I allude*. 
But 


Some, I know, have entertained a dif- | 
ferent opinion upon this point, and ima- Wi | 
vine, that no bad effects are to be dread- f

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But this is ſo directly contrary to the ex, 
perience of others, and I have met with | 
ſo many inſtances of conſtitutions being 
jrretrievably ruined by this kind of in- 
dulgence, that I. cannot avoid, in the 
ſtrongeſt manner, to ſay what I think of 
it: nor does it appear that any benefit 
could reſult to ſociety from a contrary 
opinion being admitted, even allowing it 
to be well founded; for although no im- 
mediate harm might enſue from it to the 
conſtitution, it ought to be diſcouraged as 
unnatural, and as tending to divert the at- 
tention from an enjoy ment of a ſuperior 
kind. While, therefore, there is much 
cauſe to conſider the practice as highly 
dangerous to all who follow it, and while 
ſuch a propenſity prevails towards it in 
that early age when boys cannot form a 
judgment of its hurtful tendency, I con- 
ſider it as incumbent on thoſe who write 
upon it to paint the baneful effects which 
reſult from it in their true and proper co- 
lours. 1 
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In the treatment of this variety of Im- 
potency, whether it has been induced by 
Onaniſm, or whether it be the conſequence 


of Gleet, it becomes proper to diſtin. 
guiſh it into two ſtages. The one, fo far 
as I have ever feen, is of a nature that 


does not admit of a remedy ; while the 
other may, in moſt inſtances , be complete- 
1y cured. Many conſider it fo certainly 
as incurable that the patient is led to de- 


ſpair from the firſt approach of it, and 


the opinion 1s often unfortunately rea- 
lized merely from the cauſe that I have 
mentioned, our not diſtinguiſhing the two 


ſtages of the diſeaſe, and allowing that 


which I ſuppoſe may be eaſily removed, 
to proceed without any attempt for this 
purpoſe, to that ſtate of it, which, in moſt 


inſtances, may be conſidered. as. incura- 


ble.

ſhall term the firſt ſtage of Gleet ; Who, 


finding that a ſeminal diſcharge takes 


place from the ſlighteſt cauſes, perhaps

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merely from their being i in company with 


women ; from laſcivious dreams ; or from 
the parts of generation being in any de- 


gree overheated, begin to be afraid that 


they ſhall never again have the power of 
retention, and ' conclude therefore that 
they cannot with propriety enter into a 
matrimonial connection, We often and 
that they admit Onaniſm to have been the 


primary cauſe of their diſtreſs, although, 


for a great length of time, perhaps for a 
number of years, they aſſert, and with no 
reaſon on our part to doubt them, that 
they have left it entirely off. | 

In this ſituation, whatever may be the 
appearance and habit of body of the pa- 
tient, ſtrengthening aſtringent remedies 
are preſcribed; ſuch as bark, ſteel, balſam 
of copaiba, and cold bathing ; and what- 
ever are his views, he is adviſed to avoid 
matrimony and all venereal intercourſes. 
In a great proportion of caſes, however, 
lam convinced that both the practice and 
idvice are erroneous. F ollowing the bulk 
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nection as natural defires may point out; 
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of practitioners, 1 eaſily adopted thi: 
but no good reſulting from either I have 
long relinquiſhed them both, and I have 
ſeldom failed of ſucceſs by adviſing mea. 
ſures. of an oppoſite nature. 
In a great proportion of all who are in- 


jured by this fpernicious habit, a morbid 


irritability of the organs of generation 
ſeems to be excited. By this a greater 
quantity of the ſeminal fluid is ſecreted 
than the veſiculg ſeminales can retain : in 
conſequence of which, it either burſts out 
during nocturnal dreams, or it is eafiiy 
excited to flow by the application of any 
of the cauſes that I have mentioned. 

Even after the habit has been long left 
off I have known the effects of it continue 
in a very diſtreſsful degree, and I conclude 
that they proceed chiefly from too plenti- 
ful a ſecretion of ſemen, from the nature 
of the remedy which in moſt inſtances 
I have found to ſucceed. 

Inſtead of adviſing abſtinence from wo- 
men, I always inculcate as frequent con- 


and 


and when matrimony is in view, inſtead 
of being afraid of it, as often happens with 
this claſs of patients, from a fear of their 
not being able to perform the functions of 
it properly, I uniformly hold it forth AS 
the moſt certain remedy. 
The idea of inability prevails fo fra 
ly with many, that they are with diffi- 
culty perſuaded to make the attempt; but 
the effects of it are ſo certain, that with 
patients in the circumſtances that we are 
now conlidering, it may always be advi- 
{ed with confidence. Nor is the aſſiſtance 
of other remedies required in this plan of 
cure: at leaſt in yarious inſtances, pa- 
tients, who, for many years together had 
been almoſt conſtantly taking ſuch reme- 
dies as they ſuppoſed would invigorate, 
but without any advantage, and who 
therefore were induced to conſider their 
complaints as incurable, have, on laying 
theſe remedies aſide, become completely 
and entirely well in the ſpace of a few 
weeks after marriage. The irritability 
of the organs was thus diminiſhed ; the 
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morbid increaſe of the ſecretion was re- 
moved; and the ſeminal receptacles, not 
being over diſtended, were ſoon found to 
be endowed with a ſufficient degree of 


retention. 


his being a very frequent variety of 


the diſeaſe, I am thereby enabled to ſpeak 


of it, and of the remedies employed in it, 
with ſome degree of certainty; and I . 
with confidence ſay, that none of thoſe 
commonly adviſed, have ever, in the 
courſe of my obſervation, had any obvious 


influence; while the plan that I have 


pointed out very generally ſurpaſſes in its 
effects even the moſt ſanguine apes of 
the patient. 

When a ſwelled ſtate of the proftt 
gland 1s connected, as it ſometimes 1s, 
with this variety of the diſeaſe, it neceſ- 


farily renders the event more doubttul, 
and the effect, even of this and every 0- 


ther remedy, more uncertain, But even 
here the courſe that 1 have adviſed will 


| ſometimes prove ſucceſsful. If the gland 


18 really diſeaſed, it will not remove this 
diſcaſe; ; 
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diſeaſe ; but J have, in more than one in- 
ſtance, found, even in this ſituation, that 
it proves equally effectual in removing 
the other, as if the gland was entirely 
ſound; and this obviates one of the great- 
eſt ſources of milery to the patient. 

It may be ſaid, that while this, or any 
other variety of Gleet exiſts, the remedy 
that I have pointed out cannot with pro- 
priety be adviſed, from the riſk of com- 
municating infection. We know, how- 
ever, that real Gleet does not communi- 
cate infection. Many inſtances have fal- 
len within my own obſervation, and others 
muſt often meet with it, of this being 
clearly the caſe. I know, at this time, 
ſeveral inſtances of men, married for ma- 
ny years, who, during the whole period, 
have laboured under different varieties of 
Gleet, and who have never given the di- 
ſeaſe either to their wives or children. 
Gleet in men ſeems to be equally inca- 
pable with fluor albus in women to com- 
municate infection. 
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In that ſtage of the diſeaſe which ve 
have Juſt been conſidering, a cure may, 
perhaps, in every inſtance, be accompliſh. 
ed. But when it has been of ſuch dura- 
tion as to form what may more properly 
be termed ſeminal weakneſs, and what [ 
ſhall term the ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
a very different proſpect preſents itſelf, 
Even in very adyanced periods of the 
diſeaſe, the patient may deriye advantage 
from a well regulated diet, and due at- 
[tention to other parts of regimen, by 
which he will be rendered much more 
comfortable than otherwiſe he could be; 
but in this ſituation, a complete removal 
of the diſeaſe is not to be looked for: at 
leaſt little dependence is to be placed up- 
on the remedies uſually employed for this 
purpoſe. 

This very diſtreſsful ſtage of ſeminal 
weakneſs is often the conſequence of 
Onaniſm long perſiſted in; and it is, as 
I have remarked, the frequent effect of 
Gonorrhœa and Gleet. In all ſuch caſes, 


the diſcaſe ſcems to proceed from real 
weakncis 
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weakneſs or debility in the excretory 
ducts of the veſiculæ ſeminales; for it 
commonly happens where the whole ſy- 
ſtem is much relaxed and emaciated; 
Where there is therefore no cauſe to ima- 
gine that it can ariſe from too plentiful a 
formation of ſemen; and of which, indeed, 
ye often meet with a very deciſive proof, 
from a. conſtant oozing of mucus being 
perceived in the urethra, while no ordi- 
nary caule of excitement is capable of pro- 
ducing any regular diſcharge or emiſſion 
of ſemen, | 
In this ſituation, a variety of remedies 
are employed, chiefly with a view to re- 
ſtore and invigorate the tone of the weak- 
ened parts; ſuch as bark, ſteel, balſum of 
copaiba, and cold bathing. At other times, 
where the diſeaſe is ſuppoſed to proceed 
from a deficiency of ſemen, provocatives 
are preſcribed; ſuch as high ſeaſoned foods, 
all the terebinthenate balſams, and cantha- 
rides. But although T have had many op- 
portunities of obſerving a complete trial 


ot theſe, I have ſeldom known any ad- 
Vantage 
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vantage derived from them. The courſe, 
which in ſuch circumſtances I have known 
prove moſt frequently uſeful, was ſuch as 
merely tended to reſtore the patient to 
his uſual ſtate of health. If Onaniſm has 
induced the diſeaſe, nothing will af. 
ford even the chance of a recovery till 
this is left off. Whatever may have been 
the cauſe of it, he ought to be put upon 
a nouriſhing diet; and he ſhould live in 
an elevated, dry ſituation. Sea-bathing 
ſhould be adviſed ; and coſtiveneſs, with 
every thing that might tend to irritate 
the parts chiefly affected, ſhould be avoid- 
ed. 5 | 
With a view to leſſen that degree of ir- 
ritability with which this diſeaſe is uſual- 
ly connected, opiates have been adviſed; 
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but although I have often given them a | 
full trial, I never knew any real advan- 
tage obtained from them. On the con- | 


trary, they have often appeared to do 
harm; for although they procure reſt, 
yet the ſleep which they give is always 
diſturbed ; the patient awakes in a ſtate 
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of more anxiety and diſtreſs than he ex- 
perienced on going to bed; and when 
opiates are habitually uſed, coſtiveneſs 
can ſcarcely be prevented, but by means 
of remedies which in this fituation ought 
not to be given. 15 
Hemlock is often uſed here, but I have 
never known any obvious advantage de- 
rived from it. Hyoſcyamus, by acting as 
an anodyne, while it does not produce 
coſtiveneſs, has in different inſtances ap- 
peared to prove ſerviceable, Six or ſe- 
ven grains of the extract may be given at 
firſt, and the doſe increaſed in a gradual 
manner to ten, fifteen, or twenty. 

Conceiving, from ſome circumſtances 
connected with the diſeaſe, as well as 
from many of the ſymptoms which enſue 
from it, that it may in ſome inſtances be 
of the ſame nature with paralyſis, I have, 
in ſeveral caſes, adviſed electricity, and 
in one or two of theſe it appeared to prove 
uſeful, but never ſo decidedly as to ena- 
ble me with confidence to ſpeak of it.

HEN ſpeaking of Gleet I had oc- 
caſion to remark that it is, often 
the conſequence of Obſtructions in the 
Urethra. But Gleet, although the cauſe 


Ot ſome inconvenience and diſtreſs, is by 
no means the moſt important ſymptom 


with which Obſtructions are accompa- 
nied. Strictures may take place i in a Ccr- 


tain extent, without giving much uneafi— 
neſs, but whenever they arrive at ſuch 


a height as to impede the flow of urine, 


they prove not only the cauſe of much 

diſtreſs and miſery to the patient, but of 

much embarraſſment to the practioner. 
Obſtructions proceeding from Gonor-

WE have lends had occaſion * 


fpeak of Tumours, or ſwellings of the 
proſtate gland, of ſwellings of Cowper's 
glands, and of the other ſmaller glands 


of the urethra. All of theſe produce 
obſtruction to the flow of urine when- 
ever they become ſo large as to diminiſh, 
in any degree, the magnituds of that 
canal. 

Referring to what has already been ſaid 
upon this part of our fuizject, 1 have at 


preſent to obſerve, that in the commence- 
ment of all Tumours in theſe parts, we: 


ought, by every method in our power, to 
endeavour 
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endeavour to remove them by diſcuſſion; 


for which purpoſe local and general blood- 
letting are the remedies chiefly to be 
truſted ; and as theſe, when carried 3 


ſufficient length, and when aſſiſted by 


a cooling regimen, and the external uſe 
of cold ſaturnine applications, ſeldom 
fail in removing them, they ſhould al- 
ways be continued as long as they ſeem 
to prove uſeful. For although tumours 


in this ſituation are often eaſily removed 
after ſuppuration has taken place, by the 


matter being freely diſcharged, and the 
ſores treated in the uſual way, yet, before 


arriving at this ſize, a good deal of di- 


ſtreſs always occurs from them : in ſome 
inſtances, the ſores heal with difficulty, 
while in others the matter burſts into the 
urethra, where it continues often during 
the life ,of the patient to be a * 
ſource of uneaſineſs. | 

In others again the matter burſts into 
the ſcrotum, and from thence into the ſur- 
rounding cellular ſubſtance ; and openings

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ly between the ſcrotum and anus, a very 

| troubleſome diſeale 1s id + 
ed fiſtula in perineo “. 1 
It is therefore obvious that it is much 
for the advantage of the patient that every 
tumour of this deſcription ſhould be remo- 
ed by diſcuſſion; but when our endeavours 
for this purpoſe do not ſucceed, and when 
ſuppuration takes place, we have it often 
in our power to prevent many of the bad 
conſequences which otherwiſe are apt to 
enſue. By opening theſe tumours imme- 
diately on matter being perceived in them, 
we prevent the riſk of their burſting into 
the ſcrotum and urethra, fo that in this 
ſituation we ought never to wait till they 
are ſo fully maturated as otherwiſe might 
be proper : and when once they have come 
ſo far as to make it neceſlary to diſcharge 
the matter, it ought to be done, as I have 
formerly obſerved, by making an opening 
the whole length of the tumour. This 
prevents the matter from lodging, and 
| from

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from inſinuating into the contiguous 
parts, while the ſores which enſue heal 


more kindly than they uſually do when 


ſmaller openings have been made. 
Among other conſequences of abſceſſe; 

in this fituation burſting intothe contiguous 

parts, it is proper to mention that the moſt 


diftreſsful effects are experienced from 


the matter finding acceſs to the corpus 


cavernoſum of the penis. It uſually ſpreads 
ſuddenly over the whole ſubſtance of the 


penis; ſmall openings take place in dif- 
ferent parts of the ſwelling, at which the 
matter is diſcharged; and theſe are al. 
ways very difficult to heal: or, if the mat- 
ter does not find a vent in this manner, it 
either burſts into the urethra, or the ſur— 
rounding parts are apt to mortify. 
When mortification takes place in this 
fituation, it either ſoon proves fatal, or ter- 
minates in the entire loſs of the penis ; for 
a ſtop is ſeldom put to the diſeaſe till all 
the parts ſurrounding the urethra are de- 
ſtroyed, when amputation of the remain- 


der becomes unavoidable, Indeed the hæ- 
morrhagy 
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morrhagy which is apt to occur from deep- 
ſeated mortification of the penis is com- 
monly of itſelf a ſufficient motive for am- 
putation being adviſed, for we can ſeldom 
put an effectual ſtop to the diſcharge till 
the mortified parts are removed. 

For preventing mortification in this ſi- 


tuation from ſpreading, opium has been 


recommended. I have certainly obſer- 


ved it prove uſeful in gangrene, both in 
theſe parts and in others; but more de- 


pendence 1s for the moſt part to be placed 
upon a plentiful uſe of bark. Whether 
opiates act in the cure of gangrene as an- 
teſeptics, is not, or perhaps cannot be aſ- 
certained. I rather believe that they do 
not; and Jam inclined to think that they 
prove ſerviceable only by allaying irrita- 
tion. In this manner they may be em- 
poyed with advantage wherever gangrene 
is the effect of a high degree of inflam- 
mation. By leſſening or removing pain 
they may diminiſh the cauſe of exertion 
in the veſſels of the part affected, and may 
thus tend to prevent mortification from 
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extending ſo far as it otherwiſe might do; 


but I have never known them prove uſeful 
where the diſeaſe ſeemed to depend upon 


loſs of tone, either of the part itſelf, or 
of the conſtitution.

Of Spaſmodic Obſtruftions of the Urethra. 


IRRITATION of the Urethra, in what- 


ever way it is produced, has an evident 


effect in leſſening the diameter of the 


paſſage. Hence, in ſtone in the bladder, 
the irritation, and conſequent contraction 


of the urethra, is ſometimes ſo great that a 


ſtaff, even of a moderate ſize, cannot bepal- 


ſed. Stones in the kidney have frequently 
the ſame effect. Nay, I have known this 
contraction of the urethra induced by ſand 
paſling along the ureters. In like manner, 
the irritation produced in the Urethra 


by Gonorrhcea, is in ſome caſes ſo great as

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0 excite contraction of the paſſage in a 
very diftreſsful degree. I have known 
the urine ſo completely obſtructed by this 
alone, as to give cauſe to ſuſpect that ſtric- 
tures were formed of the moſt alarming 
nature; in which, neither ſtaff, catheter, 
nor bougie, could be introduced, but with 
more force than can ever with EY be 
applied. | 
We judge that obſtruction proceeds | 
from this cauſe, when at one time it oc- 
curs in a ſevere degree, and ſoon there- 
after, perhaps in the ſpace of a few hours, 
it appears to be entirely or nearly gone. 
Of this I have met with various inſtances 3 
in which, from the anxiety of the patient, 
and from ſuſpicion of a more inveterate 
kind of ſtricture, repeated attempts have 
been made in vain to paſs a bougie, and 
in which the ſtoppage has gone off entire- | 
ly upon the exhibition of a doſe of lauda- 
num, or rubbing the perineum with ano- 

ihne balſam. 
As the urethra itſelf does not appear to 
be muſcular ; as only a ſmall portion of it 
R 2 N can 
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can be compreſſed by the muſcles of the 
penis; and as the variety of obſtruction 
that we are now conſidering, occurs in 
parts of the paſlage where theſe muſcle 
do not exiſt, it has been imagined, that 
this temporary acceſſion of ſtricture muſt 
be owing to other cauſes. It may perhaps 
happen that the violent irritation excited 
by chordee may, in ſome inſtances, pro- 
duce ſuch effuſion into the cellular parts 

of the penis, as may compreſs the ure- 

thra ; and that this may ſoon be removed 

by abſorption, on the irritation by which 

it was produced being taken away. But 

although this, in a few inſtances, m may be 

the caſe, I am convinced that it 1s not 

frequent, and that the urethra itſelf is en- 
dowed with a contractile power, by which, 

for the moſt part, this kind of obſtruct:on 

is produced. 

Were it to proceed from any kind of 
effuſion compreſſing the urethra, the tu— 
mefaction thus produced would be obv!- 
ons. Partial circumſcribed tumours would 


either be diſcovered in the courſe of the 
ureth ra, 
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\rcthra, or the whole body of the penis, 
ora conſiderable part of it, would be ſwel- 
led. We do not find, however, that this 
js apt to happen; at leaſt, in a great pro- 
portion of caſes, no tumefaction of the 
penis is perceptible. 

This kind of ſpaſm or cramp occurs 
L occaſionally in every part of the urethra. 
[ have met with it within an inch of the 
extremity of the glans, but for the moſt 
part it happens behind the ſcrotum, near 
the proſtate gland, in the membranous 
part of the paſſage. 

In the treatment of Obſtruction in the 
Urethra, it is a matter of the firſt import- 
ance to determine the cauſe by which it 
is produced, and eſpecially to diltinguiſh 
between obſtruction ariſing from ſpaſm, 
and that which proceeds from ſtricture, 
properly ſo called. In the latter, bougies, 
as we ſhall afterwards ſee, are almoſt the 
only remedies upon which we can depend ; 
while, in caſes purely ſpaſmodic,. they 
rery commonly do harm. In the one, 
they remove the diſeaſe, by acting as 

K3 wedges ; 
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being materially better, there will be 
cauſe of a more fixed and permanent na- 
ſtruction may be, if it came on ſuddenly, I 


without any obvious reaſon, there wili be | 


wedges; in the other, they add to the 
violence of the contraction, by increa- 
ſing the irritability by which it was at 
firſt excited. 

As the degree of abt Aion ariſing 
from ſpaſm alone, is, in ſome inſtances, 
equal to what uſually occurs from the moſt 
obſtinate kind of ſtricture, it is only from 
an accurate account of the riſe and pro- 


greſs of the diſeaſe by which we can judge 


of the difference. | 
When the flow of urine has at firſt been 

only ſlightly obſtructed, and when this 

has gradually become worſe, without ever 


ground to ſuſpect that it proceeds from a 
ture: while, however complete the ob- 
and has frequently become quickly well, 


no reaſon to doubt of its ariſing from 1 


ſpaim. 
We find, too, in obſtruction proceeding 
from a fixed cauſe, that ſome pain is com- 
monly 
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monly felt at one or more points. In ſome 
caſes, a degree of hardneſs is perceived 
on the urethra being preſſed at theſe 
points; while in others, although nothing 
5 diſcovered on external preſſure, the pa- 
tient feels a degree of heat and pain, as 
if the parts were excoriated. Beſides, in 
real ſtricture, a diſcharge of matter very 
univerfally takes place from the urethra ; 
forming, as we have already had occa- 
ſion to ſee, a very frequent caufe of Gleet. 
But in obſtruction proceeding from ſpaſm, 
the pain is not fixed in any particular 
part. It appears to be more diffuſed ; 
and is ſeldom in any diſtreſsful degree, if 
it be not by the ſtoppage which it gives to 
the flow of urine, No particular ſpot is 
diſcovered to be hard or ſore upon preſ- 
ſure, nor does it neceſſarily afford a diſ- 
charge of matter. | 
Spaſm, indeed, may be accompanied with 
flow of matter from the urethra. This 
Will always happen where it ſucceeds to 
Gonorrhœa or Gleet, but it will never, on 
M4 inquiry, 
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inquir y, 1 found to be the cauſe of the 


diſcharge. * 
The remedies to be employed for the 
removal of this variety of obſtruction, 
are, warm emollients, anodynes, blood— 
letting, bliſters, and electricity. Bougies, 
in certain circumſtances, prove likewiſe 


uſeful. 


Rubbing the parts affected, Whether the 


perineum, or more anterior parts of the 


penis, with warm oil, ſometimes anſwers a 
good purpoſe. Oil, ſtrongly impregnated 
with camphor, and Goulard's form of the 


unguentum ſaturninum, when applied warm 
to the parts affected, alſo tend to remore 


this cauſe of obſtruction. I have known 
it inftantaneouſly removed by fomenting 
the perineum with a decoction of chamo- 
mile flowers or althea ; and by the appli- 
cation of a bladder, flled with warm wa- 


der 


Common anodyne balſam makes an uſe- 
ful application here. The parts in which 
the ſpaſm is ſeated ſhould not only be 
rubbed with it, but pledgets immerſed in 
*

it kept conſtantly applied to them, But 
one of the moſt powerful antiſpaſmodics 
of our external applications is, a mixture 
of three parts of laudanum and one of 
ether. 

Frequently, however, little or no ad- 
vantage is derived from the external uſe 
of anodynes; while opium, given inter- 
nally, is productive of the beſt effects. 
Forty drops of laudanum, given by the 
mouth, will often remove a ſpaſm of the 
urethra that has reſiſted every variety of 
this remedy applied to the ſkin; and when 
thrown into the rectum, in the form of 
injection, it proves ſtill more effectual in 
removing pain, irritation, and ſpaſm about 
the anus, and in the organs of urine and 
generation, than when received into the 
ſtomach. 

Whether this may proceed from the 
opium getting more nearly into contact 
with the nerves of the diſeaſed parts, or 
whatever may be the cauſe of it, is perhaps 
diſticult to determine; but, from much 
xperlence of their effects, I am convin- 

. co, 
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ced, that in all ſuch affections, opiate; 
prove moſt powerful when given in this 
manner. Eo 

In plethoric patients Shpos- -letting 
proves often an effectual remedy, not only 


in removing ſpaſm, but in preventing re- 


turns of it in future. Beſides the diſ. 


charge of blood from the arm in quanti- 


ties proportioned to the ſtrength of the 
patient, leeches ſhould be applied along 


the courſe of the pained parts, and they 


ſeldom fail where the ftrength admits of 
the evacuation, of giving very effectual 


relief. 


From an idea of ſpaſm proceeding in 
moſt inſtances from what is termed a 
weakneſs of nerves, and from a dread 
which commonly prevails, of all nervous 
diſeaſes being rendered worſe by blood- 
letting, this is a remedy rarely employed, 
But it is right to obſerve, in this as well 


as in fimilar affections of other parts, 


that morbid irritability may be excited 


by cauſes of very oppoſite natures. It 


ſometimes takes place where the conſti- 
OS tution 
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tution is relaxed and reduced; and, in 
ſuch circumſtances, evacuations of every 
kind very commonly do harm. But it 
more frequently happens from a ſtate of 
plethora, in which blood-letting proves 
the moſt certain remedy, and where opi- 
ates, warm bathing, and other antiſpaſ- 
modics are often uſed for a great length 
of time, without any advantage. 

From experience we find, that a ſtimu- 
lus applied to the ſkin proves often uſeful 
in relieving pain and ſpaſm, in parts that 
are even deeply ſeated; and upon trial, 
the ſame remedies are ſometimes found to 
remove ſimilar affections of the urethra. 
Obſtructions ariſing from ſpaſm, have, in 
different inſtances, been relieved by the 
application of volatile liniment, a ſtrong 
impregnation of oil with volatile alkali, 
to the parts affected. A bliſter, applied 
over the perineum, has in different in- 
ſtances carried off the obſtruction, and in 
lome caſes where bliſters have not ſuc- 
ceded, the diſeaſe has been completely 

removed 
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removed by the application of a warm 


plaſter. 
In ſuch caſes bliſters do not ſeem to ad 


ſo much by the evacuation which they 
produce, as by the irritation which they 


excite ; for it often happens that the pain 


and ſpaſm are removed as ſoon as the ſkin 


becomes in any degree uneaſy, and long 
before veſications are formed. Hence, a 
warm plaſter, which does not contain fo 
much cantharides as to render it capable 
of acting as a bliſter, by preſerving a con- 
ftant and more permanent ſtimulus than 


bliſters, proves, in ſome inſtances, as 1 


have already obſerved, more effectual. 
Electricity has ſometimes proved uſeful 
in removing ſpaſm of the urethra : but it 


requires to be managed with caution, 


otherwiſe it is apt to add to the violence 
of the diſeaſe. In plethoric habits it ai- 
ways does miſchief, and ſhould never be 


adviſed in theſe till blood- s has becn 


premiſed. 

I have had occaſion already to re mark, 
chat in this variety of obſtruction, bou- 
gles 
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cies frequently do img owing in a 
great meaſure to their being often paſſed 
with violence, when the parts, from be- 
ing under ſome high degree of irritation, 
are in a ſtate of ſtrong contraction. This 
ought never, therefore, to be done; for 
while a ſtate of ſpaſm continues, we ſel- 
dom ſucceed ; or if we do get the bougie 
paſſed, it is always with more force than 

ſhould ever be employed. {1 
But bougies prove highly ſerviceable, 
even in Spaſmodic Obſtructions of the 
Urethra, when the violence of the diſeaſe 
is ſo far removed that they can be intro- 
duced with eaſe, and without exciting ir— 
ritation: ſo that whenever this can be 
cone, whether the ſpaſm has been leſſened 
by the uſe of emollients, anodynes, blood- 
letting, or any other remedy, it ſhould 
always be adviſed. Beſides the preſent 
relief which it affords, by removing any 
degree of the ſpaſm that may remain, it 
tends with more certainty than any other 
remedy to prevent a return of it. This 
15 particularly the caſe where ſpaſm is 
conjoined, 
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conjoined, as is ſometimes the caſe, with 
the more fixed kind of obſtruction which 
we are preſently to proceed to conſider 
When this takes place all our other re. 
medies are to be confidered merely as 
preparative to the uſe of bougies, which, 
in ſuch circumſtances, are alone to be de- 
pended on for a cure, It muſt always be 
remembered, however, that bougies are 
admiſſible only when they can be intro- 
duced and retained in the paſlage with- 
out exciting much irritation. — 

In all diſeaſes of the genitals the ſtate 
of the inteſtines requires particular atten- 
tion. So much {ſympathy ſubſiſts between 
_ theſe parts that in patients liable to ob- 
ſtruction in the urethra, I have known a 
ſevere fit of the diſeaſe induced by a co- 
ſtive ſtool. Neither is much purging ne- 
ceſſary or proper. The bowels therefore 
ſhould be kept in ſuch a ftate as to pre- 
yent 1rritation, as far as it can be done, 
whether from obſtinate conſtipation or 


too frequent ſtools, | 
In 
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In a late publication by Mr Hume of 


| London, the application of cauſtic is re- 
' commended in this variety of obſtruc- 


tion: But where ſpaſm alone is the cauſe 
of the diſeaſe, it does not to me appear 
that the uſe of cauſtic is indicated. I be- 
lieve indeed, as will more particularly ap- 
pear in the ſubſequent parts of this ſec- 
tion, that cauſtic is not only a very ha- 
zardous application in all diſeaſes of the 
urethra, but that it ſeldom or never an- 


wers the purpoſe; ſo that here, where the 


obſtruction is not fixed, but temporary, 
as we are entitled to believe it to be when 
it proceeds from ſpaſin, I would fay, that 
if cauſtic ever proved apparently uſeful, 
the diſeaſe in all probability would have 
vaniſhed, whether this remedy had been 
uſed or not : The cauſtic is introduced by 
Mr Hume in the end of a bougie; and as 
the bougie in which it is fixed cannot be 
ſmall, there is much reaſon to think, that 
a Proper uſe of bougies alone would prove 
elfectual wherever they can be paſſed of

Excreſcences, or Caruncles, 


OBSTRUCTION to the paſlage of urine 
has long been conſidered as one of thc 
moſt diſtreſsful, as it is one of the moſt 
frequent conſequences of Clap; and Ca- 


ſities, as they are ſometimes termed, are 
mentioned by all the older writers upon 
the ſubject, as the moſt — cauſe of 
. 
This idea naturally rake from their 
perceiving that warty ſubſtances were 
ſometimes formed within the urethra, near 
to its extremity, {ſimilar in- appearance to 
thoſe that are often met with upon the 
prepuce and glans; and not profecuting 
the ſubject by opening the parts after 
deep- 
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deep-ſeated obſtructions were all of a fi- 


milar nature. 
So univerſally did TER opinion prevail, 
and it was ſo ſtrongly aſſerted in books, 
that although it was long ago, by ſome 
individuals, particularly by Saviard and 
Dionis, ſuppoſed to be 1ll-founded, yet 
even in our times it has been very gene- 
rally admitted. This is ſo far the caſe, 
that in common converſation upon the 
ſubject, Caruncles are uſually conſidered 
as the moſt frequent cauſe of obſtructions 
in the urethra. 
It is now, however, very certainly 
known, that this cauſe of obſtruction is 
uncemmon in the more remote parts of 
the urethra, Of late years, indeed, this 
has become a very frequent object of ana- 
tomical inveſtigation; and I have reaſon 
to ſuppoſe, from all that I have yet heard, 
5 well as from the reſult of my own in- 
quiries, that it ſeldom exiſts farther up 
the urethra than half an inch or ſo, from 
ihe point of the glans. Warty excreſcen- 
ces are not unfrequent towards the orifice 
Vol. 1. 8 of 
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of the urethra ; but I have ſeldom ſeen 
them, even in this fituation, where they 
did not likewiſe prevail upon the 8lan 
and prepuce. 

The obſtruction: to the flow of urine, | 
from warts near the entrance of the ure. 
thra, is ſeldom conſiderable ; but it al. 
ways gives much cauſe of anxiety to the 
patient, from a fear which he is apt to en- 
tertain of its becoming worſe, 

When leated juſt 1n the opening of the 
urethra, as ſometimes happens, I have, in 
different inſtances, been able to remove 
them with ſciflars, and with ſmall liga- 
tures paſſed round them; but they are ſel. 
dom ſo ſituated as to admit of our taking 
them off in this manner. Neither are ve 
at liberty to deſtroy them by a free ue o 
of eſcharotics, the irritability of the ure- 
thra rendering this a very hazardous at- 
tempt. 

In all ſuch caſes we place our chief de 
pendence upon bougies ; and, when duly 
perſiſted in, they Very commonly aufe 
the can | 


Some 
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com: difference of opinion has ariſen as 
to the manner in which bougies act in re- 
moving theſe excreſcences. In ſtrictures 
of a different kind no cauſe of doubt can 
occur, as they appear evidently to act as 
wedges, and to prove uſeful in proportion 
to the extent of mechanical preſſure which 
they afford; but in the cure of Caruncles 
they have been ſuppoſed to act chiefly by 
inducing ſuppuration upon the diſeaſed. 
* hurts, ſo as to diſſolve them in this manner. 
in It is obvious, however, that, for the re- 
moval of theſe excreſcences, ſomething 
farther is neceſſary than the formation of 
matter. We daily, indeed, meet with in- 
ſtances of their being long immerſed in 
matter, ſometimes proceeding from their 
oxn ſurfaces, and at other times from the 
contiguous parts, without their being in 
ay degree diminithed. I rather conceive 
mat bougies, even in this variety of ob- 
truction, operate partly by mechanical 
rreliure, and partly by exciting inflam- 
ation in the excreſcences. We ſhall 
hel eafter have occaſion to ſce, that the

In ſome inſtances theſe two cauſes of 
obſtruction are conjoined; and we find, 
in the ſame perſon, the diameter of his 
paſſage leſſened in one part by a mere 
contraction, and in another by a full, 
thickened ſtate of the whole ſubſtance of 
the urethra. 

Every part of the paſlage is liable to 
ſtrictures ; but they are more frequent 
behind the ſcrotum, that 1s, between the 
ſcrotum and bladder, than in other parts 
of it, In ſome a ſingle ſtricture only takes 
place; but when the diſeaſe has been of 
long endurance, we commonly tind two 
three, or more. | 

Where the urethra is merely contract- 
ed, or drawn together, the diſeaſe ſeldom 
extends, at any one part, above the eighth

[t deſerves to be noticed, that the for- 
mation of ſtrictures is often ſo ſlow and 
gradual, that a patient is not ſenſible f 
their taking place till the diſeaſe has been 
of long continuance. Being ſeldom at- 
tended with pain till the flow of urine is 
much impeded, any partial degree of ob- 
ſtruction paſſes without notice, by which 
the ſtrictures become much more fixed 
and permanent than otherwiſe they would 
be. The patient, indeed, has ſeldom any 
ſuſpicion of his fituation, till the ſurgeon, 
for his own ſatisfaction, where Gleet con- 
tinues more obſtinate than uſual, propoſes 
to paſs a bougie. Gonorrhœa having gi- 
ren riſe to the Gleet, any obſtruction that 
takes place to the flow of urine, is conſi- 
dered to ariſe from the ſame cauſe ; and 
thus a great length of time is often ſuffer- 
ed to elapſe before any ſuch examination 
is made as can with certainty lead to a 
diſcovery. Con, 


This proves often, in its conſequences, 
highly diſtreſsful, and ſhould therefore be 
as n as poſlible guarded againſt ; for 

IS4 : | ſtrictures, 
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ſtrictures, by long continuance, become 
much more firm, as well as more exten. 
five, than they were at firſt, by which 
they allo become much more difficult to 
cure. Caſes which at firſt would have 
yielded almoſt to the firſt attempt with 
bougies, are, by delay, often rendered ſo 
obſtinate, that nothing will remove them 
but an accurate application of bougies con- 
tinued for a great length of time. 

Whenever there is cauſe, therefore, to 
ſuſpect that ſtrictures may exiſt, an exami- 
nation ſhould be made with bougies. But 
as patients themſelves are apt to be decei- 
ved upon this point, practitioners ſhould, 
in,every inſtance, lead their attention to- 
wards it. In different parts of this work 
we ſhall have occaſion to fee that Gleet is 
frequently kept up by ſtrictures : ſo that 
in all obſtinate caſes, and where no other 
evident cauſe for the diſcharge is Percet- 
ved, a trial with bougies ſhould be propo- 
ſed. This, however, is ſeldom done; by 
which much unneceſſary trouble, as well 
as loss af character, falls upon the practi- 
tioner,

tioner, while the patient is made to ſuffer 
a great deal of miſery, which, with care, 


might have been prevented. 


I have already had occaſion to remark, 
that the variety of ſtrictures which we 
are now conſidering is frequently the con- 
ſequence of Gonorrhcea : but in what man- 
ner it is produced by Gonorrhcea is per- 
haps difficult to explain. It has been at- 
tributed chiefly to ulcers induced by that 


diſeaſe, and to inflammation. 


At one period I was induced to ſuppoſe, 


chiefly from the information that I had 


obtained from books, that ſtrictures were 
in moſt inſtances produced by ulcers. But 
from more frequent opportunities of ob- 
ſerving the ſeat of Gonorrhcea after death, 
| am now convinced that ulcers very ſel- 
dom take place in that diſeaſe ; by no 


means {o frequently as ſtrictures, the ef- 


fect which they are ſuppoſed to produce. 


It ſometimes indeed happens, that the 


membrane of the urethra covering ſtric- 

tures, is found in a ſtate of tenderneſs, or 

af excoriation, but not completely ulce- 
| rated. 
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rated, Even this, however, appears to he 

the effect rather than the cauſe of the dif. 

eaſe. It ſeems in a great meaſure to pro- 
c-ed from the acrimony of the matter 
which the ſtrictures themſelves produce. 
The urine being prevented by the ſtric- 
tures from paſſing freely off, a few drops 
of it always remains between the neck of 
the bladder and the ſeat of the diſeaſe, 
and thus, by remora, becoming acrid, a 
conſiderable degree of tenderneſs or ex- 
coriation accompanied with much heat in 
paſſing water never fail to enſue. 

When real ulceration is met with in 
Gonorrhca, it is in moſt inſtances, I be- 
licve, produced by the rupture of blood 
vellels. If it be not at the very point of 
the paſſage, ulcers in the urethra never 
proceed from the matter of Lues Venerea. 
Now we can ſcarcely imagine that any 
ulcer which the rupture of a blood-veſſel 
in the urethra could probably produce, 
would be of ſuch depth or magnitude 
as to be capable of producing any per- 
mauent ſtrictures. Neither are hæmor- 
. rhages 


f 
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chages from the urethra Frail; 3 nor 
hare I found that ſtrictures have been 
particularly apt to happen, even where 
kemorrhages have taken place in an 
aarming degree. 

I conſider it, therefore, as decided, that 
ſtrictures in the urethra ſeldom or ne- 
ver proceed from ulcers. Inflammation, 


when violent, may certainly tend to pro- 


duce them; and I think ſeveral inſtances 
have fallen within my own obſervation 
where this actually happened. I do not 
ſuppoſe, however, that this is ſuch a fre- 
quent cauſe of ſtrictures as is commonly 
imagined, nor do I agree with thoſe who 
think that injections often produce them. 
It being oblerved, that ſtrictures were, 
in ſome inſtances, induced by inflamma- 
tion, and injections being ſuppoſed, by 
thoſe who are prejudiced againſt them, 
very apt to inflame the urethra, it was 
long ago aflerted, and has ſince by many 
been believed, that ſtrictures are more 
frequently produced by injections than by 


any other cauſe. TRY indeed, 1s held 
forth 
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forth as the moſt important objection to 
the uſe of injections, and were it in any 
degree well-founded, I admit that it would 
be a ſtrong reaſon for our lay ing this re- 
medy aſide: for however deſireable it 
may be to have Gonorrhcea quickly cured, 
and however efficacious injections for this 
purpoſe may be, no practitioner would ad- 
viſe them were it to be with the riſk of 
inducing ſuch a formidable diſeaſe as ſtric- 
tures in the urethra. 
Where ſtrong ſtimulating injections are 
unguardedly ad, ſuch a degree of inflam- 
mation may thus be induced as may ex- 
cite the moſt obſtinate ſtrictures. But 
this is not the fault of the remedy, as I 
have elſewhere obſerved, and can only be 
conſidered as the effect of an improper 
ule of it. We might with equal propricty 
condemn the uſe of ſome of our moſt ef- 
fectual and ſafeſt medicines, merely from 
an over-doſe of them having done harm. 
Inſtead of injections being a frequent 
cauſe of ſtrictures, I have much reaſon to 


think that hey effectually tend to prevent 
them. 
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them. Although I have admitted that ſtric- 
tures are ſometimes produced by ſevere de- 
oy of inflammation, I do not conſider it 
3 Strictures I conceive to be 
moſt frequently the conſequence of a ſtate 
directly the reverſe of inflammation. In a 
great proportion of cafes they will be found 
to take place, where, either from no injec- 
tion having been uſed, or from ſome other 
| cauſe, the diſcharge has gone on to an un- 
uſual length ; where all ſymptoms of in- 
flammation were gone long before; and 
where nothing but Gleet remained. At 
leaſt this has been very generally the re- 
ſult of my obſervation, and, I believe, it 
will be admitted by all who have paid at- 
tention to the point under confideration. 
[ therefore conclude from this, as well as 
from the appearances which theſe parts 
exhibit on diſſection, that this variety of 
obſtruction proceeds moſt frequently from 
2 ſtate of morbid relaxation or debility, 
induced in theſe parts of the membrane 
of the urethra upon which the inflamma- 


/ 3 
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tion at firſt fixes with violence, and from 
which the ſubſequent —— 1s in a 
great meaſure produced. 

Where ſtricture ſucceeds Immediately 
to inflammation, it appears to be that va- 
riety of the diſeaſe in which the urethra 
is compreſſed, or tied, as it were, with a 
cord: but where it does not appear till 
the inflammation ſubſides, and the diſ- 
charge has been of long duration, the ſub- 
ſtance of the urethra is found, at thoſe parts 
where the ſtrictures exiſt, to be ſpongy, 
ſoft, and prominent, bearing every mark 
of having completely loſt its tone. 

The exiſtence of this variety of ſtric- 
ture being aſcertained, and it will not be 
confounded with any other diſeaſe where 
the obſervations contained in the preced- 
ing parts of this ſection are kept in view, 
our next object is to fix upon the method 
of cure. | 

While the opinion prevailed of ſtric- 
tures being moſt frequently produced by 
ulcers in the urethra, as this led to the 
ſuſpicion of their being connected with 


Lues Venerea, mercury Was adviſed in al- 
moſt 
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moſt every inſtance. Mercurial ointment 
was regularly rubbed upon the ſeat of the 
diſeaſe, in order to diſſolve the cauſe of 
the obſtruction, and the patient was put 
under a ſalivation, with a view to the 
ſafety of his conſtitution. 1 
As chis was the prevailing practice of 
our beſt ſurgeons, when I entered upon 
buſineſs, not only here, but in other parts 
of Europe, I was neceſlarily led to adopt 
it; but later experience having ſhewn that 
mercury is never neceſſary in the cure of 
ſtrictures, I have now, for many years 
paſt, laid it altogether aſide. Nay, I rea- 
dily own that I never knew any advan- - 
tage derived from it, while in many in- 
| ſtances, when long perſiſted in, it evident- 
ly did harm. 
It will not be . that during 
this late period of time, mercury was ever 
alone depended upon for the removal of 
ſtrictures in the urethra. Bougies were 
then very generally employed; but mer- 
cury, for the reaſon that I have given, Was 
always adviſed along with them. 


Boug1es 
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Bougies had long been known to prac- 


titioners, but they were fo coarſely form- 
ed, and their application ſo little under. 


ſtood, that ſcarcely any advantage wag 
derived from them, till Mr Daran, about 
ſixty years ago, brought them into more 
general notice. By forming them with 
care, and introducing them with addreſs, 

Mr Daran had the credit of giving us the 
only remedy upon which we can place any 
dependence for the cure of ſtrictures. At 
| leaft we are certainly in a great meaſure 


| indebted to him for benin chem into 


moral wie. 


It is true that Mr Daran attributed vir- 
tues to his bougies which they did not 
poſſeſs. Being much intereſted in the ſale 
of them, he wiſhed to throw a myſtery 
over their compoſition. They acted chiet- 


ly, he faid, by their ſuppurative quality: 


in conſequence of which, and by the great 


diſcharge of matter which they produced, 
tumours, and other cauſes of obſtruction 
in the urethra, were, he alleged, diſſolved 


by them, which could never otherwiſe 


have 


_- 
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have been removed. The confidence with 
which this was aflerted, by a man of Mr 
Daran's experience, and the conſiderable 
diſcharge of purulent-like matter which 
uſually accompanies the uſe of bougies, 
gave weight to an opinton which, from 
this cauſe alone, caine at laſt to be gene- 
rally admitted. 1 

We now know, however, that it is not 
by exciting a diſcharge of matter that 
bougtes act in the cure of ſtrictures. Even 
the mildeſt bougie we can employ, when 
kipt in the urethra for an hour or two, is 
covered with a kind of matter on being 
withdrawn; but this happens as readily 
Where the urethra is found as when it is 
obſtructed in various places, and it ſeems 
to proceed entirely from the natural mu- 
cas of the paſſage being increaſed in 
quantity, and ſomewhat altered in appear- 
_ ance, by the irritation excited by the 
bougic: 

Even admitting the obtrutind parts to 
be more particularly acted upon, and a 
greater diſcharge of matter excited from 
Vor. | os them 
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them than from the * parts of the ure- 
thra, and which Mr Daran aflerted to be 


the caſe under his management of the 


bougie, ſtill this would not account for 
the removal of excreſcences; for we know, 
from daily obſervation, that the whole 
ſurface of excreſcences of a ſimilar nature 
in other parts of the body, may be kept 
in a ſtate of complete ulceration, and à 
large quantity of matter diſcharged from 


them for a great length of time, without 


their being perceptibly leſſened in bulk. 
Bougies, in the cure of theſe ſtrictures, 


ſeem to act ſolely by preſſure, and by the 


ſupport which they afford to the dilcaſed 


parts. If a bougie, of ſuſhcient firmneſs, 
exactly or nearly the ſize of the urethra 
in its contracted ſtate, be paſſed at firſt, 


and others of a larger fize afterwards in- 


troduced, we know from experience, that 
if done with caution, no harm will enſue, 


and that the ſtricture for which it was 


employed will thus, in a gradual manner, 


be removed, merely by the preſſure of the

- 
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In this view, our chief object in the 
forming of bougies ſhould be to give them 

: firmneſs ſufficient to afford ſupport to 
the parts which we with to compreſs, and 

i ſmoothneſs and flexibility that admits 
of their being introduced and retained 
in the urethra with the resten Poffible 
eaſe. 

Numbers 34, 35, 36, and 37, in the Ap- 
pendix, contain preſcriptions for bougies 
of different colours and conſiſtences, with 
ome directions for preparing them; but 
the exact formation of bougies being a 
matter of the firſt importance, and this 
being only to be acquired by conſtant. 
practice, it is better for ſurgeons to pro- 
cure them from thoſe whoſe {ole profeſ- 
hon 1t 1s to make them, than to attempt 
to form them themſelves. | 

Beſides the forms of plaſters mentioned 
in theſe preſcriptions, other articles have 
been employed for the conſtruction of 
bougies, particularly cat-gut and reſina 
claſtica, OF theſe the latter is by much 
the beſt, and for all the ſmaller ſizes of

The great expence of elaſtic bougies 
has hitherto prevented them from being 


they nearly diſſolved in the urethra on 
being allowed to remain 1n it for the ſpace 
of an hour or two ; but this fault 1s now 


them remain inſerted for ſeven or eight 
hours at once, and yet as firm on being 


renders the elaſtic gum a valuable article, 
not only for bougies, but flexible cathe- 


ters. 


This 
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This reſin has one very eſſential advan- 
tage over every compoſition that has yet 
been employed for bougies. It does not 
crack or break while in the urethra, how- 
ever frequently it may be introduced. 
When the common bougies are prepared 
with attention, and the compoſition of 
which they are formed not too much 
boiled, they may ſometimes be uſed two 
or three times with ſafety ; but, for the 
moſt part, they cannot with propriety be 
introduced more than once. Nay, on re- 
maining an hour or two in the paſſage, 
they are often ſo much cracked as to ex- 
cite a good deal of irritation and pain 
even on their firſt introduction; inſomuch 
that I have met- with different inſtances 
of patients being deterred by this cauſe 
alone from uſing bougies, the irritation 
which they excited being ſo great as to 
be quite inſupportable; while, on having 
recourſe to thoſe formed of reſina elaſtica, 
they were found to give no kind of un- 
caſineſs. 
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Theſe bougies are formed of fine ſilk, 
dipped in the reſin diſſolved in æther. 
Tney were firſt invented by Mr Thedn of 
Berlin, and are now made by different ar. 
tiſts in this as well as other countries, but 
the beſt that we receive are made in Paris. 


There is cauſe, however, to regret, that 


the art of forming them is as yet confined 
to a very few, ſo that our ſupplies have 


hitherto been both ſcarce and uncertain. 


In the uſe of bougies the following are 


the points which more particularly merit 


attention : 


I. They ſhould be provided in fuch 
numbers, and of ſuch variety of ſizes, that 
there may be no doubt of as many being 


always at hand as in any caſe may be re- 


quired. 


2. On proceeding to the uſe of the firſt 
bougie, care ſhould be taken to fix upon 
one of ſuch a ſize as will probably pals 
without exciting much pain. It is better 
at firſt to have it ſmaller than might be 

made 
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: 
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made to paſs, than afterwards to be obli- 
ged to withdraw eit. Of this we may in 
general judge by the ſize of ſtream in 
which the urine is obſerved to flow. It 
is often indeed found to be forked, and 


| ſometimes flattened, owing to the form 


and nature of the ſtricture, but, with ſome 
attention to this circumſtance, we may, 
for the moſt part, be determined in the 
ſize of bougie that will anſwer. 


3. The FR INS ſhould i in ſuch 
a poſture as tends in the moſt effectual 
manner to relax the urethra. He may 
either be made to ſtand, with his thighs 
ſeparated, and his body bent gently for- 


ward, or he may be laid upon his back, 


with his thighs not only ſeparated, but rai- 
led. He ought, on no account, to be ſeat- 
ed. In ſitting the urethra is apt to be ſo 
much compreſſed that no ſpace is left for 


the paſſage of a bougie. I have known 
ſeveral attempts to paſs a bougie prove 


unſucceſsful from this cauſe alone.

it immediately, as is often done. The 
firſt application of a bougie to the ſtric- 
ture is very apt to excite irritation and 
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5. A knowledge of the force that may 
with ſafety be employed i in paſſing 2 bou-- 
gie CAN only be acquired by experience. 
The leſs violence that is done to the ure- 
thra, or to the ſeat of the ſtricture, the 
better. It cannot, in ſome caſes, be done 
without pain, but it ſhould never be made 
to force a diſcharge of blood. When blood- 
comes away, the bougie ſhould be in- 
ſtantly withdrawn: for when this takes 
place, we may always know that ſome: 
parts have been injured which ought not 
to have ſuffered, and by continuing to 

force on the bougie, that there is much 


riſk of its forming a new bn for it- 
ſelf. 


6. The diſtreſs ariſing from a new open- 
ing formed by a bougie is commonly ſo 
great, that nothing ſhould be omitted that 
can in any way tend to prevent it. When 
there is cauſe to ſuſpect, from the quanti- 
ty of blood diſcharged, that the mem- 
brane of the urethra is injured, the bougie 
ſhould not be again introduced for ſeveral 
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days; not till had 18 "Wh to ſuppoſe 


that the wound in the urethra 1s healed, 


for, till then, it is obvious that it would 
be very apt to renew or increaſe the in. 


jury. 


7. As bougies ſhould all be of a conical 
form, they ſhould not be puſhed farther 
at firit than freely through the firſt ftric- 
ture, otherwiſe the contracted part is apt 
to be torn open with too much force. It 
anſwers better to proceed flowly, and to 


increaſe the ſize of the bougie, or to puſh 
one of the ſame ſize farther on, in ſuch a 


manner as may avoid every riſk of inju- 


Ting the membrane of the urethra. 


It is true that a cure is ſometimes ob- 


tained where bougies have been introdu- 


ced with much violence ; where violent 


pain, accompanied with hæmorrhagy, has 


been excited : but this is a practice, which, 
for the reaſons I have mentioned, ought 
not to be imitated. 


8. That 
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8. The bougie being paſſed, means muſt 
be employed to prevent it from ſlipping 
entirely into the bladder, as well as for 
retaining it at the depth to which it is in- 
ſerted. We obtain the firſt of theſe ob- 
jects by bending the end of the bougie, 
which, for this purpole, ſhould be left-at 
| leaſt half an inch out of the urethra ; and 
the uſual method of retaining a bougie in 


W 


its place is, by tying a piece of {oft cotton 


thread to the end of it, and fixing it with 
this, either directly to the penis, by paſ- 


ſing it once or twice round behind the 


glans, or connecting it to the circular belt 


of a common ſuſpenſory bandage. But 
the moſt effectual method, as well as the 


eaſieſt, which I have tried, is fitting the 


penis with a ſmall bag or pouch of cotton 
or linen. The bougie being introduced 
with its end bent down, the bag is put 
over the penis, and being fixed with two 
pieces of tape to a circular belt round the 
body, the bougie 1s in this manner eaſily 
retained.

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Common bougies being of no great va. 


due, may be cut of ſuch a length as to 


leave half an inch or ſo out of the urethra, 
for the purpoſe of bending in the manner 
1 have mentioned; but thoſe of the elaſtic 
gum ſhould be kept of every variety of 
length, from three or four inches to nine 
or ten; and being eaſily formed with a

9. When this precaution has been ne- 
glected, and the bougie thereby allow- 


ed to flip completely into the urethra, it 


is ſometimes, by the aukward attempts of 


the patient, forced I into the 
bladder. | 


In this ſituation it cannot be removed 
but by cutting into the bladder, as is done 
in the operation of lithotomy, ſo as to ex- |

When the end of the bougie can be 
ſcen, it may with ſome care and attention 
be laid hold of with a ſmall hook, or with 
narrow-bladed forceps, ſuch as are uſed 
for extracting ſtones that fix near to the 
end of the urethra. But when it has paſ- 
ſed to ſuch a depth that it cannot be per- 
ceived, this method of extraction will not 
ſucceed. "8. 
In this caſe it can only be got out by 
cutting upon it directly into the urethra. 
The ſkin ſhould be firſt drawn back, when

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10. The circumſtance which next re. 
quires attention in the uſe of bougies is, 
the time they ſhould be allowed to re- 
main in the urethra, and the frequency 
with which they ſhould be introduced. 

As bougies act, perhaps entirely in the 


they afford, and prove chiefly uſeful by 
the total change of ſtructure which they 
induce in the parts to which they are ap- 
plied, they:muſt neceſſarily require a con- 
ſiderable time to prove effectual. The 
longer, therefore, that they are retained 
in the urethra, the ſooner will this be ac- 
compliſhed. But while we attend to the re- 
moval of the ſtricture, care muſt be taken 
that the bougies ſhould not be allowed to

11. During the time that bougies re- 
main in the urethra the patient ſhould be 
prevented from walking or moving more 
than is neceſſary. This ſeldom meets 
with ſufficient ſtrictneſs, by which many 
are prevented from deriving that advan- 
rage from bougies which otherwiſe they 
would receive. | 

In walking with a bougie in the urethra 5 
the irritation induced by it is commonly 
levere ; eſpecially when common bougies 
are . The motion in walking is. 
apt to crack and break the plaſter of 
which bougies are fermed, which renders 
them rough and unequal, which never

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12 That we may obtain the advantage 
of perfect reſt while bougies are intro. 
duced, we are adviſed by many to employ 
them only when the patient goes to bed, 
and to allow them to remain in the paſſage 
during the night. This may anſwer when 
the patient is not liable to nocturnal erec- 
tions, but where theſe are frequent it 
ſhould not be permitted. I have known 
ſeveral inſtances of much pain and inflam- 
mation being induced by it. In ſome cir- 
cumſtances it may be more inconveni- 
ent to apply bougies during the day, but 
it may at all times be done with more 

| ſafety. 


ig That bougies may continue as long 

as poſſible in the urethra, {ome have ad- 
viſed, that the patient ſhould be allowed 
to void urine while they remain in it. | 
have known it done and no harm enſue, 
where the urine was palled ſlowly, and 
with much caution : but I have alſo know

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not equal to the hazard of allowing it to 


remain, I always adviſe it to be with-

Beſides the temporary pain and inflam- 

mation which inattention to this circum- 
ſtance is apt to induce, I have known it 
terminate in very diſtreſsful ſpaſmodic af- 
fections of the urethra, which afterwards 
continued to be ſo, even after the original 
ſtrictures were removed. | | 


14. By a ſlow and revatiily gradual in- 
creaſe being given to the bougie, ſtric- 
tures in a great proportion of caſes may at 
laſt be removed; but before the firſt ſtric- 
ture is entirely deſtroyed, it is always 
proper to puſh forward the bougie, to dit- 


cover whether others exiſt or not. It is 
better, however, not to make the attempt 


till the opening through the firſt is con- 


ſiderably enlarged, when we more readily 


and with more certainty ſucceed. 
All other ſtrictures that are diſcovered 
muſt be managed 1 in the fame manner with 


the firſt ; the bougie muſt, if poſſible, be

T5. In paſſing bougies for this purpoſe, 
it has been a point in diſpute whether they 
ſhould be carried the length of the "a 
der, and allowed to remain in it or not, 
I am decidedly of opinion that they ſhould 
be paſſed completely into the bladder as 
ſoon as this can be done, in order to dil. 
cover the utmoſt extent of the ſtrictures; 
but I alſo think that they ſhould never be 
allowed to remain in it. The common 
bougies are ſo apt to crack, and pieces of 
the plaſter to fall off, that this might very 
poſſibly happen from their being immerſ 
ed in urine; and we all know, that if a 
particle ſhould drop, not fmall enough to 
paſs off with the urine, that it would pro- 
bably:ſerve as a nucleus. fora ſtone, This 
would not ſo readily happen with bougies 
of elaſtic gum; but even theſe, where 
there is ſo much hazard, ſhould not be 


traited, yy as it is not neceſlary ;

for it is foung upon diſſection, that ſtrie- 
wres are always anterior to the proſtate 
gland. They are often in the membra- 
nous part of the urethra; but they have, 
perhaps, never been met with in the pro- 
ſtate gland itſelf, I mean in the urethra 
as it paſſes through this gland. 

It muſt be admitted that the urine is 
often obſtructed by diſeaſe in this gland ; 
by inflammation, as well as by a more 
indolent kind of ſwelling, to which, as I 
have elſewhere had occafion to remark, 
this gland is ſometimes liable. But this 
variety of obſtruction, inſtead of being 
removed by bougies, is always hurt by 
them. We are ſometimes under the ne- 
ceflity of paſſing a catheter, even during 
an inflamed ſtate of the proſtate gland ; 
but this ſhould only be done in caſes of 


-e moſt urgent neceſſity, for drawing off 
his cke urine when completely fuppreſſed. 
ies hen the gland has been for ſome time 


ſwelled in ſuch a manner as to create a. 
toppage to the flow of urine, bougies ne- 
ret remove it, while, by the irritation 

[WS which 
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which they excite, they never fail to do 
harm. Of this I have now met with fuch 
a number of inſtances, in which either 
from the anxiety of the patient, or want 
of experience in the practitioner, ſuch 
miſchief has in this fituation been done 
by bougies, that I think it right in ſtrong 
terms to ſpeak of it. In one caſe ſuch 
violence of inflammation enſued, that the 
patient died on the third day evidently 
from this alone; and in others this im 
prudent application of bougies in a dif 
eaſed ſtate of the proſtate gland, ha 
haſtened the progreſs of that diſeaſe, ani 
added greatly to the diftreſsful feeling 
of the patient. 


16. Beſides the length of time whe! 
bougies ſhould be kept inſerted daily, it 
an object of importance to determine! 
what period they may with ſafety be la 
aſide. This, I muſt acknowledge, is diff 
cult to do, as it depends upon circumſtat 
ces with which it is impoſſible at all tin 
to be acquainted. Even where ſtrictur 


are ſo completely removed that boug] 
b. 
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pals with eaſe, and the urine is e in 

a full ſtream, the diſeaſe is apt to recur if 
the bougies be too ſoon left off. They 
ſhould, in every inſtance, be worn for a 
conſiderable time after all appearances of 
ſtricture are gone, and the more obſtinate 
the diſeaſe has been, the longer mould 
they be continued. 

Even after a patient conſiders himſelf 
as ſo entirely well that he may conceive 
the farther uſe of bougies to be unneceſ- 
fry, fill he ſhould at all times have them 
in his poſſeſſion, ſo as to be able, on the 
leaſt return of obſtruction, inſtantly to 
employ them. This is a precaution not 
often adverted to either by practitioners N 
or patients, but which ſhould never be f 
diſregarded by any who have ſuffered in 
this manner; and I think it the more ne- 
ceſſary to inſiſt upon it, from having ob- 
ſeryed, in various inftances, the moſt diſ- 
treſsful conſequences to enſue from a ne- 
glect of it. It is particularly proper for 
all who have ſuffered in this manner, when 
they go upon a journey, to be well pro- 


U3 vided 
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viied with bougies ; for when from home 
they cannot always meet with them, while, 
at the ſame time, they are more expoled 
to the various cauſes moſt apt to excite 2 
return of the diſeaſe ; particularly expo. 
ſure to cold and dampneſs ; much fatigue, 
whether on foot, horſeback, or in a car. 
riage ; and exceſs in wine and ardent = 


| tits, | 
All of theſe cxuſes tend with ſuch cer- 


tainty to induce a return of ſymptoms of 
this kind, that I have ſeldom known them 
Fail where people have been much expoſed | 
to them; and, in a great proportion of 
caſes, the effect is perceived ſoon after 
their application. I have known a perſon, 
who, after being completely cured of ſtric- 
tures for ſeveral years, has been ſuddenly 
ſeized with a very hazardous and painful 
return of it, in the courſe of an hour or 
two after being much expoſed to a cold 
eaſt wind. It is particularly apt to occur 
from violent exertion on horſeback, and 
from being overheated with wine; more 

no eſpeciallx 
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eſpecially. from exceſs in port and. other 
ſtrong wines. 

A return of ſtricture i 1s 1 apt to ariſe 
from the urine being too long retained 
after a deſire takes place to paſs it. This 
hould always be guarded againſt; but I 
alſo think it right to mention, that pa- 
tients ſometimes err in getting into the 
habit of voiding urine too frequently. By 
yielding immediately to every impulſe, 
ſuch a habit takes place, that they are apt, 
from this cauſe alone, to continue during 
life to paſs it every hour or two. This 
proves not only extremely troubleſome, 
but it alſo tends to induce a contracted 
ſtate of the cavity of the bladder, toge- 
ther with a thickening of its coats; its full 
diſtention, which naturally ſhould occur 
from time to time, being thereby prevent- 
ed. Hence it is a matter of no {mall im- 
portance for patients in this fituation to 
obſerve as juſt a medium as is in their 
power between the two extremes that I 
* mentioned 


Us — 
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On the leaſt return of ſtricture being 
perceived, whatever the cauſe may be, a 
bougie ſhould be introduced. The patient, 
if he is plethoric, ſhould loſe blood in pro. 
portion to his ſtrength ; his bowels ſhould 
be opened with a gentle laxative, or with 

a clyſter; and he ſhould be kept in bed 
till the violence of the diſeaſe is removed, 
In this manner 1 have known the mof! 
violent attack ſoon carried off, while, from 
treating them with inattention, even the 
moſt trifling ſymptoms have become ſe- 
vere, and in the higheſt degree obſtinate. 

The ſudden and unexpected manner in 
which patients are often attacked with a 
return of ſtrictures, has given cauſe to 
ſuſpe that in fuch inftances they mull 
proceed from ſpaſm, But the obſtinacy 
with which they often continve, as well 
as every other circumſtance that attends 
them, renders it obvious, that in a great 
proportion of caſes they proceed from 
cauſes of a more permanent nature than 
ſpaſm is commonly found to be.

17. We have hitherto been ſuppoſing 
that the ſtrictures are ſuch as to permit a 
bougie to be paſſed with little difficulty ; 
in which caſe, no doubt can be entertain- 
ed of our being able, by perſeverance, ei- 
ther to accompliſh a cure, or to afford at 
leaſt very effectual relief, and to prevent 
any alarming obſtruction to the pallage of 
the urine; for however bad a ſtricture 
may be, if bougies of a {mall ſize can be 
paſſed at firſt, we may very commonly be 
able, as I have already obſerved, in a gra- 
dual manner to introduce thoſe of a lar- 
ger ſize. But frequently, either from the 
paſſage being contracted to a very ſmall 
ſize, or from the ſtricture. being altoge- 
ther on one fide of the urethra, by which 
the paſſage is thrown over to the oppolite 
fide, after many attempts we find no Pro- 
greſs made, or if any thing is gained, it is 
ſo inconſiderable as to 1 no kind of 
rehef, This proves always the cauſe of 
much anxiety to the patient, and. is apt to 
diſpoſe practitioners not much verſant i in 


this branch of buſinels to deſiſt from. ff fur- 
ther 
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ther trials: conſidering the diſeaſe to be 
incurable, they preſcribe a courſe of pal- 
hatives, which, for the moſt part, avail 
little, while bougies, the only remedy 
from which advantage could be looked 
for, 1 1s deſerted. | 
This ought never to be done, at leaſt it 
ſhould never come on the part of the 
practitioner, nor can any thing warrant 
the meaſure but the patient himſelf being 
determined againſt the farther application 
of bougies. This, from impatience and 
diſappointment, is apt to happen; but it 
ought at all times to be as much as pol- 
fible reſiſted. Even in the moſt obſtinate 
obſtruction that occurs, if the paſſage be 
not altogether or nearly obliterated, an 
expert ſurgeon will ſcarcely fail, if he be 
not prevented by the impatience or timi- 
dity of his patient from perſevering for a 
due b of time.

in the other, a point in which we may 
ſometimes be determined by external exa- 
mination with the fingers, and at other 

times by the feelings of the patient, the 
extremity of the bougie ſhould be ſlightly 
curved or bent before being inſerted, and 
the point of it being turned towards that 


fide where the paſſage is underſtood to be, f 


if carried on in this direction we will 
ſometimes ſucceed, when various attempts 


have failed in the uſual manner. It will 


be readily ſuppoſed that the curvature gi- 
ven to the bougie muſt be very inconſi- 
derable; but even the ſlighteſt will ſome- 
times give it the direction which we wiſh 
it to take, while it does not prevent it 


from paſſing with eaſe along the urethra. 


19. In paſſing a bougie it ſhould be kept 


firm between the finger and thumb of the 


right hand, and puſhed gradually forward 
till it reaches the ſtricture ; but when it 


has got this length, it commonly anſwers 


better to twirl it lowly between the fin- 
ger and thumb, taking care to puſh» it 
gently 
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d at the 8 time. At leaſt ] of. 
ten ſucceed in this manner, when the uſual 
method of puſhing it directly on has fail. 


20. I have already obſerved that no 
more force ſhould be uſed in the introduc- 
tion of bougies than is merely neceſſary 
for making them paſs; but it is proper to 
remark, that in the hands of a ſurgeon of 
experience, much more force may with 
ſafety be applied than others can with 
propriety venture to employ. By puſhing 

a bougie ſlowly and gradually forward, 
we often force it through ſtrictures with- 
out any diſcharge of blood taking place, 
while much pain and laceration is ſome- 
times produced even by leſs violence ap- 
plied in a hurried or ack: manner. 


21. When we had upon trial, that a 
ſmall bougie, nearly the ſize of the open- 
ing, is made to paſs, no force will be at- 
terwards required if the bougies be gra- 
dually increaſed in ſize. But when we 

find, 
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find, upon repeated trials, that the paſſage 
cannot be diſcovered, and when we there- 
fore mean to employ a greater force, bou- 
gies of greater ſtrength ſhould be uſed. 
Small ſized bougies, particularly thoſe of 
the common kind, are ſo eaſily bent that 
they ſhould never be employed where 
much force is required. I have known 

even ſurgeons of experience puſh forward 

bougies of this kind, and concluding that 

they had paſſed the. ſtricture, have carried 
them on till they imagined they had 
nearly reached the bladder, when, on be- 
ing withdrawn, they were twiſted up in 
the form of a cork-ſcrew, having never 
gone farther than the ſtricture. 

With a firm, well-poliſhed bougie of 

elaſtic gum, well rounded at the end, and 
not ſmaller than a crow's quill, ſuch a 
force may be applied as will often ſucceed 
when no advantage can be derived from 
thoſe of a ſmaller ſize; nor ſhould we de- 
fit although our firſt trials. have proved 
unſucceſsful, for ſtrictures are often re- 
moved 
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moved by Wenn when no advan. 


tage was gained at firft, 


I have reaſon indeed to imagine, from 


. has happened i in the courſe of my 


own experience, that few caſes will occur 
Which may not ultimately be cured by 
bougies. But when they do, in what 
manner are we to proceed? When every 
trial that we dare make with bougies fails, 


what are we to do? This, it is evident, 


muſt depend entirely upon the ſtate of 


the parts affected, and upon the degree of 


obſtruction which takes place. 
If there is ſtill ſuch an opening left as 


admits the urine to paſs with tolerable eaſe, 


I would adviſe nothing farther to be done. 
A patient, in ſuch a ſituation, had better 
{ſubmit to the inconvenience of paſſing it 
lowly, and even frequently, than to the 
operation of removing the ſtricture, which 
conſiſts in laying the obſtructed part of 
the urethra open, and in the frequent in- 
troduction of a bougie while the proceſs of

parts. But this operation is ſo highly im- 
| portant; 5 
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portant; it is attended with ſo much pain, 
and with ſuch uncertain ſucceſs, that no 
practitioner of experience will adviſe it 
white the urine is not almoſt entirely 
obftructed; and long before this com- 
monly happens, the ſituation of the parts 
between the ſtricture and the bladder 1s 
ſuch as to induce the patient more readily 
to ſubmit to any neceflary operation than 
he ever would have done in a more early 
ſtage of the diſeaſe. Whenever the ſtric- 
ture excites much difficulty to the flow 
of urine, that part of the urethra lying 
between the ſtricture and bladder is ne- 
ceſſarily diſtended on every attempt to 
paſs it, This frequent diſtention ar laſt 
weakens the lining membrane of the ure- 

thra: the urine is at firſt in ſmall quan- 
tities, afterwards in larger, forced into 
the ſurrounding cellular ſubſtance: this 
forming one or more ſmall tumours, at 
laſt burſts out through a corretponding 
number of openings, either in the peri-

tained. To enter more fully into the con- 
ſderation of this operation, and of the 
after treatment of the ſores, would here 
pe improper, as it would extend this ar- 
ticle to an unneceſſary length. It could 
not be done with precifion and clearneſs 
without entering upon the general doctrine 
of fiſtula, and upon the different methods 
of cure that have been propoſed for it; 
and as this has been done in a different 
work, I muſt now refer to what I had then 
occaſion to ſay upon it *, 
Before concluding the confideration of 
ſtrictures in the urethra, I think it neceſ- 
fry to notice a method of cure that has 
been propoſed where we fail in the intro- 
duction of bougies; the repeated introdue- 
tion of cauſtic into the urethra, with the 
view of deſtroying. the cauſe by Which the 
ſtricture is produced. 

This practice prevailec d upwards of a 


hundred years ago, but being both ha- 


zardous and uncertain, it appcars ſoon to 
VOL.

however, been revived, or rather an at- 
tempt has been made for reviving it, by 
the late Mr Hunter of London, and {til} 
more lately by Mr Home. But as I con- 
ſider the practice as attended with danger, 
and not likely often to anſwer the purpoſe, 
I ſhall briefly ſtate what leads me to form 
this opinion, not only that others may be 
prevented from going hurriedly into it, 
but as the means of bringing out farther 
information with regard to it; and if fu- 
ture experience ſhall ſhew, that cauſtic 
can be employed as a ſafe and effectual 

remedy in the removal of ſtrictures, none 
will be more anxious than I ſhall be to 
enter freely into the practice, and in this 
manner to avow the error which in that 
caſe it muſt appear that I have at this | 
time fallen into. 

The introduction of cauſtic into the 
urethra muſt prove hazardous from two | 
circumſtances ; our not being able, even 
with all the pains that we can take, to 


apply it to the ſtricture alone, without n- 
juring | 
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ö ring the contiguous parts of the urethra; 
and the riſk which there muſt always be 
of ſome ſmall portion of the cauſtic break- 
ing off and reſting in the paſſage. 

Mr Hunter has indeed invented a very 
neat apparatus for the introduction of 
cauſtic, It conſiſts of a ſilver tube, open 
at both ends, nearly the thickneſs of a 
common catheter, with a port-crayon, 
bmewhat longer than the tube, into which 
the cauſtic is fixed. A ſtillette, with a 
perfectly round end, is firſt paſſed through 
the tube, and if it be exactly fitted to the 
end of it, the two together may be carried. 
with eaſe along the urethra till they come 
in contact with the ſtricture, when the 
tillette 3 is to be withdrawn, and the port- 
crayon, with the cauſtic fixed in it, intro- 
duced. The cauſtic being applied to the 
ſtricture for about the {pace of a minute, 
muſt be withdrawn along with the inſtru- 
ment, and this muſt be repeated every two 
or three days till the cauſe of obſtruction

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ſome hazard of its flipping out or break- 
ing off, from which the higheft degree of 
diſtreſs would enſue; for it could not be 
extracted, nor could dilution be employed 
with ſuch effect as to prevent it from do- 
ing a great deal of miſchief. 
Another very important objection o- 
curs to this practice. A great proportion 
of ſtrictures are ſeated beyond the curve 
of the urethra, to which an inſtrument ſo 
ſtraight as a tube acting as the conductor 
of another body ought to be, cannot be 
carried. But Mr Hunter, foreſeeing the 
difficulty, has endeavoured to remove it 
by propoſing that the end of the tube 
ſhould be flexible, and of the ſame form 
with the common flexible catheter of fil- 
ver. But this, while it apparently adds 
to the ingenuity of the invention, renders 
it evidently more hazardous. The ſmall 
point of cauſtic contained in the port- 
crayon will be more apt to be broken or 
looſened in paſſing through a curved tube 
than through a ſtraight one, while it will 
X 3 not 
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not be poſſible to apply i it to any one point 
with ſuch firmneſs and ſteadineſs. 


But even admitting that cauſtic may | 


with ſafety be conveyed to the ſtric. 


ture, if the diſeaſe does not yield to 
bougies, the obſtruction will generally be 
found to be extenſive, and the quantity 


of cauſtic neceſſary for removing it ſo 


great, that the contiguous ſound parts of 
the paſſage would be much injured, what- 
ever care and attention ſhould be employ. 
ed in the application of ſuch an active 
remedy, On theſe accounts, it would ap- 
pear, that for the removal of ſtrictures in 


the urethra, the application of cauſtic is 


either unneceſſary, or in a very conſider- 


able degree unſafe, and at the ſame time 


of very uncertain effect. Where ſtrictures 
are ſlight, a degree of force may be uſed 
with bougiss, ſufficient for removing them. 
Whenever this can be done, none will 


doubt of the propriety of preferring them 


to cauſtic; and when ſtrictures occupy 
ſuch an extent in the urethra as to render 


our attempts with Lougies unſucceſsful, 
there 


there will be little or no room to hope 
that cauſtic will anſwer better. In 
other parts of the body we all know how 
- difficult it is to remove even the callous 
edges of an ulcer with cauſtic. Nay, that 
new parts ſeem often to form below be- 
fore the eſchar produced by a previous ap- 
plication of the cauſtic has come S. 
have no heſitation, therefore, in ſaying, 
that in ſimilar affections of the urethra, 


ſuppoſe them to have done, that cauſtic 


the purpoſe, or that it muſt be applied in 
ſuch quantities as to be proc of 
much hazard. 

In all ſuch circumſtances, it appears to 
me to be preferable to let the diſeaſe take 
its uſual courſe. The worſt that can pro- 
bably happen, is the formation of ſinuſes 
behind the ſtrictures, and the diſcharge of 
urine from the openings which theſe pro- 
duce. Few patients will long ſubmit to 
this, if a remedy can be obtained ; bur I 
conſider the cure of this ſtate of the diſ- 
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proceeding to the extent which we here 


would either be altogether inadequate for 
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t af in 


eaſe, by the mode of treatment already 
pointed out, as more certain, while it i; 
obviouſly much leſs hazardous than the 
means propoſed for preventing It with 


cauſtic.

hougies would have proved effectual, but 
this being neglected, the paſſage in none 
of them would admit a bougie larger than 
a hog's briſtle.

Cauſtic, although uſed 
with much perſeverance in all of them, 
made no impreſſion ; ſo that the patients 
are now living in great diſtreſs, with no 
other proſpect of relief than of that which 
they derive from large doſes of opiates ;

In ſome; theſe ſymptoms, which ſeem 
to be confined to the organs of urine and 
generation, take place either in whole or 
in part by themſelves. In others, they 
are conjoined with affections of other 
parts, chiefly with thoſe of the ſtomach 
and alimentary canal. In one caſe they 
vere accompanied with regular attacks of 
cholic, which, from the pain being vio- 
ent, there was cauſe to ſuppoſe were pro-

Diſtreſsful feelings Frequently take place 
in the rectum, which give cauſe to ſuſpect, 
that in ſome inſtances they proceed from 
piles, and in others from tumours in the 
end of the gut. A painful teneſmus often 
accompanies this fet of ſymptoms. 

In ſome we meet with almoſt every 
{\ wotom ufually produced by ſtone in the 
bladder. A dull, heavy pain is felt at the 
neck of the bladder, which ſpreads along 
the urethra, and fixes upon the glans. The 
patient is diſtreſſed with a frequent deſire 
to paſs water, and it often ſtops ſuddenly 
when coming off in a full ſtream. 

In a few cafes ſymptoms of paralyſis 
occur, both in the bladder and urethra. 
The patient at one time finding it diffi- 
cult, or even impoſlible, to force the urine

Theſe 1 re ſtates of the power of 
paſſing and retaining the urine ſometimes 
occur alternately, ſeveral times in the 
courſe of the ſame day; while at times 
one of them will continue for ſeveral days 
together, and at laſt will diſappear ſud- 
denly, after having reſiſted every remedy 
that had been employed. 
It will readily be ſuppoſed, however, 
that all of theſe ſymptoms will not proba- 
bly occur at the ſame time in the ſame 
patient, but every practitioner muſt have 
met with all of them in ditferent patients, 
At the ſame time that they take place 
with ſome variety, we likewiſe meet with 
them in very different degrees. In ſome 
they are fo ſlight as merely to excite a tri- 
fling degree of uncaſineſs, and ſo tranſient, 
that they come and go frequently in the 
courſe of the ſame day; while, in others, 
they are ſo fixed and permanent that the 
patient remains in a ſtate of conſtant W 
treſs 
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treſs, and to ſuch a degree as he is ſcarce. : 


ly able to ſupport. 

In women, the bladder, kidneys, and 
abdominal viſcera, are equally liable to be 
affected as in men; and they are alſo apt 


to be diſtreſſed with uneaſineſs about the 
neck of the womb, and bearing-down 


pains, ſtretching to the thighs. 

Even in the moſt firm-minded people 
the ſymptoms that I have deſcribed prove 
frequently very diſtreſsful; but where the 


mind is weak, and the imagination eaſily 


affected, they arrive in ſome inſtances at 
the moſt alarming height. In whatever 
degree they may appear, they are attribu- 
ted to the preceding diſeaſe having cither 


been improperly treated, or not complete- 


iy cured; and when this happens in a 
mind prone to fears and anxiety, the di- 
ſtreſs which they are apt to excite, is in 


{ome inſtances ſo extreme, as can ſcarcely 


from ſuch a cauſe. be ſuppoſed to exiſt. 
Whether a courſe of mercury be adviſe- 


able or not, the patient is ſeldom ſatisficd

Bliſters, are perhaps the —— effectual 
of all our external applications. It is 
chiefly, however, where the urethra ſeems 
to be the ſeat of the diſeaſe that they prove 
uſeful, and alſo where the neck of the blad- 
der is become ſo weak as to be unable to re- 
tain the urine. In the former, bliſters act 
with moſt advantage when applied to the 
perineum, and in the latter they ſhould be 
applied to the loins. The moſt diſtreſsful 
ſenſations produced by this cauſe, and 
which for many years have obſtinately 


reſiſted every other remedy, have in ſome 


inſtances been removed by the application 
of a bliſter to the perineum. In ſome caſes 


one proves ſufficient; but in others they 
require to be repeated once and again be- 


fore all the ſymptoms diſappear.

Upon the fame principle with bliſter, 
our being able to excite a return of the 
diſcharge after it has ſtopped, or after i 
has been diminiſhed in quantity, has at 


times been productive of ſome benefit, 


This may be done by fomenting the penis 
and perineum, with warm water; the ap- 


plication of warm poultices to the perine- 


um, and by a cautious uſe of bougies. The 
practice was probably ſuggeſted by the 
ſymptoms having in ſome inſtances been 
removed by the patient getting a freſh at- 
tack of Gonorrhœa from a new infection; 
different caſes of which I have met with, 


In all ſuch inſtMaces, if the inflammation | 


recently induced is conſiderable, the pre- 


vious ſymptoms are thereby either much 
diminiſhed jn violence, or entirely re- 
moved. This would lead to the practice 


of exciting an inflamed ſtate of the parts 
in a conſiderable degree, which bougies 


never fail to do, if covered with oll ot | 


zurpentine, in which a ſmall quantity of 
common refin is melted ; but as much 


harm might be done by carrying the prac- 
tice 
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tice too far, it ſhould in every inſtance 
be managed with the greateſt delicacy 
and care. N | 

It may be proper to remark, that the in- 
troduction of ſtimulating bougies proves 
chiefly uſeful where the diſeaſe is confin- 
ed to the urethra ; although, in ſome caſes, 
it has anſwered even where the bladder 
and kidneys have been affected. _ 

Where the urine paſſes off involuntari- 
ly, bliſters, as I have already obſerved, 
anſwer with moſt certainty when applied 
to the loins. This ariſes perhaps from 
the cauſe of the diſeaſe in theſe inſtances 
lying in the bladder itſelf: but, where it 
proceeds, as it may ſometimes do, from a 
tendency to paralyſis in the urethra and 
muſcles connected with it, bliſters prove 
moſt uſeful when ps ag to the peri- 
neum. ri; 
Where the urine —_ off in this man- 
ner, balſam of copaiba, and other aſtrin- 
gents are uſually given. They are ſup- 
poſed to act chiefly by reſtoring the tone 
of ſuch parts as appear to be relaxed and 
4 ” weakened 
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? weakened, and which it is imagined they 
muſt do, from their having a peculiar ten- 
dency to paſs off by the organs of urine. 
In like manner the internal uſe of canthar- 
ides is preſcribed, from an idea of this | 
ſymptom depending, in every inſtance, on 
a loſs of tone in the parts affected, and 
from our knowing, that in moſt caſes, 
cantharides proves a powerful ſtimulus 

both to the kidneys and bladder, 
All of theſe baltams, as well as the com- 
mon turpentines, which are not eſſentially 
different, may in all ſuck caſes be uſed 
with ſafety. In ſome inſtances they may 
perhaps prove uſeful, and I do not ima- 
gine that they will ever do harm. This, 
however, cannot be ſaid of the internal 
uſe of cantharides. In large quantities 
they act as a poiſon ;- and even where ma- 
naged with caution, the principle of thc 
practice, ſeems in ſuch caſes as we are now 
conſidering, to be doubtful ; for as there 
is cauſe to ſuppoſe that the diſeaſe pro- 
 teeds more frequently from too much ir- 


'ritability about the neck of the bladder 
| and 
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and urethra, than from any deficiency of 


tone, there is reaſon to fear, that by in- 


creaſing the ſenſibility of the parts 'af- 
fected, they would in many inſtances be 
more apt to do harm than good. It is 
therefore proper, previous to the inter- 
nal exhibition of cantharides, to determine 
with accuracy whether the diſeaſe pro- 
ceeds from weakneſs or morbid irritabili- 
y. In the one caſe they may ſometimes 
prove uſeful; in the other they will be 
apt to add to the violence of the diſeaſe. 

Cicuta 1s frequently preſcribed here; 
and when given to ſuch extent as to act as 
an anodyne, it may ſometimes prove uſeful. 
Upon the ſame principle, hyoſcyamus may 
with propriety be given ; but we have no 
reaſon to ſuppole that either this medicine 
or opium act in any other manner than as 
anodynes, in the cure. As no organic af- 
fection appears to take place, they cannot 
act by diſſolving hard or cnlarged parts, 
Any advantage derived from them will 
therefore be nearly in proportion to the

Bliſters, whether applied to the loins or 
perineum, may prove uſeful, not merely 
by the diſcharge which they excite, but by 
the irritation which they produce upon 
the ſkin. We know that pain and irrita- 
hility may often be removed from one 
part by exciting it in others. Of this we 
have frequent proofs in the application of 
bliſters and other ſtimulants in deep-ſeat- 
ed pain in the ſide, where immediate relief 
is often obtained as ſoon as the ſkin be- 
comes warm and uneaſy, and long before 


any veſications are produced. Sinapiſms 


applied to the feet, have, in ſome inſtan- 
ces, removed head-ach when every other 
remedy, has failed. In like manner, bliſ- 
ers ſeem to operate when applied to the 
perineum for the removal of thoſe ſen£ 
ons to which patients in this fication 
are ſometimes liable. But electricity, as 
well as the internal uſe of cantharides, by 
tending 
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ee to irritate the very parts in which 
the diſeaſe is ſeated, ſeem often to in. 
creaſe the violence of the ſymptom they 
were meant to remove. 
Perſeverance i in the uſe of one or her 
of theſe remedies ſeldom fails to leſſen or 
even entirely to remove the diſtreſs; 3 but 
the ſymptoms being apt to recur, even 
after the patient conſiders himſelf as well, 
it becomes an important object both to 
the patient and practitioner that this 
ſhould be prevented. With this view, we 
adviſe a liberal uſe of Peruvian bark and 
cold bathing. _ A free exhibition of bark 
ſhould be preſcribed, as ſoon as the pain 
and other ſymptoms begin to diminiſh, 
together with ſea-bathing whenever it can 
be got. Where the patient does not live 
contiguous to the ſea, cold water ſhould 
be applied locally, both to the perineum 
and loins. Some advantage ,is derived 
from the parts being merely bathed in 
cold water, but it proves more effeQua! 


when forcibly daſhed upon them. 
A 
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An involuntary diſcharge of urine which 
] have already had occaſion to ſpeak of, 
proves always troubleſome ; 3 bur the di- 
tres ariſing from this is trifling when 
compared with that which proceeds from 
the patient not being able to expel it. 
Even without inflammation, and where no 
cauſe of obſtruction can be diſcovered in 
the urethra, a patient will ſometimes find 
it impoſſible to paſs a ſingle drop. This, 
we no doubt often meet with from other 
cauſes ; but it is alſo occaſionally the ef- 
fect of that irritability which Gonorrhœa 
ſometimes excites over the whole organs 
of urine and generation. | | 

In plethoric patients copious blood-let- 
ting ſhould be adviſed. We ſometimes 
excite an immediate flow of urine by the 
operation of a brik. purgative, particu- 
larly by that of a ſtimulating injection. 
Warm fomentations applied to the abdo- 
men, over the perineum, ſometimes prove 
ſucceſsful z but our moſt effectual reme- 
dies are opiates and warm bathing. The 
whole body ſhould be immerſed in water, 
— heated 
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heated to the 95th or g6th degree of Fa. 
renheit's ſcale, and kept in it for the ſpace 
of twenty minutes at leaſt, and if imme. 
diately thereafter an opiate glyſter is gi gi. 
ven,. relief will commonly be obtained; 
but when this does not ſoon happen, par- 
ticularly when the bladder is much di. 
ſtended, the water ſhould without farther 
delay be drawn off with a catheter. In 
this fituation no time ſhould be loſt, By 
_ delays we not only add to the temporary 
diſtreſs of the patient, but to the difficulty 
of paſling the catheter, as well as to the 
real danger with which a total ſuppreſſion 
of urine is at all times accompanied, from 
whatever cauſe it may ariſe. 
In ſome caſes tne introduction of a bou- 
gie will anſwer the purpoſe ; and as this 
gives leſs pain and irritation than a ca- | 
theter, it ſhould in the firſt inſtance al- 
ways be preferred. One of the largeſt 
that will eaſily paſs ſhould be employed; 
and, after allowing it to remain in the 
bladder for a few minutes, the patient 


ſhould endeavour to pals water inſtantly 
on

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on the bougie being withdrawn, This 
hould not be done with much force and 
preſſure, otherwiſe the neck of the bladder 
and urethra are apt to contract inſtantly 
on the bougie being taken out; while the 
whole will paſs completely off if it can 
be made to flow eafily at bs along with 
the bougie. | | 
When this our intention of employing 
bougies is fruſtrated, we are under the ne- 
ceſſity of employing the catheter; and, 
2s it is of much importance, in all ſuch 
caſes, to prevent irritation as far as it can 
poſſibly be done, catheters of reſima elaſ- 
ca ſhould be employed, , inſtead of the 


common inſtrument of filver. It not only 


paſſes more eaſily, but when difficult to 
introduce, it may, in ſome inſtances, be 
proper to leave it for a day or two in the 
bladder, which can never, with propriety, 
be done with catheters of ſilver. 
The practice of leaving catheters in the. 
bladder is ſpoken of by ſome with much 
eaic, and they adviſe it wherever any per- 
manent ſtoppage occurs to the urine; but

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SECTION VI. 
Of Swellings of the Teſticles. 


SWELLING of one 125 the Teſtes ! is a 
frequent occurrence in Gonorrhœa. 
From the reſemblance which in ſome cir- 
cumſtances it bears to a hernia, and from 
its being ſuppoſed to proceed from the 
running or humour in Gonorrhœa falling 
down upon the teſtes, it is uſually termed 
a Hernia Humoralis. | 

In ſome inſtances both teftfetes iwell. 
They ſeldom, however, {well both at once; 
but the ſwelling, on leaving one teſticle, 
15 very apt to go to the other; and when 
both have in this manner been affected, 
they ſometimes ſwell alternately for a 
confiderable time together. I have known 
this happen for the ſpace of a year and 
upwards, where the patient, during the

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whole period, was never completely free 


of the diſeaſe. 


When the ſwelling has been of long du. 
ration, the pain becomes inconfiderable; 


but at firſt it is always ſevere. The firſt 


warning which a patient receives of it, i; 
a very painful ſenſation in one of the 


teſtes, ſtriking along the ſpermatic cord, | 
up to the middle of his back. On examin- 
ing the teſtis he finds it ſwelled, and ſo 


tender that he can ſcarcely bear it to be 
touched. He feels himſelf hot, and a ge- 


neral uneaſineſs prevails over his whole 
frame; particularly over his thighs and 


abdomen. Neither can he move with- 


out increafing the violence of every ſymp- 


tom. 
JAt firſt the ſwelling is confined to the 
epididymis ; the back part of the teſticle 


feels hard and enlarged ; but in a very 
ſhort ſpace of time, often in the courſe o 
an hour, the whole body of the teſticke 
becomes ſwelled. In this ſtate of the dil.

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The latter is hard, and ſomewhat une- 
qually fo ; being, for the moſt part, hard- 
eſt and moſt prominent at the bottom: 
whereas a ſoft, uniform {welling prevails 
over all the anterior part of the teſticle. 

In the progreſs of the diſeaſe, indeed, 
eren the teſtis itſelf becomes hard, and if 
the means employed for preventing 1t do 
not prove ſucceſsful, the ſwelling of the 
pididymis and teſtis together, come to 
form a tumour of great magnitude, ac- 
companied with a red, inflammatory ap- 
rearance of the ſcrotum. 

In this ſtate of the diſeaſe, the pain 18 
often intenſe, and accompanied with a very 
liſtreſsful rotatory motion of the teſtis. 
The ſkin is dry and parched; the tongue 
foul; thirſt prevails ; and the pulſe is full, 
and quick. In ſhort, every ſymptom takes 
ace which uſually attends a high degree 
If local inflammation. 

There is no period of Gonorrhœa in 
which this affection of the teſtis does not 
Ccationally ſupervene. It occurs in all 

ages of the diſeaſe ; even towards the

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end of it, when both the patient and ſur. 
geon are apt to canſider the cure as near. 
ly complete: and in ſome we find it take

ns being apt to leave one teſtis, as I have 
already obſerved, and to fix, perhaps in- 
ſtantly, upon the other. 

As it is obſerved that the diſcharge i in 
Gonorrhoea is apt to ſtop on the firſt ap- 
pearance of a ſwelled teſticle, this gave

upon it from the urethra. It is now well 
own, however, that no communication 
ſubſiſts between the urethra and teſtes, by 
which matter can paſs from the one to 
the other; nor does the appearance which 
i felled teſticle affords give reaſon to.

Inſtead of being ſoft and compretlible, 
which it neceſſarily would be were it

harder, till it arrives at a certain magni. 
tude, when 1t gradually becomes ſofter 
again, but without any fluctuation of mat.

There is reaſon to think, that in moſt 
inſtances the teſticles {well by the in- 


flammation ſpreading from the urethra 
along the vaſa deferentia. This has been! 
doubted by ſome, but without any good 
reaſon being aſſigned for it, nor has any 
other mode of accounting for it been ſug- 
geſted. We ſee that by the vaſa deferen- 
tia a direct communication takes place be- 
tween the urethra and teſtes, and the firſt 


appearance of a ſwelled teſticle commen- 
ces in the epididymis, formed as 1t were 
by the termination of this very line of 


communication. In a great proportion 
of caſes too, the patient is ſenſible of a 
pain ſtretching from the ſwelled teſticle 
along the groin, which we know to be 
the direct courſe of the vas deferens. 


A variety of other cauſes might be men-

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quence taking place, particularly when 


one teſtic le only is diſeaſed. But I have 
known fo many inſt ances of the contrary, 
and of ſuch diftreſsful effects taking place 
from it, as makes me with confidence ſay, 
that nothing ſhould be omitted that might 
probably tend to prevent or remove it. 

As we find that all the ſymptoms of this 
diſeaſe, as well as the conſequences which 
enſue from it, are uſually ſevere in pro- 


portion to the Ware of inflammation 


which takes place, it hould in every in- 


ſtance be our view, to prevent it. This 


is moſt effectually done by blood-letting ; 
a moderate uſe of laxatives; opiates; the 
application of anodynes and aſtringents 
to the parts affected; preſerving the body 


in a proper poſture, and e the 


teſticle. 
Of all theſe remedies blood-letting is 


the moſt effectual and certain, particular- 
iy local blood- letting with leeches. In ple-

here proper to remark, that we mould 
never heſitate in this ſituation to take 
blood with freedom. A conſtitution 
muſt be delicate indeed that will be in- 
jured even with ſeveral applications of 
leeches; and I am convinced that in eve- 
ry inſtance very important advantages 


may be derived from a proper and time 


ous uſe of them. 
Abſtraction of blood by means of leech- 
es is not only uſeful in ſhortening the 


duration of the inflammatory ſymptoms ; 


but, in conſequence of this, it ſerves to 

prevent two very diſtreſsful conſequences 
which ſwelling of the teſtes is very apt 
to induce; that {welled, indurated ſtate 


of the epididymis which I have men- 


tioned, and the moſt frequent variety of 
hydrocele, formed by ſerum collected in 
the tunica vaginalis. I haye already had 

occaſion 
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occaſion to remark, that a per manent 
ſwelling of the epididymis is a very fre. 
quent effect of an inflamed teſticle, and 


I have met with ſeveral well-marked in- 


ſtances of hydrocele proceeding from the 
ſame cauſe. That blood-letting in any 
way, whether general or local, will at all 
times prevent the acceſſion of theſe ſymp- 


toms I will not pretend to aſſert ; bur, 


from the reſult of much obſervation, I am 
convinced that it anſwers this purpoſe 


with more certainty than any other reme- 


dy that has yet been employed. 

In many fituations leeches cannot be 
procured : In this caſe {mall punctures 
ſhould be made on different parts of the 
ſwelling with the point of a lancet; and 
if the ſcrotum be previouſly immerſed in 
warm water, nearly the ſame quantity of 
blood may bs obtained from them as from 
the ſame number of leeches. 

As ſwelling of the teſticle in Gonor- 
rhœa ſeems in every inſtance as I have al- 
ready obſerved, to proceed from irritation 
in the urethra, it is an object of the firſt 
importance 


— 
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importance to remove every cauſe that 
can tend to irritate either the urethra or 
contiguous parts. Hence, where coſtive- 
neſs prevails, gentle laxatives prove uſe- 
ful. I have known fwetlings of the teſtes 
in different inſtances induced by harden- 
ed fœces in the rectum; and nothing tends 
more certainty than this to keep up the 
difeate, by whatever cauſe it may at firſt 
have been produced. But although cot- 
tivenels is to be guarded againſt, we are, 
for a ſimilar reaſon, to ſhun the oppoſite 
extreme. Strong purgatives always excite 
much irritation in the rectum, and are 
therefore to be carefully avoided in Go- 
norrhœa. It muſt confift with the know- 
ledge of every practitioner that draſtic pur- 
catives always do harm. Where the bow- 
els are moderately open, no medicines for 
this purpoſe are required; otherwiſe, caſ- 
tor oil, flowers of ſulphur, cream of tartar, 
or any other gentle laxative, ſhould be em- 
ployed. Even theſe ſhould be given in ſmall 
doſes, repeated at proper intervals, rather 
than to incur the riſk of exciting irritation 
in

in the rectum by giving them in 1 large 
quantities at once. 1 

With a view to leſſen 1 remove the 
irritation and pain in the tumour with as 
much certainty and expedition as poſſible, 
opiates ſhould be preſcribed immediately 
on the pain becoming ſevere. When this 
can be avoided till one or more eaſy ſtools 
are procured they prove moſt uſeful ; but 
when much irritation prevails no regard 
ſhould be paid to this. As the fickneſs 
and general uneaſineſs often ariſing from 
a ſwelled teſtis are evidently the effect of 


irritation, nothing proves ſo effectual in 


removing theſe ſymptoms as adequate 
doſes of opiates ; and at the ſame time that 
they remove this diſtreſs of the ſyſtem 

by leſſening the pain, they alſo tend to 
carry off the ſwelling of the teſtis. From 
an idea that opiates tend to increaſe the 
heat and other ſymptoms of fever, many 
practitioners are afraid of uſing them 


wherever fever takes place; but much 


experience of their influence enables me 


bo ſay that they may be employed both 
with 
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with fafety and. advantage in every ſtage 
of ſwelled teſtis where the tt of mw | 
is conſiderable. | 
his is ſo remarkably the caſe indeed; 
that I have known inſtances of the hernia 
humoralis, as it is termed, being cured by 
opiates alone, which did not yield to the 
uſual remedies. In whatever manner Go- - 
norrhœa may act in exciting ſwelling of 
the teſtis, the tumour, when once pro- 
duced, excites ſo much irritation, that, till 
this is leſſened, the ſwelling for the moſt 
part continues obſtinate. Next to blood- 
letting, therefore, opiates prove often our 
moſt effectual remedy. | 
While the internal exhibition of opiates 
thus proves uſeful, advantage is often de- 
rived from applying them to the ſwelling 
itſelf. This may be done, either by the 
application of ſoft pledgits, ſoaked in lau- 
danum, or anodyne balſam; or by poul- 


tices made with a ſtrong decoction of 


poppy heads and crumb of bread. 


All the ſaturnine applications prove uſe- . 


ful here. When Goulard's extract, as it 
„ 1 
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is termed, is employed, or what is nearly 
the fame, acetum lythargyrites, it ought to 
be in greater quantities than are uſed in 
other parts of the body; for the teſtes be. 


ing protected by different coverings, re- 


medies of this kind, and of the ordinary 
ſtrength, do not readily affect them, 
When ſaccharum ſaturni is employed, a 
it does not in large quantities diſſolve in 


water if yinegar be not added, and as 
Vinegar proves an uſeful application e- 
ven by itſelf, the two remedies fhould for 
this reafon be combined. 


The ſteams of warm vinegar allo act as 
an uſcful diſcutient. They are with moſt 
convenience applied, by ſuſpending the 
teſtes over a veſſel in which boiling vine- 
gar is contained ; or the {welling may be 
fomented from time to time with flanne! 


immerſed in warm vinegar, and fo ſtrong- 


ly wrung, that nothing but ſteam remains 


upon it. Vinegar, in every form, acts 


with much advantage in this diſeaſe, and 


| this gives a pleaſant variety in the way of 


applying it. . 
| Whatever 


\ 
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Whatever remedy is employed the bo- 
dy ſhould be kept as much as poſlible in 
a horizontal poſture, at the ſame time that 
the ſcrotum ſhould be properly ſuſpended. 
We find by experience that no remedy 
will act with certainty while the patient 
continues to walk about; while a hori- 
zontal poſture of itſelf will often have a 
conſiderable effect. In ſuſpending the 
ſcrotum, care ſhould be taken to do it in 
ſuch a manner that the teſticle is com- 
pletely ſupported, without being compreſ- 
ſed. Preſſure, even in a ſlight degree, al- 
ways does harm, and ought to be avoided. 

We have already had occaſion to ob- 
{erve, that in Gonorrhœa a ſtoppage of 

the diſcharge .often takes place on the firſt 
approach of a ſwelled teſtis. This leads 
to the idea of ſome advantage being to be 
derived from our exciting a recurrence 
of the diſcharge; and there is not a 
doubt of its proving in ſome inſtances 
uſeful. The diſcharge from the urethra 
not only leſſens the inflammation in the 
part from whence it proceeds, but it has 
Vol. I. Aa alſo 
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alſo an influence ON the tumour of the te- 
tis. As it is now univerſally admitted 
that a return of the running does not ad 
by drawing matter directly from the te. 
ſtis, ſome have ſuſpected that it can never 
prove uſeful. But why may not a dif. 
charge excited in the urethra act in a ff. 
milar manner in removing an inflamma- 
tion of the teſtis, that we know from 
daily experience happens with ſetons and 
other iſſues in the treatment of local in- 
flammation of other parts? The fact in- 
deed, is, that a plentiful return of the 
diſcharge very commonly relieves all the 
{ſymptoms of this diſeaſe, 

For the purpoſe of exciting a return of 
the running, bougies prove moſt effectual; 
but in affections of the teſtes they require 
to be managed with a delicacy not uſually 
obſerved in this branch of practice: for if 
more pain or irritation is produced than 
is neceſſary for the purpoſe, inſtead of act- 
ing as a remedy, they neceſſarily aggra- 
vate every ſymptom. In common prac- 
tice, I think it better to truſt to the fre- 

quent 
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quent application of warm emollients 3 


ſuch as the immerſion of the penis in warm 
milk, or in decoctions of althea or lint- 


ſeed ; applying warm poultices over the 
penis, and injecting N oil or milk 1 into 
the urethra. 

From the inſtantaneous manner in Which 
ſwelling of the teſtes ſometimes ſucceed 
to a ſtoppage of the diſcharge in Gonor- 
rhoza, and from their appearing, we are 
told, in fome inſtances, even to precede 
this ſtoppage of the running, ſome have 
doubted whether they are to be conſidered 
as the cauſe or effect*k. That the reſtes 
may firſt inflame, and the running after- 
ward ſtop, cannot be doubted. But al- 
though this may happen in a few inſtan- 
ces, the very reverſe is what we common- 
ly meet with, inſomuch that patients who 
have once been affected with ſwellings of 
the teſtes, are very apt to experience a re- 
turn of the diſeaſe in every Gonorrhcea to 
which they are in future liable, ſolely from 
the running being carried off in the uſual 
„ I

By a proper application of the remedies 
that have been mentioned, ſwellings of 
the teſtes are for the moſt part ſoon re- 
lieved, and at laſt are carried off entirely, 
excepting that permanent hardneſs to 
which the epididymis, as we have ſeen, 
is more eſpecially liable. But although 
this is the common event of the diſeaſe, 
5 yet inſtances are not wanting, moſt fre. 
quently indeed from the patient's miſcon- 
duct, of the whole body of the teſtis re- 
maining ſwelled, and reſiſting obſtinately 
all thoſe remedies that uſually anſwer, 
If in this ſituation, ſome 1 be 
not employed by which the ſize of the tu- 


mour 
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mour is ſoon diminiſhed, and if it be 5 


lowed to remain ſtationary for any length 
of time, it is very apt to continue enlar- 
ged, and ſometimes of a ſchirrous hard- 


neſs during the life of the patient. I may 


alſo remark, that it is this ſtate of the 


liſeaſe which is moſt apt to terminate in 


bydrocele, an effuſion of ſerum into the 
tunica vaginalis teſtis ; a ſymptom with 


which in ſome inſtances it is accompa- 


ned. 


In this ſituation mercury 1s ; commonly 5 


employed; and, in ſome inſtances, when 
given ſlowly, as an alterative, I have ſeen 
it prove uſeful ; but it is doubtful whe- 
ther a full courſs of mercury ſhould ever 
be adviſed or not, for when it does not 
carry off the ſwelling, which ſeldom hap- 
pens, it is apt to increaſe it, and to induce 
pain and irritation in the tumour when 


none exiſted in it before. Whenever mer- . 


cury, therefore, is adviſed, it ſhould be in 


the circulation or excite fever. A decoc- 
tion of mezereon has in ſome inſtances 


ſuch quantities as cannot tend to quicken

done from the diſeaſe being conſidered as

It is in this ſtate of a ſwelled teſtis, 
where the tumour does not yield, but re- 
mains nearly of the ſame ſize after the in- 
flammation by which it was induced | 's 
gone, that emetics are moſt likely to prove 
uſeful. They have been uſed, I know, in 
all periods of the diſeaſe ; but it is chief) 
in che fituation that we are now conſider- 


tage. A ſmart emetic, carried a proper 
length, will ſometimes, in the fpace of an 
hour or two, leſſen the bulk of a tumour 
which for ſeveral weeks had obſtinately 
reliſted every other remedy. In ſome 
caſes one emetic proves ſufficient, while, 
in others, the remedy muſt be repeated 
once and again, Mercurials were for- 
merly uſed for this purpoſe. This was 


mercury Was known to be the only anti- 
dote. But we now know that tumours of 
the

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the teſtes, which take place merely from 
Gonorrheea, never partake of the Vener- 
eal Virus; and accordingly emeties, of 
whatever nature they may be, prove equal- 
ly uſeful here with mercurials, provided 
the ſhock which they give to the iy ſtem 
is equally conſiderable. | 
Electricity: has by fome been recom- 


mended in ſwellings of the teſtes ; but 


from any trials that as yet I have made 
with it, I cannot venture to adviſe it as a 
general remedy in this diſeaſe ſo ſtrongly 
as others have done: If farther experience 
however of its effects ſhall place it in a 
more favourable point of view, I ſhall not 
fail in ſome other edition to acknowledge 
i. Electricity has certainly in ſome in- 
ſtances acted as a diſcutient in the remo- 
val of tumours in other parts of the body, 
and from ſome experiments I conceive that 
it proves chiefly uſeful by tending to pro- 
mote abſorption; but in all of theſe caſes 
it was frequently applied, and in a more 
powerful manner than can commonly be 
done to the teſtes, which are fo tender and 
Aa 4 irritable 
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irritable chat few can bear it applied to 

them in any conſiderble degree, or for 
ſuch a length of time as might enſure 
ſucceſs. 

J have mes © in this ſtate of a Soak 
led teſticle, applied a bliſter over the 
whole ſcrotum with advantage. It would 
not be ſafe to apply bliſters while the 
| ſcrotum continues much . inflamed ; but 
when the external inflammation and ten- 
fion ſubſide, they may be adviſed with 
ſafety ; and in jdifterent inſtances, I have 
known them prove: ſucceſsful where other 
remedies had for ſome time been employ- 
ed without any effect. 

A due perſeverance i in the uſe of ſome 
or all of theſe remedies will ſeldom fail, | 
where the tumour of the teſtis is altoge- Ml :

judge to be the caſe where it comes and 
diſappears ſuddenly, or where it comes 
and goes from one teſticle to another, 
other remedies in this ſituation, prove 
more effectual.

it. 


The remedies which here prove moſt 
effectual are cold bathing, and a plentiful 


uſe of bark. Sea-bathing, when the ſeaſon 
permits, ſhould in the firſt place be ad- 


viſed, but when this cannot be obtained, 
cold water may be uſed at home, with a 


proportion of common falt diſſolved in it. 
It anſwers a good purpoſe whether the 
whole body be immerſed in it, or merely 


the ſcrotum bathed in it; but, for the moſt 


part, I have thought that it proves moſt 
effectual when applied to the ſcrotum 


only. As bark and cold bathing act up- 
on the ſame principle, that is, by giving 
tone and vigour to parts which we ſup- 


poſe 
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Even in this variety of the diſeaſe bliſ- 


ing cauſes which uſually tend to induce 
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poſe to have been deprived of them, 
they may either be uſed togetber, or 
ſeparately, as the patient may incline. 
All who have been liable to frequent at- 
tacks of ſwelling in the teſtes, from what. 
ever cauſe it may proceed, ſhould be ad- 
viſed for a great length of time, not leſs 
than ſeveral years, to wear a ſuſpenſory 
bandage. 

The teſtes, we find, are apt to decay. 
One of them will begin to leſſen in bulk, 
and, in a gradual manner, will either diſ- 
appear entirely, or leave only a thin mem- 
branous ſubſtance in its place. For the 
moſt part the other remains ſound ; but! 
have known inſtances of beth becoming 
affected at the ſame time, and others in 
which the one remained entire as long as il ; 
any part of that which was firſt affected il 1 
was perceptible, but where it alſo began MI ,, 
to decay as ſoon as the other was entirely 
deſtroyed. 

This diſeaſe occurs at all periods of 
life, but moſt frequently after the goth 
year. In many inſtances, no cauſe what- 

ever

er 
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ever can be aſſigned for it; but I have ob- 
ſerved that it is moſt frequent in people 
of delicate conſtitutions, where the muſ- 
cles are ſoft and relaxed, and the com- 
plexion wan and ſallow. I have alſo found 
that thoſe in whom it occurs, have, in al- 
moſt every inſtance, been in early life 
particularly addicted to Onaniſm. 
In a few caſes it has appeared as an evi- 
dent conſequence of a ſwelled teſticle. On 
the fullneſs produced by the diſeaſe being 
removed, the proceſs of abſorption by 
which this was accompliſned does not 
ſtop, but 3 on till the whole teſtis is 
carried away. In ſome inſtances this 


takes place while the teſticle continues to 


ihe laſt of its natural degree of firmneſs; 
or even while the hardneſs ftill prevails 
which occurred during the ſtate of inflam- 
mation by which the ſwelling was at firſt 
induced : but, in others, before this waſt- 
ing proceſs commences, the teſticle be- 
comes ſoft and pulpy, or even diſſolves 
into a fluid, It is ſeldom attended with 


pain, the patient being, 1 in many inſtances, 
ignorant 
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ignorant of his loſs, till one, or perhaps 


both teſtes, are nearly conſumed. 
Hitherto no certain remedy has been 
diſcovered for putting a ſtop to this com- 


plaint. Mercury, hemlock, and electricity 


have been tried, but with no advantage. 
The cold bath has for a time ſeemed to 
prove uſeful, but the diſeaſe returned 


again, and both teſtes were diſſolved. In 


one caſe, where one of the teſtes was con- 
ſumed before the patient perceived it, and 
where the other was evidently affected, I 
applied a bliſter over it. This waſting 
proceſs ſtopped, and never recurred again. 
The patient is about 36 years of age. His 
inclination and powers of propagation, he 
ſays, are ſtill as ſtrong as they were before, 


and he has lately had a child. 
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SECTION VII. 
Of Swellings of the Spermatic Cord. 


HE Spermatic Cord is liable to ſwell- 
ings of different kinds, but it is ſuch 
only as proceed from Gonorrhcea that we 
are here to notice. 
It ſometimes happens that inan 
of the teſticle ſpreads to the cord, and 
excites pain and tumefaction along the 
whole courſe of it. At other times the 
cord inflames without any previous affec- 
tion of the teſtis. It becomes tenſe, hard, 
and painful. The ſwelling, for the moſt 
part, is at firſt confined to the vas defe- 
rens, but at laſt the other parts of the 
cord ſuffer alſo. 

I have met with ſome in wit one or 3 
two tumified parts were perceived in the q 
courſe of the cord, while the reſt of it re- "> - 
mained 1 


wy 
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mained found ; but, in general, the cord 
is equally affected, from the teſtis along 
its whole courſe up the groin. 

As the diſeaſe is always, on its firſt ap- 
proach, accompanied with pain and ten- 
ſion, and with ſome inability to walk, the 
patient is induced to treat it with atten- 
tion; but, where the {welling is not ſoon 
carried off, the pain will ſometimes abate 
or even vanith altogether; and in this 
fre, where the tumour is not conſider: 
able, the patient is led to ſuppoſe that no 
harm can ariſe from it: by this neglec 
the ſwelling often becomes ſo firm and 
hard that no remedies that we emplcy 
have any effect. In ſome caſes 1 have 
met with a hard ring, affecting the cord ne 
only at a particular fpot, where the dif 
eaſed part was nearly as firm as bone, 
while the reſt of it was in a ſoft natural 
ſtare. ” £ 
While the tumour 1s confined to one 
part of the cord | have ſeldom known it 
increaſe to any alarming degree, but whe- 
ther it be circumſcr ibed, or extended over 
the 
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the whole length of the cord, no time 
ſhould be loſt in the application of reme- 
dies for its removal. Independent of other 
reaſons, if the vas deferens is particularly 
affected, fo as to be compreſſed in its 
courſe, the teſtis will become as certainly 
uſeleſs as if it were extirpated : this, in 
{ome inſtances where even one ſide only 
was affected, has appeared to render the 
patient impotent, and it will never fail to 
do fo where both ſides are diſeaſed. 

The remedies that prove molt effectual 
here are blood-letting, bliſters, and ſuch 
others as are uſually employed with ad- 
vantage in {wellings of the teſtis. Theſe 
need not particularly enumerate, as they 
were fully conſidered in the laſt ſection ; 
but it may be proper to remark, that blood- 
letting proves chiefly uſeful on the firſt 
approach of the diſeaſe, and in this ſtate, 
when properly applied, that it ſeldom fails 
to remove it. It may, in ſome cales, be 
neceſſary to take blood from the arm, but 
the local e, of it by leeches ap- 

plied 
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plied to the part affected, is at all times 
to be more depended on. 

Where the diſcharge of blood, however, 
does not foon leſſen the fize and hardneſ; 
df the tumour, we need not expect that 
afterwards it will prove of any avail. In 
this caſe I have repeatedly known bliſter; 
prove uſeful when applied along the courſe 
of the cord ; but neither are they to be 
truſted if ſome effect does not quickly re re- 
ſult from them. 

In partial circumſcribed tumours of the 
ſpermatic cord, a fmall bliſter applied to 
the diſeaſed part, and preſerving it open 
as an iſſue with ointment of cantharides, 
has tended to reduce it, and in two in- 


ſtances of this, electricity appeared to 


prove uſeful. 

Mercury is commonly employ ed here, 
and where the diſeaſe does not ſoon yield 
to blood-letting, bliſters, and electricity, 
it is perhaps the only remedy from which 
we have reaſon to expect advantage: but 
I have commonly found, where the ſwell 
ing has been entirely removed by mercu- 
: IV,

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ry, that there has been much cavſe to 
imagine that the patient at the ſame time 
laboured under Lues Venerea. In ſome 
caſes the diſeaſe has ſubſiſted i in an evi- 
dent form of pox in other parts of the 
body, while, in others, there was only 
grounds for ſuſpicion; but, in all, the 
mercury ſeemed to operate with more 
certainty when conjoined with a decoc- 
tion of mezereon and ſarſaparilla. 

Mercury appears here to anſwer with 
molt certainty in the form of frictions, 
and mercurial plaſters, act with more ad- 
vantage in ſwellings of this deſcription 
than in any other in which I have ever 
known them uſed.

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SECTION VIII. 


. Penis. 


E know from the hiſtory of the 
Lymphatics, that they ſerve to in- 
hale, and to carry into the general courſe 
of the circulation, not merely from the 
ſurface of the body, but from every other 
Part of it, fluids applied to their open ex. 
tremities. In this manner they remove 
from ſome parts what might prove hurt- 
ful if allowed to remain, and they carry

into the conſtitution from others what i 
obviouſly meant for the nouriſhment and; 
ſupport of it. But while this is their chic x 
purpoſe, we alſo know that they carry in- f 


to the ſyſtem what often tends to deſtroy 
it. They ſeem to have no power of re 


jecting what proves hurtful; hence they 
| imbibe 
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imbibe poiſons,- and the moſt inoffenſive 5 
articles, with equal readineſs. All our 
contagious diſeaſes are probably produced 
through the medium of the lymphatics, 
and we can prove by experiment that this 
is the caſe with many of them; particu- ö 
larly with the plague, the ſmall-pox, and 
Lues Venerea. So readily is the matter of 
theſe diſeaſes abſorbed by the lymphatics, 
that it can never with ſafety be applied to 
any part of the body; for ſo quickly does 
abſorption in ſome inſtances take place, 
that we have frequent proofs of infection 
being carried into the conſtitution, even 
after much pains has been taken to waſh 
away the matter by which it was produ- 
ced, in the ſpace of a minute or two after 
being applied to the ſurface of the body. 
For the moſt part we find that the lym- 
phatics themſelves do not immediately 
{ſuffer by the abſorption even of the moſt. 
noxious matter. They will convey the 
poiſon of a viper and other ſerpents into 
the circulation, by which the animal will 
be killed in the ſpace of an hour, while no

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veſtige of its effects will appear in the 


lymphatic veſſels themſelves. In like man- 
ner, the matter of Lues Venerea paſles of. 


ten into the conſtitution from the penis, 
without any ſwelling or other mark of 
diſeaſe being perceived in the lymphatics 


through which it was conveyed. 
This, we muſt allow, however, is not 


univerſally the caſe. Inſtances ſometimes 
happen of the matter of Lues Venerea 
paſſing through lymphatics that are hard 
and ſwelled, but bo know from daily ob- 
ſervation that it- is not a common occur- 
rence. We find, indeed, that the lympha- 
tic veſſels in every part of the body are apt 
to {well and inflame on cauſes capable of 
exciting irritation being applied to them. 
Thus we often obſerve the lymphatics of 
the arm, ſwell, become hard, and painful, 
_— prick! in one of the fingers with apin

far i into he fleſh ; and; in * it is 


by no means Uncommon to find a hard 


lymphatic paſſing along the back of the 


penis to the groin; ariſing, in ſome in- 
ſtances, 
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ſtances, from the prepuce, and in others 
from the urethra. But although this, as 
I have obſerved, occurs alſo in {ome caſes 
of Chancre, it certainly is not frequent. 
I think, too, that I have obſerved, where 
the lymphatics proceeding from Chang 
have inflamed, particularly where the in- 
flammation has been conſiderable, that the 
conſtitution has not been ſo apt to ſuffer 
as where this did not happen. From all 
which, I would conclude, that inflamma- 
tion of the lymphatics, inſtead of indica- 
ting an increaſed power of abſorbing what 
is applied to them, as many have imagined, 
tends in a great meaſure to leſſen, and, per- 
haps, to deſtroy it. Till the fact however 
is farther aſcertained, which experience 
and obſervation alone can do, it would be 
improper to place any dependence vpon 
this in the treatment of Chancres. In all 
caſes of Chancre, whether the lymphatics 
inflame or not, it would be imprudent to 
omit whatever might tend to render the 
conſtitution ſafe; but, finding that inflam- 
mation ſeems not only to leſſen the p -er 
| 3. 15 of 
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of abſorption in the lymphatics, but that 


they inflame from cauſes in which we 


know that no infection exiſts, as often 


Happens from a prick or a cut with a clean 
inſtrument, we would from this alone be 
led to ſuppoſe that this affection of theſe 
yellels which occurs in Gonorrhcea, pro- 


ceeds more from irritation than from any 


other cauſe. This idea, however, is far- 
ther confirmed by the proofs that I have 


already adduced of Gonorrhaa being a 


local diſeaſe, as well as by our daily ob- 


ſervation of the riſe and progreſs of theſe 


ſwellings, They commence with all the 


uſual ſymptoms of inflammation, A hard 
ſtring, or cord, is perceived along the 
back of the penis. It is painful to the 


touch, and the teguments above ſometimes 
acquire an eryſipelatous redneſs. The 
whole penis becomes ſtiff and uneaſy, and 
this renders erections painful. 

In a great proportion of caſes the in- 


flammation ſubſides quickly and eaſily ; 
the ſtiffneſs and pain gradually abate; and 
the hardneſs of the lymphatic diſappears 


entirely 
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nirely': but where the inflammation has 

either been ſevere from the firſt, or not | 
properly treated, it proceeds in ſome caſes 
o ſuppuration, forming one or more finall 
abſceſſes in its courſe. The ſores, how- 
ever, which enſue from theſe, heal rea- 
dily when the conſtitution is otherwiſe 
healthy, forming a very manifeſt diffe- 
rence between Gonorrhœa and Lues Ve- 
nerea. Similar affections in the latter, 
require, for the moſt part, a courſe of 
mercury to remove them. I ſay only for 
the moſt part, from having met with more 
than one inſtance of ſimilar ſores in Lues 
Venerea, ariſing from this caule, healing 
without the uſe of mercury; by which I 
am induced to think, that even in this 
diſeaſe, the lymphatics may ſwell and in- 
flame merely from the acrimony of the 
matter, and that this inflammation may 
have ſome tendency, as I have obſerved 
above, to prevent the matter of infection 
trom paſſing into the ſyſtem. 
Where theſe tumours in Gonorrhcea are 
confined to the lymphatic veſſels, I have 
5 b4 commonly 
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commonly found that cold poultices, pre. 
pared with crumb of bread, and acetum 
1ythargyrites, or ſaccharum ſaturni, prove 
more effectual than any other application. 
They remove the {welling and hardneſs, 
and leſſen the pain with more certainty 
than warm emollient poultices. But where 
the inflammation ſpreads over the penis, 
as it ſometimes does, it becomes neceſſary 
not only to diſcharge blood from the arm, 
but to apply leeches to the pained parts, 
This, with a low diet, and confining the 
patient to a horizontal poſture, very com- 
monly proves ſucceſsful. But it ſometimes 
happens, either from the neighbouring 
parts becoming ſeverely inflamed, or from 
the diſeaſed lymphatic burſting, that ef- 
fuſions occur in the contiguous cellular 
ſubſtance, and ſmall abſceſſes forming, 
they at laſt diſcharge their contents, and 
produce ſuch ſores as I have _y had 
occaſion to mention, 

The treatment of theſe ids be the 
ſame as that of ſores proceeding from any 
other cauſe in which the conſtitution is 

not 
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not diſeaſed. When their edges are hard 
and inflamed, emollient poultices prove 
uſeful. For the removal of ſloughs and 
foulneſs, red precipitate, ointment of ver- 
digris, or even cauſtic, may be neceſlary 
and for inducing a cicatrix nothing an- 
ſwers better than unguentum e calce zinci, 
or ceratum e lapide calaminare *. 

In different inſtances of hardened lym- 
phatics in Gonorrhcea, I have found be- 
ſides the firm cord on the back of the penis, 
a thin, flat, hard tumour, proceeding from 
this cord, ſpread round the whole ſubſtance 
of the penis, for the breadth of a quarter 
of an inch. In ſome this flat kind of tumour 
was contiguous to, and immediately be- 
hind the glans. In one caſe it was near 
to the pubes. This laſt paſſed round the 
urethra, which it graſped ſo firmly as to 
give cauſe to ſuſpect that at laſt it might 


totally obſtruct the urine. A courſe of = 
mercury was tried in all of them, but with " = 
no advantage, A ſmall piece of mercu- 
ral plaſter was then applied over the

ed, putting on many of the appearances 
of a venereal bubo. 


At 
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At other times theſe. laws ſwell and 
;inflame, where no diſeaſe of the contigu- 
ous Iymphatics, 18 perceived. But al- 
though in ſuch caſes no apparent inflam- 
mation in theſe veſſels takes place, there 
is, however, much cauſe to imagine, that 
na certain degree it always exiſts. There 
is not, at leaſt, any other obvious route 
by which the inflammation can be con- 
reyed from the urethra to the glands in 
the groin. 

In ſome caſes theſe ſwellings become 
large, and notwithſtanding our endeavours 
to prevent it, ſuppuration at laſt takes 
place: bur, for the moſt part, if not 
neglected at firſt, they may be eaſily re- 
moved by diſcuſſion. In moſt inſtances 
this may be done with ſaturnine poultices 
alone; but where the pain and inflamma- 
tion are ſevere, blood- letting, both gene- 
ral and local, becomes neceſſary. Laxa- 
tives always prove uſeful, and a cooling, 
low regimen can ſeldom be diſpenſed 
vith.

If no chancre or excoriation has been per- 
ceived, either upon the glans or prepuce,

more _ but at preſent I may obſerve, 
that buboes do not commonly occur with- 
out being preceded by chancres. I know 
indeed, from various caſes which have 
fallen under my care, that, contrary to 
the general opinion, real venereal buboes 


: ſometimes form without any previous 
\ chancre, or any external mark of diſeaſe; - 
or but as this does not happen once in a hun- 
a dred inſtances, we are ſufficiently war- 
of nanted in conſidering the abſence of chan- 


cre as a reaſon for ſuppoſing that ſwellings 
of this deſcription are not venereal. 

In glandular tumours ariſing from Go- 
norrhœa much pain and tenſion prevail, 
not merely in the diſeaſed glands, but over 
all the groin; and a general ſympathetic 
uneaſineſs ſpreads over the thighs and un- 
der part of the abdomen. Even the teſtes 
and abdominal viſcera ſometimes ſuffer ; 
whereas, in the venereal bubo, we com- 
monly find one gland only affected, and 
the contiguous parts ſeldom become un- 
ealy till the diſeaſe is far advanced; not, 
ndeed, till the tumour has acquired ſuch 
a 
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a ſize as to excite pain ſolely by diſtention. 

The ſwelled gland, it is true, is painful 
from the firſt, and the pain becomes gra. 
dually more ſevere as the tumour increaſes; 
but the pain 1s chiefly confined to one 
part, and ſeldom ſpreads farther till the 
teguments are much ſtretched by the ſub. 

ſequent formation of matter. And, laſtly, 
when glands ſwelled from this cauſe burſt, 
the ſores which enſue have a very differ. 
ent appearance from thoſe produced by 
real venereal buboes. Their edges, in- 
ſtead of being hard and retorted, have 
more the appearance of ſores ariſing from 
common abſceſſes, and they ſoon begin to 
heal, even when mercury is not employed, 
which the others, we may obſerve, {el- 

dom do. ns ” 

This circumſtance that I have mention- 
ed, of the cure of theſe ſores being to be 
effected whether mercury is uſed or not, 
is the moſt decifive characteriſtic of their | 
true nature, and when any doubts of this 
are entertained, either from the ſwelling 


| having taken place without a previous 
chancre, 
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chancte; or from any other call; we ought | 
to delay the exhibition of mercury till their 
tendency to heal, or to degenerate into a 
Porſe ſtate, be aſcertained. 
If a ſore puts on a healing appearance, 
and gradually becomes leſs, there is much 
cauſe to hope that a complete cure will be 
obtained whether mercury is uſed or not; 
while, on the contrary, this remedy ſhould 
be immediately adviſed when the ſores 
become foul, and their edges hard; and 
particularly when, inſtead of e they 
extend to a greater ize, _ 
The progreſs of the ſwelling alſo atlas 
a mark of diſcrimination. The venereal 
bubo proceeds more flowly to ſuppuration 
than the inflammatory ſwelling of which 
we now ſpeak ; which moſt frequently in- 
deed, is eafily diſcuſſed, and ſeldom arrives 
therefore at the ſtate of abſceſs; but when 
rumours of this deſcription do end in ſup- 
puration, it commonly happens in the 
ſpace of a few days. I have known mat- 
ter completely t-rmed in them in three 
or four days from their firſt. appearance; 
— 8 
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a circumſtance perhaps never met with in 
the real venereal bubo. 


SECTION X. 


Of Excoriations of the Glans and Prepuce, 
Y the acrimony of the matter in Go- 

D norrhœa the Glans and Prepuce are 
ſometimes excoriated. A flight degree of 
inflammation takes place at firſt, either 
partially or over the whole parts ; and this 
being ſucceeded by a diſcharge of matter, 
the ſkin at laſt becomes fretted, and on 
being examined with a glaſs, the matter is 
perceived to flow from an infinite num- 
ber of ſmall points, on preſſure being ap- 
plied to them. 
But, for the moſt part, this affection of 
the prepuce and glans takes place without 
any diſcharge from the urethra. In the 
courſe of a few days after connection with 
an 
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an infected woman, and without any ſymp- 
tom of Gonorrhcea, a ſenſation of heat is 
perceived over the whole or a conſider- 
able part of the prepuce and glans, and it 
ſoon terminates in a diſcharge of matter 
very ſimilar to what comes from the ure- 


thra in Gonorrhœa. From this circum- 


ſtance, the diſeaſe has been termed Go- 
norrhœa Spuria. The matter indeed is ſo 

ſimilar to that of Gonorrhcea, that 1t 1s 
uſually ſome time before the patient can 


be convinced of its not coming from the 
urethra, It not only reſembles the mat- 


ter of Gonorrhœa in colour and conſiſ- 
tence, but likewiſe in quantity. In ſome 


caſes, it is ſurpriſingly great, owing to the 


great extent of inflamed ſurface in the nu- 
merous plies and doublings of the ſkin 


forming the preputium. 


When the excoriation is not extenſive, 
the prepuce continues to move upon the 
glans as it does in health; but when the 
matter is either of itſelf Pa arten acrid, 
or allowed by want of attention to remain 
till it becomes ſo, the ſkin forming the 

Vo „ prepuce 
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prepuce becomes ſo much inflamed and 
ſwelled, that it cannot but with much dif. | 
ficulty be made to paſs backward and for. 
ward. In ſome caſes this becomes impo. 

fible. If this happens when the prepuce 
covers the glans and cannot be drawn 
back, a diſeaſe is thereby produced, which 
we term Phymoſis ; and when the ſwelling 
takes place when the prepuce is retracted 
and cannot be pulled forward over the 
glans, the diſeaſe is termed Paraphymoſit, 
Of both theſe I ſhall ſpeak more particu- 
larly in the following ſe&tions. 

By many, this diſcharge of matter from 
the prepuce and glans has been judged to 
be venereal ; that is, they have ſuppoſed 
it to be produced by the matter of Lues 
Venerea. They have therefore conceived 
it to be always connected with an affection 
of the conſtitution, and have accordingly, 
in the method of cure, been chiefly direc- 
ted by this opinion. 

In this, however, they are certain 
wrong. From much obſervation, I an 


convinced, that the diſcharge 1 in all ſucl 
Caſe 
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caſes 1s of a local nature, and that it 
is no more capable of affecting the con- 
ſtitution than the matter of Gonorrhœa. 
believe indeed that this is now very ge- 
nerally admitted; and that it is thoſe only 


who doubt of it, who, taking their infor- 


mation from books, have not paid that 


attention to the event of theſe diſeaſes, 
which in forming a judgment of them 


ought always to be done. It will univer- 
ſally I believe be found that the diſcharge 
may be more eaſily removed by remedies 


applied directly to the parts affected, than 


by mercury or any other medicine given 
internally. Indeed, no advantage ſo far 
as I have ever perceived, is derived from 
the internal exhibition of medicines, while 
the diſeaſe ſeldom reſiſts the application 


of an aſtringent waſh : neither have I ever 


known the conſtitution affected with pox 


from excoriations produced by Gonor- 


ha. 
It is true that buboes and ſymptoms of 
pox ſometimes occur where the prepuce 


and glans have been previouſly affected in

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over the contiguous parts, where, by the 
event, we judge of its being of an in- 
nocent nature from no diſeaſe of the con- 
ſtitution being obſerved to enſue: Bur 1 
have uniformly found, where a fmall part 
only has remained for ſome time raw and 
excoriated, without extending to the ſur- 
rounding parts, that ſymptoms of pox ſuc- 
ceed to it with as much"certainty as they 
ever do to chancres. I therefore believe 
that all partial excoriations of this deſcrip- 
tion which remain for a few days in a cir- 
cumſcribed ſtate, are produced by the mat- 
ter of Lues Venerea, and that they ought _ 
accordingly to be treated as ſymptoms of 
that diſeaſe. Beſides the other differen- 
ces which I have elſewhere enumerated 
between the matter of Lues Venerea and 
Gonorrhœa Virulenta, it would appear 
that in this they differ in the moſt obvious 
manner. The matter of Lnes Venerea, 
however diffuſible it may be when receiv- 
ed into the ſyſtem, from which indeed it 
is never expelled but with the aſſiſtance of 


mercury, is always ſlow in its progress 
8 while 
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while only locally applied either to the pe. 
nis or any other part. Neither can it be ap. 


plied, as I have already had occaſion to re- 


mark, to the ſmalleſt point, without much 
riſk of pox being produced by it: whereas, 
the matter of Gonorrhœa, whether it be ap- 
plied to the urethra, to the glans, or pre- 
puce, ſpreads quic ly over all the conti- 
guous parts; while it is obvious to daily 
obſervation, either that 1t 1s not abſorbed, 
or if it be taken into the ſyſtem, that no 
conſtitutional diſeaſe enſues from it. 
Theſe excoriations of the glans and pre- 
puce, not only reſemble Gonorrhcea, in being 
produced by the ſame matter, and in being 
entirely local, but in the method of cure, 
We have already had occaſion to ſee that 
the diſcharge in Gonorrhœa can never be 
ſpcedily removed, but by the uſe of injec- 
tions. In like manner, bathing the exco- 
riated parts in aſt ringent ſolutions, proves 


the moſt effectual practice here. Lime- 


water anſwers particularly well for this 
purpoſe: alſo weak ſolutions of ſugar of 
lead, and white vitriol: immerſing the 

l parts 


rts 
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parts in brandy, or in a ſtrong infuſion of 
red roſe leaves, will ſometimes remove the 
diſcharge on the firſt application. It is 
proper, however, to remark, that the more 
frequently theſe remedies are applied, the 
more effectual they prove. They ſhould 
be uſed at leaſt five or ſix times daily, and 
for the ſpace of a few minutes at each ap- 


plication. 


Emollient ointments are ee em- 
ployed, but the very cauſe of aſtringents 
proving uſeful, renders them improper. 
They conſtantly increaſe the diſcharge, 


while no advantage ever accrues from 


them. 
Neither do we find chat purgatives, or 


any of the cooling medicines uſually pre- 
ſcribed here are of any real utility. When 


much inflammation takes place, they may, 


in ſome inſtances, prove uſeful, but in all 
ſuch caſes blood-letting is more to be truſt- 
ed; particularly the application of leech- 
es to the diſeaſed parts, which, in every 
caſe of local inflammation, is to be conſi- 


dered as the moſt effectual remedy. 
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It has been objected to the application 
of leeches in excoriations of the penis, 
that the wounds from the Bites of theſe 
animals are apt to degenerate into chan- 
cres. This proceeded upon the idea of 
theſe excoriations being produced by the 
matter of Lues Venerea ; but now, when 
the contrary is known, it is obvious that 
the opinion muſt be ill founded ; and from 
various and repeated trials of the remedy 
in queſtion, I can decidedly ſay that it is 
1 - oh 
But admitting that a caſe ſhould occur, 
in which it might be doubtful whether 
the excoriation and ſwelling was truly ve— 
nereal or not, ſtill I would not heſitate in 
adviſing the application of leeches : they 
would prove more effectual than any other 
remedy in carrying off the inflammation, 
while their bites, if they ſhould put on 
the appearance of venereal ſores, would 
immediately render the nature of the diſ- 
caſe certain, which otherwiſe might for 
ſome time have remained i in 2 doubt. | 


In 
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In all ſores and inflammatory affections 
of theſe parts, the poſture of the body 
and poſition of the penis, are circumſtan- 
ces not to be overlooked. The patient 
ſhould be kept as much as poſſible 1 in a 
horizontal poſture; and the penis ſhould 
be elevated ſo as to prevent the glans from 
hanging downwards. It often, happens, 
indeed, where this 1s omitted, that ſwell- 
ings remain obſtinate for many weeks to- 
gether, which. otherwiſe might have been 
removed in a few days:

SECTION XI. 


Of Excoriations in the Parts of Generation of 


Women. 


HE parts of Generation in Women 
are liable to excoriations of a ſimi- 


lar nature with thoſe enumerated in the 


laſt ſection. In ſome caſes they are con- 
fined to the clitoris, nymphæ, and labia 
pudendi. In others they ſpread to the pe- 
rineum, and even to the groins and thighs, 
where, from negligence and want of at- 
tention to cleanlineſs, I have known deep 
and very extenſive ulcers produced. 
Where the excoriations are confined 
within the parts of generation, the ſymp- 
toms are nearly the ſame with thoſe of 
Gonorrhcea in the uſual form of the dil- 


eaſe ; but where the inflammation and 


rawneſs ſpread to the thighs, much diſtreſs

is experienced. in walking, and in every 
motion of the body. 
The method of cure is nearly the ſame 
in women as in men. Bathing the parts 
frequently with one or other of the aſtrin- 
gent ſolutions mentioned in the laſt ſec- 
tion, for the moſt part, proves effectual; 
for the excoriated parts ſeldom lie ſo deep 
as to require the uſe of the ſyringe ; but 
when the parts become evidently ulcera- 
ted, bathing alone is not ſufficient. In 
this caſe the ulcers fall to be treated in 
the ſame manner with ſores produced by 
any other cauſe. When foul and floughy, 
an ointment ſtrongly impregnated with 
mercurius precipitatus ruber is perhaps the 
beſt application we can ule ; and for the 
purpoſe of healing them, nothing anſwers 


| better than common cerate, with a large 


proportion of lapis calaminaris, or un- 


guentum e calce zince, for which preſcrip- 


tions are given in the Appendix. 
When ſores of this deſcription do not 

ſoon yield to theſe applications, eſpecial- 

ly when they * and penetrate to a 


greater 
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greater depth while the patient is uſing 
them, there will be ſome cauſe to ſuſpeq 
that the conſtitution is tainted with Lues 
Venerea ; in which caſe a courſe of mer. 
cury ſhould be adviſed, being the only re- 
medy upon which, in ſuch circumſtances, 
We can place dependence. 


SECTION XII. 
Of Phymoſes and Paraphymoſfis, 


N ſection tenth I judged it neceſſary to 

. give a definition of theſe two diſeaſes, 
Inflammation of the preputium always 
excites ſome degree of thickneſs and con- 
traction. When this contraction occurs 
while the prepuce covers the glans, and 
in ſuch a degree as to prevent it from be- 
ing pulled back, the diſeaſe that takes 
place is termed Phymoſis. We fay, that 
Paraphymolis is produced when the pre- 
puce 


ice 


* 
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puce contracts pehind the glans, and can- 
not again be drawn over it. 
One of the moſt frequent 5 of 
phymoſis is chancres on the preputium. 
The thickening of the ikin induced by 
chancres, and the inflammation which 
they are Aptto excite, is often productive 


of phymoſis; but it alſo occurs from other 


cauſes. Whatever excites much infam- 


mation of the penis will induce phymofis. 


Hence it readily occurs in all caſes of 
Gonorrhœa attended with any unuſual 


degree of inflammation, particularly in 


that variety of the diſeaſe where the glans 


and prepuce are inflamed and excoriated. 


But although theſe excoriations often ter- 
minate in phymotis, they are ſtil more 


frequently productive of paraphymoſis. 


The patient, in clearing away the matter, 
neceſſarily draws back the preputium, and 
when the parts are previouſly much in- 
flamed and thickened, they are apt to 


contract fo fuddenly when in this ſtate of 


retraction, that they Cannot again be 


drawn OV er che glans. ; N 
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In lhe. treatment of phymoſis, we prove 
ſometimes ſucceſsful by a proper uſe of 
emollients. No effect will reſult from 
them when the ſtricture has been of long 
duration; but, unleſs the inflammation is 
ſevere, they will often anſwer if duly per- 
ſifted in from the firſt. Immerſing the 
penis, from time to time, in warm milk, 
or in a decoction of althea root, or of 
lintſeed, is perhaps the moſt effectual me- 
thod of applying emollients; and when 
much matter is produced between the 
prepuce and glans, either by chancres or 
inflammation, theſe liquids ſhould be injec- 
ted from time to time with a ſyringe. But 
with a view to leſſen the diſcharge, after 
thus waſhing out any matter that may be 
formed, a weak ſaturnine ſolution ſhould 
be injected three or four times a-day, 
This, with a low diet, abſtinence from 
exerciſe, and ſuſpending the penis, will, 
for the moſt part, prove ſucceſsful; but 
when the parts are much inflamed, it be- 
comes neceſſary to take blood in quanti- 
ties proportioned to the ſymptoms, not 

merely 
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merely from the arm, but from the penis 
itſelf, by the application of leeches, which 
may always be done with ſafety where 
the diſeaſe is local, as I have ſhown to be 
the caſe where it proceeds either from 
fimple excoriation or Gonorrhcea : but 
when produced from chancres, it is better 
to omit them. Þ.; 

While much ſtricture remains, it is al- 
ways improper to force the preputium 
back. This, however, is often done, but 
it very commonly terminates in paraphy- 
moſis; for when the parts are much con- 
tracted it is almoſt impoſſible to get the 
prepuce again brought over the glans, if 
it has once been forced completely be- 
hind it. It is better, therefore, to wait 
till the ſtricture is entirely removed, be- 
fore any attempt for this purpoſe is made. 
Beſides the riſk of inducing paraphymotis, 
the irritation which it gives tends always 
to make the ſtricture more obſtinate. 
When the inflammation is entirely gone, 
It may be proper, after immerſing the penis 
in any of the emollients that I have men- 
tioned, 
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tioned, and 8 it gently. over with 
warm oil, to endeavour, from time to time, 
to ſtretch it to its uſual extent; but even 
at this period of the diſeaſe the prepuce 
ſhould never be puſhed back with ſuch 
force as to excite much uneaſineſs. 
In the treatment of phymoſis it is pro- 
per to remark, that, in a great Proportion 
of caſes, the ſtricture is never entirely re- 
moved. In ſlight degrees of it, we com- 
monly ſucceed by the means that I have 
mentioned, but whenever it is ſevere the 
parts remain under ſome degree of con- 
traction, for the moſt part, during the life 
of the patient. We have it indeed in our 
power to remove even the moſt inveterate 
ſtricture that occurs, by laying the pre- 
puce open, either by a partial inciſion, or 
cutting it from. one end to the other, ac- 
cording to the extent of the diſeaſe ; but 
this is too ſevere a remedy for the remo- 
val of phymoſis in the ordinary form of 
the diſeaſe: where the preputium is fo 
much contracted as to interrupt the paſ- 
ſage of urine, or to impede coition, it no

of Surgery *, in which the inciſion 1 is made

manner it is done, not only more neatly, 
but with more expedition, and with much 
more eaſe to the patient than in the uſual

Some adviſe the inciſion to „ fun on the 
ſide of the pefiis, and others along the 
back of it.

FR 
have ended in ſtrictures of the moſt con- 
firmed kind. It muſt, however, be con- 


feſſed, that it is only in the commence-

and there is no room for any ſuch attempt 
when the diſeaſe proceeds from: a tume- 


fied ſtate of the glans. 
When the diſeaſe ſeems either to Ne 


from an enlarged ftate of the glans, or 
partly from this and partly from ſtricture 
of the prepuce, as ſometimes happens, we 
may endeavour to relax the preputium by 


rubbing it with oil, or an emollient oint- 
ment; but in ſuch circumſtances it is evi- 


dent that the application of emollients to 


the glans would rather do harm. By re- 


laxing the parts affected they would in- 
creaſe the ſwelling. Cold altringent ap- 
plications prove more uſeful, and ought 


alone to be adviſed. In this view, cloths 


dipped 1 in brandy, vinegar, and cold wa- 
ter, ſhould be applied to the parts; alſo 


pou iltices, with crumb of bread, and a ſo-

ſtricture by an operation, in order to pre- 
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lution of ſaccharum ſaturni in vinegar 
and water. But when theſe do not ſoon 


ſucceed i in reducing the ſwelling, we are 
reduced to the neceſſity of removing the 
vent the acceſſion of more ſerious ſymp-. 
toms. When too long neglected the glans 
is apt to mortify, by the contraction of 
the prepuce putting a ſtop to the circula- 
tion of the blood. | 

This operation conſiſts i in making one 
or more inciſions into the contracted edge 
of the preputium. We ſometimes ſucceed 
by making two or three ſmall cuts in dif- 
ferent parts of the ſtricture with the ſhoul- 
der of a lancet. They ſhould be carried 
entirely through the ſkin into the cellular 


| ſubſtance, for when they bleed freely, 


they commonly give much relief; but it 
muſt be admitted that theſe ſmall inci- 
ſions, however numerous they. may be, do 
not prove ſo certainly effectual as a ſin- 
gle free cut carried completely through 
the ſtricture. The eaſieſt method of do- 
ing this is, by inſinuating the end of a di- 
rector 
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rector bete che Aricture, wid cutting 


upon it with a ſcalpel. For this purpoſe | 
a ſhort director ſhould be uſed, with the 


groove open at the extremity. 


The inciſion does not require any par- 
ticular attention, but the divided veſſels 
ſhould be allowed to bleed freely. This 
generally leſſens the pain, while it co-ope- 
rates along with the removal of the ftric- 
ture to carry off the | ſwelling. Lint, 
ſpread with unguentum farurnium, makes 


the beſt dreſſing for the ſore.

Tn Whatever 
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e tends to exci te the flow of an 
cn quantity of blood to the penis, 
ſeems to create a diſpoſition i in theſe parts 

to the formation of warts: hence they 
ſucceed to various kinds of irritation. We 
know that they are a frequent conſequence 
of the venereal irritation, for they often 
ſucceed to chancres; and I have known 
them in different inſtances proceed from 
fimple. excoriation, where neither Gonor- 

rhœa nor Lues Venerea ever exiſted. By 

whatever cauſe irritation is produced in 
the prepuce and glans, it ſeems to excite 
a diſpoſition-in the {mall blood veſſels. of 
the parts to ſprout or pullulate, by which 

theſe Warts: eee appear to be form- 

ed. | 
As warts are a Sead eee of 
e they have been always conſi- 
dered as of a venereal nature, whether 
they are the immediate effects of chancre, 
Gonorrhœa, or any other cauſe. This opi- 
nion, however, is by no means well found- 
ed. Warts on theſe parts may no doubt 
Pear. While Lues Venerea exiſts in the 
conſtitution 1

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conſtitution; and in ſuch inſtances mer- 


cury muſt be given before a permanent 
core can be obtained: But in a great pro- 

portion of caſes, at leaſt in ninety- nine of 
6 a hundred, they appear to be entirely lo- 
1 cal; inſomuch that remedies acting only 
N 5 upon the conſtitution. have no influence 
nin removing them, while they, for the 
0 moſt part, are eaſily carried off by a va- 
5 riety of applications, Which act ſolely 
” upon the excreſeences themſelves, or ra- 


ther upon the veſſels by which they are 
produced. Nay, theſe warts are ſo evi- 
dently of a local nature, that when they 
ch occur in Lues Venerea, although they 
m-. are apt to return when removed while 
it the infection exiſts in the ſyſtem, yet it 
is equally certain that this diſeaſe of the 
habit may be completely eradicated with- 
out any effect being produced upon them. 
The warts which ſucceed to chancres 
commonly remain equally firm and obſti- 
nate after mercury has been given as they 
were before, and are to be removed by 
the ſame means as it che conſtitution had 
aon N „ never 
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never bebn Arkeaſed: This, 1 may biete, 
is a point which in a particular Ander 
merits attention; I mean of all practi- 
tioners not daily verſant in this branch of 
buſineſs ; for while the opinion is retain: - 
ed, as ſtill is the caſe with ſome, of warts 
on theſe parts being in moſt inſtances 
connected with Lues Venerea, much miſ. 
chief is apt to be done by a great deal of 
mercury being given where no advantage 
can ever enſue from it. In the treatment 
of watts, I have known the conſtitution 
almoſt ruined by one courſe” of mercury 
after another, without any effect upon the 
excreſcences, and which were afterwards 
eaſily and ſpeedily removed by remedies 
S e directly to the parts themſelves. 
I have mentioned irritation as a cauſe 
of theſe excreſcences, but it is only the 
ſlighter Kinds of it that ſeem to produce 
them. They often ſucceed to a flight de- 
gree of inflammation, but I have never Inn, 
known. them form on parts highly in- ah 
flamed : on the contrary, much inflam- 
mation ſeems to deftroy the tendency in 
| theſe 
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theſe parts to the production of warts, in- 
ſomuch, that our moſt effetual remedies 
in the cure of warts and for preventing a 
return of them, are ſuch as always excite 
a good deal of pain and inflammation, 
They- may no doubt be remoyed more 
quickly with 2 ſcalpel or ſciſſars, or by 
tying ligatures of waxed filk round them 
when they are pendulous, and have nar- 
row necks; but they are more apt to 
return when removed in this manner, 
than when deſtroyed with cauſtic, unleſs 
ſome degree of inflammation has at the 
ſame time been induced upon the parts. 
as Beſides, ligatures cannot be applied to 
warts with a broad baſe, which they fre- 
quently have; and few patients will ſub- 
mit to the uſe of the ſcalpel for the extir- 
pation of numerous warts, which in ſuch 
inſtances very commonly prevail, 
Inflammation, for the purpoſe of remov- 
ng warts, might be excited in various 
Ways; but we neceſlarily prefer that which 
is eaſieſt to the patient, and which at the 
ame time proves moſt effectual. We ſome-

from the ule of the ſame remedies in a l. 
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times ſucceed by bathing the warts and 


contiguous parts three or four times a- 


day with a ſtrong ſollution of crude al 
ammoniac, or of corroſive ſublimate. And 


a ſollution of mercury in ſpirit of nitre at 
the ſame time that it acts upon the warts 


themſelves as a cauſtic, ſeems alſo, by ex- 
citing inflammation in the veſſels of the 
contiguous parts, to remove or deſtroy the 


diſpoſition by which they were at firſt pro- 


duced. Preſcriptions are given for theſe 


ſolutions in the Appendix, Nos. 39, 40, and 


41. The two former may be uſed with 
freedom, but the ſtrength of the latter 


makes it neceſſary to apply it with more 
delicacy and attention. The parts ſhould 
be merely moiſtened with a pencil dipped 
in it, nor ſhould this be repeated above 
once in two or three days. 

Tincture of cantharides, applied in this 
manner, ſometimes anſwers; but we find 


by experience, that our ſucceſs is more 
certam from the application of ſuch pow- 


ders as irritate and inflame the ſkin, that

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quid form. Savine i in fine powder is one 
of the beſt for common uſe. Common 
muſtard, whether of the white or black 
kind, likewiſe anſwers; and I have known 
the powder of betony, and of white helle- 
bore, both ſeparately, and mixed in equal 
quantities, prove ſucceſsful. 

If the warts and ſkin lying between 
them be ſprinkled over with any of theſe 
daily, a ſufficient degree of inflammation 
is, for the moſt part, ſoon induced, and we 
know that it has gone far enough when 
ome of the ſmalleſt begin to ſhrivel and 
ore Mirop off. At this time we ſhould there- 
wid More deſiſt from any farther uſe of the pow= 
wed er, always taking care to renew it from 
ove me to time, if the inflammation ſubſides 
etorethe excreſcences are entirely remov- 
this.

Theſe powders, even in a ſimple unmix- 
ed ſtate, very ſeldom fail, but in ſome 
the warts are ſo firm, and the ſkin of the 
prepuce ſo thick and corrugated, that 
powders of a more powerfully irritating 
nature are required. In ſuch caſes a 
{mall proportion of red precipitate, fine- 
ly levigated, being added to the pulvis 
ſabinæ, commonly anſwers. Calomel 
ſometimes proves effectual, whether uſed 
by itſelf}, or mixed with any of theſe pow- 
ders; and a powder compoſed of equa 
parts of alumen uſtum and mercurius pre 
cipitatus ruber, ſeldom fails. 

Even when warts are ſeated in the en 
trance of the urethra, they may be treate( 
in this manner, at leaſt I have often re 
moved them in this ſituation by the appli 
cation of theſe powders, and I never kne) 
them do harm. In one inſtance when t 
wart was farther up the urethra thi

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uſual, the excreſcence was completely re- 
moved by the pulvis ſabinæ alone, but a 
conſiderable degree of pain was induced 
by it, which ended in a very copious 
puri form diſcharge. The urethra became 
tender and inflamed, through its whole 
length, and the running having all the 
appearance of matter of Gonorrhcea, 1 
ſuſpeRed. that a new infection had been 
communicated. My patient, however, 
aſſured me that this could not poſſibly be 
the caſe, as he had not for many months 
had any connection with women, and 
there was no cauſe to doubt his aſſertion. 
The running continued for the ſpace of 
two or three weeks, with all the ſymptoms 
of a common clap, and was cured preciſe- 
ly in the ſame manner, by the uſe of af

In Havz endeavoured 3 in i parts of 


this work to ſhew that the diſcharge 


in Gonorrhœa Virulenta is the effect of 
inflammation excited in the urethra and 
contiguous parts by the matter of infec- 
tion being applied to them. In the end 
of the preceding ſection a caſe is mention- 
ed, in which ſymptoms exactly ſimilar to 


thoſe of Gonorrhœa Virulenta aroſe from 


the application of an irritating powder to 


the urethra ; and there is reaſon to ſup- 


' poſe that they may at any time be indu- 


ced by whatever excites inflammation in 


any part of that membrane.

Practitioners ſhould at all times be 
aware of this, particularly the younger 
part of the profeſſion, who are apt to ſup- 
poſe that every diſcharge of matter from 
the genitals, eſpecially in men, ariſes from 
the venereal diſeaſe : But although this is 
undoubtedly true in a great proportion of 
caſes, yet every practitioner of experience 


muſt have met with inſtances of the re- 


verſe, and in which the reputation of the

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moſt virtuons people might have been 
ruined, had the diſtinction that we are now 
conſidering been overlooked, I have met 
with different inſtances of men newly 
married being ſeized with this ſymptom, in 
ſome of which, although there was at firſt 
much cauſe for ſuſpicion on the part of 
the huſband, yet on being informed by a 
perſon in whom they placed confidence 
that this kind of running js a frequent 
effect of other. cauſes, and that the diſ- 
charge which had newly taken place, 
would probably ſhew, by its ending 
more quickly than Gonorrhœa Virulenta 
uſually does, that it was of a different 
nature, they ſoon become leſs anxious, and 
at laſt were convinced of their fears be- 
ing groundleſs. 
In like manner, I have in different in- 
| ſtances been conſulted by women, who, 
on finding their huſband's linen ſtained 
with matter, have fancied that they them- 
| ſelves have been injured by them; and the 
imagination being once affected, we all 
know how difficult it is in ſuch matters to 
| {et 
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ſulted by a lady in this ſituation, who, 


from the cauſe that I have mentioned, had 
long been reduced to a ſtate of the great- 
eſt diſtreſs and miſery. Her mind was in 
the firſt place deeply affected with the 
ſuppoſed miſconduct of her huſband; and 
ſhe was fully convinced that ſhe en 
laboured under almoſt every ſymptom 
which attends the venereal diſeaſe. To 


this ſhe was in a great meaſure led, by 


the opinion of a midwife, who unfortu- 


nately informed her, that from much ex- 
perience in matters of this kind, ſhe was 
convinced that ſhe was poxed, and deſired 
her to apply to me. Inſtead of this, ſhe 
put herſelf under the care of one at a di- 
ſtance from town, in the place where ſhe 
reſided, and who, from not having much ex- 


perience in matters of this kind, was eaſily 


induced to believe that ſymptoms took 
place, which did not exiſt but in the imagi- 


nation of his patient. There was no external 
mark of diſeaſe; but ſhe complained of pains

whether or net ſuch ſymptoms ever origi- 
nate from other cauſes than intercourſe 


with an infected perſon, and at the ſame 
time wiſhed that ſuch medicines might be 
ſent him as would as quickly as poſſible 
put a ſtop to the diſcharge. In my an- 
{wer to this, which I alſo preſerved, I men- 
tioned ſeveral cauſes by which a diſcharge 


from the urethra may be excited, and eſ- 
pecially the effect of repeated intercourſe 
with women labouring under fluor albus 
where the diſcharge is acrid. I at the 
ſame time ſent him an aſtringent injec- 


tion, defiring that it might be uſed if

- TI have ſince that period had occaſion to 
know that her huſband has at different 
times had a return of the diſcharge from 
the urethra, in fome inſtances from expo- 
ſure to much cold, fatigue, or wetneſs, 
and repeatedly from connection with his 
wife when ſhe laboured under fluor albus. 
This happened with a patient who ne- 
ver before had any diſcharge from the ure- 
thra; but a running is more particularly 
apt to occur from this cauſe where Go- 
norrhœa Virulenta has frequently taken 
place before. I know many who uniform- 
ly experience a return of the diſcharge on 
being expoſed to much bodily fatigug ; 
particularly much riding on horſeback, 
or jolting 1n a carriage on a rough road ; 
on their being overheated with wine, or 
having more connection than uſual even 
with ſound women. 
The irritation excited in the urethra by 
a ſtone in the bladder will, in ſome in- 
ſtances, induce a very copious diſcharge

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; of matter. . When this takes place from 
the bladder itſelf, the matter comes off 
mixed with the urine, and in no other 
manner ; but when it proceeds from the 

- urethra only, as often happens, it aſſumes

= be made to empty the bladder or not. 
BH Wie are led to underſtand, that people 
3 who are much employed in working a- 
A mong the warmer kinds of ſpices are very 
liable to a ſcalding in making water ac- 
companied with a diſcharge of purulent- 
like matter from the urethra. It is parti- 
cularly apt to occur in thoſe who work 
chiefly among Cayenne pepper : Nay, it 
has been known to happen from a perſon 
carrying this article about with him even 
for the ſpace of a few hours. 1 
The moſt frequent cauſe of ſtrictures in R 
the urethra is Gonorrhœa Virulenta ; but 
they alſo occur from other cauſes. They 
have been met with in all periods of life, 
even where patients have never had any 
previous 
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previous diſcharge from theurethra. T hey 
are particularly apt to occur in people 
advanced in years, between the ſixtieth 
and web year of age, and ſometimes 
later. A perſon who in his youth. has 
ſuffered much with Gonorrhœa Virulenta, 
is very liable to be attacked about this 
period with ſtrictures in the urethra, but 
they Iikewiſe happen, as I have obſerved 
above, where no cauſe of this kind can be 
traced ; and in whatever way they are 
induced, they are very conſtantly attend- 
ed with a plentiful diſcharge of purulenty 
like matter. | 

In ſome, theſe ſtrictures have been at- 
tended with ſuch a concurrence of circum- 
ſtances, ſo ſimilar to thoſe which occur in 
Gonorrhœa, that the beſt practitioners 
have at firft been deceived with them. 
Where the irritation in the urethra has 
been conſiderable, ſympathetic fwellings + 
have occurred in the glands of the groin; 
and one or both teſticles have ſwelled 
from che ſame cauſe.

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It is generally known, that a diſcharge 
may at any time be excited from the ure- 
thra, by the uſe of ſtimulating bougies. 
This has in different inſtances been put 
in practice, where violent pain and other 
ſymptoms have been induced by the ſud - 
den ſtoppage of the diſcharge in Gonor- 
rhœa, but it has alſo been adviſed for the 
ſame purpoſe, that is, for exciting a diſ- 


charge of matter merely for the removal 


of pain, where neither Gonorrhcea nor any 
venereal ſymptom had ever taken place; 
and it has never failed when the ſtimulus 
is of a ſufficient ſtrength of being attend- 


ed with this effect. 


We are informed by authors, that gout 


has in ſome inſtances been productive of 
a diſcharge of puriform matter from the 


urethra; and I have not a doubt of its 
happening in rheumatiſm. Of this I have 
met with different well-marked inſtances, 
where a flow of matter from the urethra 


has alternated with pains in the knees,

The fact being eſtabliſhed, that all the 
uſual ſymptoms of Gonorrheea Virulenta

It may alſo be remarked, that this opi- Cle 
nion of the difference between theſe two ro 
diſeaſes is e confirmed A5 the method 10 
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of cure being i in Gains the ſame, what- 

ever may have been the cauſe of the diſ- 

charge. W hether the matter diſcharged 
from the urethra be excited by infection 

communicated by a perſon labouring under 
Gonorrhœa Virulenta, or by any of the 

cauſes: of Gonorrhœa Simplex that I have 
enumerated, the method of cure ſhould not 
be varied. It is true, that the latter will 
for the moſt part diſappear, whether any 
remedy be employed for it or not; but 
this will alſo happen with Gonorrhœa Vi- 

rulenta. A cure, however, will be obtain- 
ed much more ſpeedily by a timeous and 
proper uſe of injections than in any. other 
manner; and if this is admitted in one 
variety of the diſeaſe, it will be found 
equally applicable 1 in the other.

Farther Proofs of the Difference between Go. 


norrbœa Virulenta and Lues FVenerea. 


T was not my intention to enter again 


1 on the conſideration of this queſtion, 


as to me it appeared that the difference 


between the two diſeaſes was completely 


proved and eſtabliſhed ; but for the ſatis- 
faction of others who may not be ſo fully 
convinced of this, I think it right, in a 
point of ſuch importance, to give a detail 
of ſome intereſting experiments, which 1 
have lately received with regard to it, 
and which, if any farther proofs of the 
opinion which I wiſh to eſtabliſh were 
ſuppoſed to be wanting, will probably be 
conſidered as ſufficient. They ought im- 
mediately to have followed the ſection 
allotted to this part of the ſubject; but I 
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did not receive them till it came to be 
known that a new edition of the preſent 
work was far advanced, ſo that J was obli- 
ged to reſerve them for a ente ſec- 
tion, 

On a ſubjea fuck: as s this, the names af 
thoſe by whom theſe. experiments. were 
conducted cannot be mentioned, but I am 
perſonally acquainted with all of them. 
My friend Dr Duncan I believe ſaw the 
progreſs of ſome of them. I know that all 


which they relate may with certainty be 


relied on, and I give them nearly in their 


own words. 545 


One of the gentlemen hier, bc My 


experiments were made a good many years 


ago, and were meant to form the ſubject 
of a paper for a medical ſociety of which 
I am a member. I had no theory to ſup- 
port, nor no other view in making them, 


than to ſupport the opinion at that time 


generally. received among practitioners, 
namely, that Lues Venerea and Gonor- 


| rhcea Virulenta, are one and the ſame diſ- 


ealc, 
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eaſe; ariſing from the ſame matter of 
contagion, acting in a different manner 
on different ſurfaces. I was ſoon, how- 
ever, convinced, by the very diſtreſsful 
and unexpected event of my experiments, 
of the fallacy of this opinion. 
„Matter was taken upon the point of a 
orobe;/ rer a chancre on the glans penis, 
before any application was made to it, 
and completely introduced into the ure- 
chra, expecting thereby to produce Go- 
norrhœa. For the firſt eight days, I felt 
no kind of uneaſineſs; but about this pe- 
riod, 1 was attacked with pain in paſſing 
water, On dilating the urethra as much 
as poſlible, nearly the whole of a large 
chancre was diſcovered, and in a few days 
thereafter a bubo formed in each groin. - 
No diſcharge took place from the urethra, 
during the whole courſe of the diſeaſe, 
but another chancre was ſoon - perceived 
in the oppoſite ſide of the urethra, and 
red precipitate was applied to it as well 
as to the other, by means of a probe pre- 


* viouſly 
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viouſly moiftened for the purpoſe. Mer- 
curial ointment was at the ſame time rub- 
bed on the outſide of each thigh, by which 
a profuſe ſalivation was excited. The 
buboes, which, till then, had continued to 
increaſe, became ſtationary, and at laſt 
diſappeared entirely ; the chancres be- 
came clean, and by a due continuance of 
mercury a Dee OY cure at la was ob.

The next experiment was made with 
the matter of Gonorrhœa; a portion of 
which was introduced between the pre- 
puce and glans, and allowed to remain 
there without being diſturbed. In the 
courſe of the ſecond day, a flight degree 
of inflanimation was produced, ſucceeded 
by a diſcharge of matter, which in' the 
courſe of two or three days diſappeared. 
The ſame experiment was, by the fame 
gentleman, repeated once and again, after 
rendering the parts tender to which the 
matter of Gonorrhcea was applied, but no

Two young gentlemen, while proſecut- 
ing the ſtudy of medicine, became anxi- 
ous to aſcertain the point in queſtion; 
with which view they reſolved on making 
the following experiments, at a time When 


neither of them had ever laboured under 


either Gonorrhœa or Syphilis, and both 


in theſe and in the preceding experiments, 


the matter of infection Was taken from 


patients who had never made uſe of mer- 


A ſmall doſſil of lint ſoaked in the mat- 
ter of Gonorrhœa, was by each of them 


inſerted between the Prepuce and glans, 
and allowed to remain on the ſame ſpot 


for the ſpace of twenty-four hours. From 
this they expected that chancres would be 
produced; but in the one a very ſevere 
degree of inflammation enſued over the

ſeveral days, he had reaſon to fear, that 


removal of a paraphimoſis. By the uſe 


of ſaturnine poultaces, however, laxatives, 


and low diet, the inflammation abated, | 
the diſcharge. ceaſed, no chancres took 


place, and he ſoon got entirely well. 


The other gentleman was not ſo for- 
tunate. The external inflammation, in- 
deed, was ſlight, but by the matter find- 
ing acceſs to the urethra, he on the ſe- 
cond day was attacked with a ſevere de- 
gree of Gonorrhœa, which continued for 
a conſiderable time to give him a great 
deal of diſtreſs, nor did he for upwards 


of a year get entirely free of it. 


By this he was convinced of the impru- 
dence and hazard of all ſuch experiments I 
nor could he be prevailed on to carry 
them farther, although they were keenly 


proſecuted by his friend; who ſoon af- 


ter the inflammation ariſing from his firſt 


experiment was removed , inſerted the mat- 
ter of Gonorrhcea on the point of a lan- 


cet 


cet beneath the ſkin of the preputium, 
and likewiſe into the ſubſtance: of the 
glans ; but although this. was repeated 
three different times no chancres enſued. 
A light degree of inflammation was ex- 
cited, but it ſoon diſappeared without any 
thing being done for it. His laſt experi- 
ment was attended with more ſerious con- 


ſequences. The matter of a chancre was 


inſerted on the point of a probe to the 
depth of a quarter of an inch, or more, 
in the urethra. No ſymptom of Gonor- 


rheœea enſued; but in the courſe of five or 


ſix days a painful inflammatory chancre 


was perceived on the ſpot to which the 


matter was applied. To this ſucceeded a 
bubo, which ended in ſuppuration, not- 


withſtanding the immediate application 
of mercury, and the ſore ariſing from 


this proved both painful and tedious : Ul- 

cers were at laſt perceived in the throat, 
nor was a cure obtained till a very large 
quantity of mercury was given under 
a ſtate of cloſe confinement for a period 
of thirteen weeks. 
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I T have thus been enabled to adduce the 
moſt deciſive proof that can be wiſhed 
for, of the difference between the matter 
of Gonorrhœa and Syphilis, and to ſhew 
that while the matter of Syphilis excites 


chancres, even when applied to the ſecret- 
ing ſurface of the urethra, and that theſe 


again contaminate the conſtitution, yet 
that the matter of Gonorrhcea cannot be 
made to produce chancres, or any ſymptom

Theſe formula of meu injections 
ſeem to act, as I have elſewhere obſerved, 
altogether as aſtringents. They excite 
little or no irritation, and when they prove 
ſucceſsful, they commonly do ſo in the 
ſpace of a day or two. In all of them the 
mixture requires to be ſhaked when uſed; 
for, even with the aſſiſtance of mucilage, 
the mercury ſubſides ſo quickly that ſcarce- 
ly any of it will enter the ſyringe if this 
precaution be omitted. 

Inſtead of mucilage, oreſeribea in No. 3. 
I have ſometimes employed: honey. This 
proves more expeditious for extinguiſhing 
the mercury, but the injection prepared 
with it excites more pain.

to taper to within an inch or two of 
| the point, and the reſt of them are cy- 
lindrical. 1 once thought that this laſt. 
Was the beſt; but after a long courſe of 
experience in this branch of buſineſs, I 
am now convinced, that bougies, which 
taper equally from one end to the other, = 
are the beſt, and that this form anſwers 
equally well for every variety of ſize. 
They are introduced more eaſily, and 
with leſs pain than the others: : the linen 
ſhould therefore be cut in ſuch a man- 
ner as to give them this form. When 
rightly ſpread, and the linen ſufficiently 
fine, a well ſhaped bougie will be formed 
| of a Ty of about five eighths of an inch 
ee broad 
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broad at its largeſt end, and dine wii 
more than three eighths at the ſmalleſt 
end. This forms a bougie of a middle 
ſize; for particular purpoſes they muſt be 
much larger, and for others not ſo large 
| by a great deal. 

Theſe ſlips of linen are now to be rolled 
up as neatly as poſlible with the fingers ; 
and in order to give them a ſmooth poliſh- 
ed ſurface, they ſhould be ſmartly rolled 
between a piece of ſmooth hard timber, 
and a plate of fine poliſhed marble : This 
being continued till the whole become 
ſmooth and firm, and their points being 
properly rounded in order to facilitate 
their introduction, they are in this ftate 
to be kept for uſe. | 
Theſe directions will convey an idea of 
the method of preparing bougies, but no 
fargeon can ever become fo expert in form- 
ing them as thoſe artiſts who are daily 
accuſtomed to prepare them in large quan- 
tities. I muſt here again obſerve, how- 
ever, in addition to what I had occaſion 
to remark, in a former part of this work, 
that 
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that bn properly prepared with re- 
ina elaſtica, are preferable, in many cir- 
cumſtances, to thoſe that are made with 
plaſter. They not only prove much more 
durable, but more force can be employed 
with them, and as they are not apt to 
break or crack by remaining in the ure- 
thra, they are uſed with leſs pain and in- 
convenience than any other bougie that 
has yet been invented. 7 5 
Cat-gut has — been 1 as a 
bougie; but after various trials being 
made with it, I do not find that it anſwers 
the purpoſe : It cannot be made ſufficient-⸗ 


ly ſmooth, and it ſometimes ſwells fo 


much as to excite a good deal of irrita= 
tion; and lead, which was one of the firſt 
articles uſed for bougies, is fo firm that it 
always creates much pain, while at the 
ſame time it is fo apt to break, that diffe- 
rent inſtances having occurred of it in 
the urethra, it has 1 now been long laid 
aſide. 
The fix following preſeriptions are 
meant for the removal of warts and other 

excreſcences, 
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excreſcences, and they anſwer equally well 
whether the excreſcences proceed from 
Gonorrhœa or Lues Venerea. It would ap- 
pear, however, that there i is a material dif- 
ference between the warts which occur as 
a conſequence of theſe diſeaſes, and ſuch 
as we uſually meet with from other cauſes ; 
for while the former are for the moſt part 
eaſily removed by -any of theſe applica- 
tions, even with pulvis ſabine alone, the 
latter are ſeldom, ated upon by any of 
them, if it be not by the ſtrong ſolu- 
tion of corroſive ſublimate in No. 40. and 
of mercury and ſpirit of nitre, No. 41.
